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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  WEYMOUTH  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  year  1966  has  been  another  year  of  progress  and  improvement  in  our  commun¬ 
ity.  As  expected,  such  progress  and  improvement  has  made  many  demands  upon  your 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  resolve  the  serious  problems  which  confronted  us  in  a  manner 
which  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  We  here  with  submit,  however 
briefly,  some  of  the  outstanding  events  that  have  taken  place  during  the  year  and  indi¬ 
cate  the  challenges  which  continue  to  confront  us. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  forty  meetings  during  the  past  year.  One  hundred  and 
fifty -eight  appointments  were  made,  and  in  each  case  thorough  consideration  was  given 
to  the  qualifications  and  abilities  of  the  individuals  involved  so  that  in  each  case  the 
appointment  was  based  upon  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.  Three  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  licenses  or  permits  of  various  types  were  granted  during  the  year ,  while  others 
were  denied.  Prior  to  taking  action  on  each  of  the  applications,  the  Board  made  in¬ 
quiries  as  to  the  character  of  the  individuals  concerned  and  the  purposes  and  circum¬ 
stances  under  which  the  license  would  be  exercised.  In  this  regard,  we  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation  for  the  very  close  cooperation  and  assistance  rendered  by  Chief  O'Kane 
and  the  Police  Department. 

In  addition  to  the  Public  Meetings  mentioned  above,  the  Board  spent  many  hours  in 
conference  with  representatives  of  other  Town  Departments  and  Boards ,  as  well  as  with 
State  officials  in  exploring  and  discussing  areas  of  mutual  interest. 

The  transportation  problem  on  the  South  Shore  generally,  and  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
particularly,  continued  to  occupy  a  great  deal  of  our  time  and  attention.  Chairman 
Fryer  was  designated  to  represent  the  Town  on  the  M.B.T.A.  Advisory  Committee  and 
because  of  his  total  familiarity  with  this  situation,  dating  back  to  the  time  when  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  service  was  discontinued,  his  associates  on  the  M.B.T.A.  Advisory 
Committee  elected  him  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Committee  for  the  64  cities  and  towns 
which  were  brought  into  the  old  M.T.A.  system  when  the  new  legislation  was  passed. 

The  Board  has  maintained  very  close  contact  with  the  proposal  for  extending  the  Rapid 
Transit  into  Weymouth.  Funds  for  this  project  were  approved  and  authorization  was 
granted  by  the  Advisory  Council  to  the  M.  B.T.  A.  Trustees  to  proceed  with  the  financing 
of  the  program ,  but  on  condition  that  actual  construction  would  bedeferred  until  further 
authorization  for  the  extension  into  Weymouth  was  voted  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

This  action  was  taken  to  safeguard  the  interest  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  to  assure 
whatever  site  is  ultimately  chosen  will  be  thoroughly  reviewed  before  action  is  taken. 

Several  joint  meetings  were  held  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Public 
Health,  and  Conservation  Commission  with  M.B.T.A.  representatives  to  give  the 
representatives  complete  information  regarding  both  the  positive  and  negative  consider¬ 
ations  for  various  sites  which  might  ultimately  be  selected  for  the  terminus  of  the  South 
Shore  Extension  of  the  Rapid  Transit  System.  In  this  regard  it  might  be  well  to  remind 
the  people  of  Weymouth  that  under  the  formula  for  assessing  the  cost  of  deficit  opera¬ 
tions,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  will  only  be  charged  in  connection  with  any  deficit  arising 
out  of  Rapid  Transit  facilities  and  any  future  local  feeder  service  which  would  be 
supported  by  M.B.T.A.  funds  and  which  exclusively  service  our  people.  Mr.  Fryer, 
has  supported  a  proposal  which  has  been  presented  to  the  Legislature  by  Mayor  Collins 
of  Boston  which  would  revise  the  present  assessing  formula  and  would  produce  a  reduc¬ 
tion  on  Weymouth's  cost. 

On  December  1,  1966  the  Selectmen  voted  to  create  a  Transportation  Advisory 
Group  consisting  of  one  member  of  each  of  the  major  Town  Boards.  Appointed  to  this 
Advisory  Group  were:  Franklin  Fryer,  Board  of  Selectmen;  Frank  S.  Lagrotteria, 
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Town  Engineer  and  Representative  for  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  Joseph  E.  Connolly, 
Industrial  Development  Commission;  Edward  H.  Collagan,  Jr.  ,  Planning  Board  and 
Edward  T.  Henley,  Conservation  Commission.  This  Transportation  Advisory  Group 
shall  work  along  with  the  M.  B.T.  A.  and  keep  the  Town  Boards  well  informed  on  trans¬ 
portation  plans  for  the  Town.  While  the  Committee  shall  have  "no  final  say  so"  on 
transportation  matters  for  the  Town  it  will  serve  the  Town  well  as  an  informed  Ad¬ 
visory  Group  on  such  matters. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  completed  arrangements  with  the  United  States  General 
Services  Administration  for  the  transfer  of  the  Former  Hingham  Ammunition  Depot 
land  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  recreational  purposes  at  a  cost  of  $112, 500.  00, 
climaxing  a  four  year  effort.  The  official  transfer  document  was  signed  at  the  Town 
Hall  on  October  24,  1966  by  the  Selectmen  and  Washington  and  Boston  representatives 
of  the  Federal  Government.  The  Board  is  taking  an  active  forward  look  and  working 
in  close  harmony  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Park  Department  and  Conservation 
Commission  for  the  development  of  this  area  and  while  it  presents  some  problems,  we 
are  hopeful  that  in  the  near  future  the  area  can  be  opened  and  will  afford  a  great  deal 
of  relaxation  and  enjoyment  to  our  citizens. 

The  five-year  renovation  and  maintenance  program  for  the  Town  Hall  which  com¬ 
menced  in  1962  was  completed  in  1966  with  the  installation  of  a  separate  heating  sys¬ 
tem  with  individual  controls  for  various  rooms.  This  has  improved  the  working  con¬ 
ditions  and  eliminated  the  extremes  of  hot  and  cold  which  could  not  be  controlled  when 
the  heat  was  pumped  over  from  the  adjacent  school  buildings.  Indications  to  date  are 
that  it  is  also  proving  to  be  much  more  economical  than  the  old  system. 

With  further  reference  to  the  Town  Hall ,  we  are  continuing  to  suffer  from  growing 
pains  as  the  activities  of  managing  the  third  largest  Town  in  the  Commonwealth  con¬ 
tinue  to  expand.  The  Board  has  studied  various  proposals  for  re-assignment  of  working 
areas.  We  have  placed  an  article  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1967  Annual  Town  Meeting 
calling  for  an  appropriation  of  money  to  make  changes  and  improvements  in  the  Town 
Hall  Annex  on  Essex  Street  and  also  to  transfer  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  from 
its  present  crowded  quarters  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall  to  the  third  floor.  This 
will  call  for  some  extensive  renovation  in  the  third  floor  of  the  Town  Hall,  which  has 
never  been  completed,  and  will  also  require  the  installation  of  an  elevator.  However, 
nearly  half  of  the  costs  involved  will  be  reimbursed  by  matching  State  Funds.  The 
people  of  Weymouth  can  well  be  proud  of  their  Town  Hall  both  for  the  beauty  of  its 
architecture  and  the  high  quality  of  maintenance  which  the  Custodial  Department  has 
provided  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  year  1966  was  marked  by  the  passing  of  a  land  mark  in  the  Town,  when,  under 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  old  Tufts  Library  in  Weymouth  Landing  was 
razed.  Present  plans  are  to  round  the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Commercial 
Street  to  provide  for  better  traffic  control  and  traffic  visibility.  The  remaining  por¬ 
tion  of  the  site  will  be  graded  and  landscaped  to  beautify  the  square  and  help  to  en¬ 
hance  the  image  of  our  Town  as  visitors  enter  Weymouth  on  this  busy  thoroughfare. 
Regrettably,  during  the  course  of  the  demolition,  one  of  the  walls  of  the  building 
collapsed  and  disrupted  the  traffic  control  system  in  the  square  which  has  created 
some  inconvenience,  but  a  new  and  improved  set  of  traffic  contron  equipment  is 
presently  being  installed. 

Speaking  of  traffic  control,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  once  again  reviewed  with  Chief 
O’Kane  the  increasing  problems  of  traffic  control  in  the  Town  with  particular  attention 
being  given  to  school  crossings.  As  a  result,  on  recommendation  of  Chief  O’Kane, 
the  Board  voted  to  appoint  eleven  women  traffic  supervisors  in  the  Police  Department 
and  this  has  worked  out  very  well.  The  lady  officers  are  doing  an  excellent  job  and

their  presence  has  relieved  the  Police  Department  from  pressure  to  cover  these 
assignments  caused  by  the  ever  increasing  demands  on  our  uniformed  officers  for 
special  assignments,  court  appearances  and  the  like. 

In  October  we  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  welcoming  an  official  visitor  from 
Weymouth,  England  to  our  Town.  Former  Mayor  of  Weymouth,  Honorable  Wilfred 
E.  Ward,  presently  Alderman  and  Chairman  of  the  Weymouth,  Dorset,  England 
Publicity  Committee  brought  the  official  greetings  of  his  Town  to  ours.  Hisvisit 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  both  here  and  in  the  English  press.  Alderman 
Ward  brought  with  him  from  our  ’’Mother  Town"  in  England  several  gifts  and  was 
presented  with  a  Paul  Revere  Bowl.  Alderman  Ward  stated  that  he  was  convinced 
that  his  visit  to  Weymouth,  Massachusetts  has  cemented  a  bridge  of  friendship  which 
can  achieve  nothing  but  good.  He  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  hospitality  extended 
to  him  and  the  warmth  of  the  welcome  given  him.  Alderman  Ward  expressed  his  high 
hopes  that  the  invitation  extended  to  the  Selectmen  to  come  to  Weymouth  England 
would  be  accepted  as  it  was  in  1930. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  extended  their  appreciation  to  Former  Town  Counsel, 
Robert  H.  Gaughen  at  a  dinner  on  November  15,  1966  at  which  time  the  Selectmen 
made  a  personal  presentation  to  him  of  an  engraved  Paul  Revere  Bowl,  citing  him 
for  his  "outstanding  public  service  to  the  Town  during  his  five  years  as  Town  Counsel 
from  1960  to  1965." 

In  June  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authorized  Town  Counsel  Francis  L.  Kelly  to  take 
all  necessary  legal  action  against  the  State  Tax  Commission  for  a  review  of  their  de¬ 
termination  of  Weymouth's  "Equalized  Valuation"  which  directly  effects  the  Town's 
share  of  Sales  Tax  receipts.  The  State  Tax  Commission  has  placed  a  valuation  of 
$380,000.00  on  all  real  and  personal  property  in  the  Town  which,  according  to  their 
figures,  made  us  the  tenth  wealthiest  among  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 
The  Town's  case  was  tried  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  October  and  resulted  in 
a  favorable  decision  for  the  Town  in  which  some  $40  million  reduction  in  valuation  was 
made.  This  is  expected  to  increase  Weymouth's  share  of  tax  dispersements  by  a  half 
million  dollars  per  year  for  a  minimum  of  two  consecutive  years. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  cooperation  from  all  Town  Officials,  Boards,  Committees  and  citizens 
for  their  help,  support  and  confidence  in  our  administration. 

To  our  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  Marion  K.  Rafferty,  we  express  our  deep 
appreciation  for  her  loyal,  efficient  and  dedicated  service.

ARTICLE  28.  (By  Request  of  the  Park  Commissioners).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or 
by  borrowing,  a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  various  items 
in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  Parks  and  Playgrounds,  monies  to  be  spent  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  take  by 
eminent  domain,  in  fee,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  79,  as  amended, 
General  Laws,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  westerly  side  of  Chauncy Street 
in  South  Weymouth  and  abutting  the  rear  of  Fire  Station  No.  5,  shown  as  Lot  16, 

Block  526,  Sheet  45,  on  the  Atlas  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  dated  January  1,  1963, 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional  facilities  for  said  Fire  Station  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  a  sum  of 
money  therefor  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing,  the  sum 
of  Eight  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($8,  500. 00)  for  the  Town's  share  in  the  South 
Shore  Mosquito  Control  District,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  31.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing  the  sum 
of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  during  the  ensuing 
year,  the  mosquito  control  works  as  estimated  and  certified  to  by  the  State  Reclama¬ 
tion  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  112,  Acts  of  1931,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  32.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  by  taxation,  transfer  and/or  borrowing  the  sum 
of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.  00)  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  the  ponds  and  inland  waters,  located  within 
the  Town  limits,  with  fish  and/or  liberating  game,  all  in  accordance  with  General 
Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  Clause  41,  or  take  any  other  action  in  re¬ 
lation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  (By  Request  of  the  Personnel  Board).  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  amend  Article  4,  Section  409,  of  the  Town  By-Laws,  by  accepting  changes  in 
the  administration  and  classification  and  pay  plan,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto. 

ARTICLE  34.  (By  Request  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Associations).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  4,  Section  409,  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  accepting 
the  following  change  in  the  classification  and  pay  plan  under  item  entitled  vacations 
for  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  in  the  PF  Grades  1,  1-1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  the  FA 
Grades  3,  4  as  follows: 

Paid  vacation  time  shall  be  granted  to  all  regular  full  time  employees  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  following  table: 

6  Months  1  Week 

1  Year  to  10  Years  2  Weeks 

10  Years  to  15  Years  3  Weeks 

15  Years  and  over  4  Weeks 

Vacation  time  shall  be  taken  within  each  calendar  year  and  shall  not  be  accumu¬ 
lated  from  one  year  to  another. 

The  sum  of  Seven  Thousand,  Four  Hundred  Ninety-Two  and  50/100  Dollars 
($7,492.50)  shall  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  personal  services  as  required  under 
this  Article  and  of  this  sum  Two  Thousand,  Eight  Hundred  Thirteen  and  50/100  Dol¬ 
lars  ($2,  813.  50)  shall  be  added  to  the  personal  services  appropriation  of  the  Police 
Department  under  Item  15  of  Article  1  and  Four  Thousand,  Six  Hundred  Fifty-Nine 
and  00/100  Dollars  ($4,  659.00)  shall  be  added  to  the  personal  services  appropriation 
of  the  Fire  Department  under  Item  16  of  Article  1,  or  take  any  other  action  in  rela¬ 
tion  thereto. 

ARTICLE  35.  (By  Request  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Associations).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  4,  Section  409,  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  ten  (10)  paid  holidays  for  each  employee  as  they  apply  to  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  in  the  PF  Grades  1,  1-1,  2,  3,  4. 

The  Holidays:  January  first,  February  twenty- second,  April  nineteenth,  May 
thirtieth,  July  fourth,  the  first  Monday  of  September,  October  twelfth,  November 
eleventh,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas  Day,  or  the  following  when  any  of  the 
five  days  first  mentioned  or  October  twelfth,  November  eleventh  or  Christmas  Day 
occur  on  a  Sunday.  Each  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  day's  pay  and 
such  day's  pay  shall  be  one-fifth  of  his  regular  weekly  salary. 

Any  employee  who  fails  to  report  for  duty  as  scheduled  on  the  date  of  the  holiday, 
or  the  date  following  when  said  holiday  falls  on  a  Sunday,  shall  not  be  paid  that  holi¬ 
day's  pay. 

Any  employee  who  is  on  Injury  leave  shall  be  paid  said  holiday's  pay. 
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The  ten  paid  holidays  shall  be  paid  to  the  aforementioned  personnel  when  said 
holidays  occur. 

The  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand,  Thirty  One  and  40/100  Dollars  ($11,031.40)  shall 
be  raised  and  appropriated  for  personnel  services  as  required  under  this  Article  and 
of  this  sum  Three  Thousand,  Thirty  One  and  40/100  Dollars  ($3,031.40)  shall  be 
added  to  the  personnel  services  appropriation  of  the  Police  Department  under  Item 
15  of  Article  1  and  Eight  Thousand  and  00/100  Dollars  ($8,000.00)  shall  be  added  to 
the  personnel  services  appropriation  of  the  Fire  Department  under  Item  16  of  Article 
1,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  36.  (By  Direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  study  the  acceptance  of  Fluoridation  of  Water,  and 
to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  expense  of  such  a  committee,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  37.  (By  Request  of  the  Pine  Grove  Study  Committee).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from 
available  funds,  and/or  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  installation  of 
water  lines  in  the  Pine  Grove  Area  of  South  Weymouth  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  ac¬ 
cept  a  report  of  the  committee  for  the  future  development  of  the  Pine  Grove  Area  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  38.  (By  Request  of  the  School  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds,  and/or  by  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of  employing  a  consultant  to  advise 
the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  recently  appointed  by  the  School  Committee,  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  39.  (By  Request  of  the  Appropriation  Committee).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following  as  a  By-Law  of  the  Town: 

Article  IV,  Section  402A.  No  officer,  department  head,  or  committee 
authorized  to  expend  money  shall  make  purchase  of  supplies  or  materials  or 
contract  for  services  to  be  rendered  to  the  Town  without  issuing  a  written 
purchase  order  therefor  on  prescribed  forms.  All  purchase  orders  shall  be 
in  triplicate;  one  to  be  designated  for  the  vendor,  one  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Town  Accountant,  and  one  to  be  designated  for  the  files  of  the  officer,  depart¬ 
ment  head,  board  or  committee  issuing  the  order.  The  order  designated  for 
the  vendor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town  Accountant  and  shall  not  be  de¬ 
livered  to  the  vendor  until  the  Town  Accountant  shall  have  certified  thereon 
that  there  is  sufficient  unencumbered  balance  of  the  appropriation  to  be 
charged  to  pay  the  amount  due  under  the  order;  provided,  however,  that 
verbal  order  for  supplies,  materials,  or  services  to  be  rendered  may  be 
given  for  the  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.  All  verbal  orders  shall  be 
confirmed  in  writing  on  prescribed  purchase  order  forms  on  the  day  the  or¬ 
ders  are  given  and  immediately  transmitted  to  the  Town  Accountant  and  shall 
be  subject  to  his  certification, 
or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  40.  (By  Request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen).  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  amend  its  By-Laws  by  replacing  Article  701A  with  the  following: 

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 

There  shall  be  in  the  Town,  a  department  to  be  called  the  Building  Depart- 
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ment,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  the  Building  Commissioner,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  com¬ 
missioner. 


BUILDING  COMMISSIONER 

a.  Appointment.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  in  April,  appoint  a 
commissioner  who  shall  also  be  the  inspector  of  buildings  for  the  term  of 
one  year  to  the  first  day  of  April  following  and  thereafter  until  another  is 
appointed  in  his  stead.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  vote  within  the  limits  of  the  ap¬ 
propriation  made  by  the  Town  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to  remove  him,  and  in  such  event,  or  in 
the  event  of  his  resignation  or  death,  they  shall  appoint  another  commis¬ 
sioner  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  one  year  term. 

b.  Qualifications.  The  commissioner  shall  have  had  at  least  ten  years’  ex¬ 
perience  as  an  architect,  civil  engineer,  structural  engineer,  builder,  in¬ 
spector  in  the  department,  inspector  in  an  equivalent  position  in  a  town, 
city,  district  or  other  political  sub-division  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in 
any  combination  of  these  activities. 

DEPUTY  COMMISSIONER 

The  commissioner  may  appoint  a  deputy  commissioner,  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  the  commissioner  shall  assign  or  designate  and  who,  during 
the  absence  or  disability  of  the  commissioner,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  commissioner.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  vote  from  time  to  time,  within  the  limits  of  the  ap¬ 
propriation  made  by  the  Town  for  that  purpose. 

EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

a.  General.  The  commissioner  shall  appoint  such  building,  housing,  elec¬ 
trical,  elevator,  plumbing  and  gas  inspectors,  and  other  inspectors,  en¬ 
gineers,  clerks,  messengers,  assistants  and  other  employees  as  the  work 
may  require  and  the  law  may  allow.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  remove, 
suspend,  or  discipline  any  employee  for  cause.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  subject  to  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Town  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  41.  (By  Request  of  the  Planning  Board).  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  appoint  a  Zoning  By-Law  Committee  with  power  to  review  the  Town  Zoning 
By-Laws.  This  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator  and  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  one  member  of  the  Industrial  De¬ 
velopment  Commission,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Town  Engin¬ 
eer,  the  Building  Inspector  and  two  residents  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  42.  (By  Request  of  the  Historical  Commission).  To  see  what  sum 
of  money  tne  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  to  chemically  preserve  and  protect  the  Dugout  Canoe  recently  found 
in  Great  Pond,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  43.  (By  Request  of  the  Air  Conditioning  Committee).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from 
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available  funds  and/or  borrowing,  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  air  condition¬ 
ing  equipment  in  the  offices  of  the  several  town  buildings,  or  take  any  other  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  44.  (By  Request  of  the  Microfilm  Committee).  To  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  and/or  borrowing,  for  microfilming  vital  statistics  and  other  vital  records 
in  the  several  town  departments  for  the  purpose  of  providing  protection  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  these  records,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  45.  (By  Request  of  the  By-Law  Committee).  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  revise,  amend  and/or  add  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  or  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  46.  (By  Request  of  the  Town  Clerk).  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
amend  its  By-Laws  by  adding  a  new  section,  said  Section  to  be  numbered  Section  605A 
and  to  read  as  follows: 


RESTRAINT  OF  DOGS 

Any  person  owning  or  harboring  a  dog  shall  not  suffer  or  allow  it  to  run  at 
large  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  places  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  or  upon 
the  premises  of  anyone  other  than  the  owner  or  keeper,  unless  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  such  premises  grants  permission;  and  no  dog  shall  be  permitted 
in  any  public  place  or  street  within  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  unless  it  be  ef¬ 
fectively  restrained  by  a  chain  or  leash  not  exceeding  six  feet  in  length,  and 
unless  it  be  attended  by  a  person  of  adequate  age  and  discretion  properly  to 
control  its  actions.  The  maximum  penalty  for  a  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  $25. 00  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of 
Weymouth. 

ARTICLE  47.  (By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  Mr.  Alfred  Cadman  of  two  parcels  of  land,  said 
parcels  of  land  to  be  used  for  conservation  purposes  and  dedicated  to  the  memory  of 
Ida  Cadman.  Said  parcels  are  located  to  the  rear  of  Abigail  Adams  Circle  in  Wey¬ 
mouth  Heights  and  are  shown  on  the  Atlas  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  dated  January  1, 
1958  as  Lot  16,  Block  130,  Sheet  13,  containing  about  179,500  square  feet  and  Lot  2, 
Block  130,  Sheet  13  and  Sheet  10  which  contains  about  89,400  square  feet,  or  to  take 
any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  48.  (By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from 
available  funds  and/or  by  borrowing  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  take  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  in  fee,  for  conservation  purposes,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  containing 
about  249,  200  square  feet  on  the  westerly  side  of  Randolph  Street,  near  Great  Pond 
in  South  Weymouth  and  shown  on  the  Atlas  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  dated  January  1, 
1963  as  Lot  2,  Block  578,  Sheet  52,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  49.  (By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to  the  Conservation  Commission  certain  town  owned  par¬ 
cels  of  land  being  described  as  Lot  1,  Block  130,  Sheet  13  and  Lot  1,  Block  130, 

Sheet  10,  Lot  15,  Block  128,  Sheet  10,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  50.  (By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to  the  Conservation  Commission  certain  Town  owned  par¬ 
cels  of  land  being  described  as  Lots  1  and  8,  Block  543,  Sheet  48  of  the  Town  Atlas 
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of  1963,  said  parcels  to  be  added  to  the  Town  Watershed  under  the  management  and 
control  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  51.  (By  request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds 
and/or  borrowing  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Conservation 
Fund  as  authorized  under  the  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  5  (51),  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  52.  (By  Request  of  the  Conservation  Commission).  To  see  what 
sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  and/ 
or  borrowing  or  otherwise,  for  acquiring  by  gift,  purchase  or  take  by  right  of  emin¬ 
ent  domain  in  fee,  for  conservation  purposes  lots  31,  33,  34,  Block  430,  Sheet  33 
and  Lot  6,  Block  433,  Sheet  33  of  the  Town  Atlas  of  1963,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  53.  (By  Request  of  the  Naval  Ammunition  Depot  Land  Development 
Committee).  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  trans¬ 
fer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  acquir¬ 
ing  for  park  and  recreation  purposes,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  south 
side  of  Bridge  Street  in  North  Weymouth,  and  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Weymouth 
Back  River  and  on  the  South  by  the  Municipal  Incinerator  and  for  a  more  particular 
description  reference  is  made  to  a  plan  entitled  "Plan  of  land  owned  by  the  United 
States  Government  dated  January  18,  1965,”  said  plan  being  on  file  in  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  54.  (By  Request  of  the  Naval  Ammunition  Depot  Land  Development 
Committee).  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  trans¬ 
fer  from  available  funds  and/or  borrowing  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  devel¬ 
oping  for  park  and  recreation  purposes,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  located  on  the  south 
side  of  Bridge  Street  in  North  Weymouth  and  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Weymouth 
Back  River  and  on  the  south  by  the  Municipal  Incinerator  and  for  a  more  particular 
description  reference  is  made  to  a  plan  entitled  "Plan  of  land  owned  by  the  United 
States  Government  dated  January  18,  1965,”  said  plan  being  on  file  in  the  Town 
Clerk's  office,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  55.  (By  Request  of  the  Housing  Authority).  To  see  whether  the 
Town  will  approve  the  construction  of  a  new  housing  project  by  the  Weymouth  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority,  namely,  a  housing  project  for  elderly  persons  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Chapter  667  of  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1954,  and  Acts  in  amendment  thereof 
and  in  addition  thereto,  to  be  known  as  State-Aided  Housing  Project  667-2. 

ARTICLE  56.  (On  Petition  of  Colonial  Acres  Association).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds 
and/or  borrowing,  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  for  grading,  excavating,  loaming  and  seed¬ 
ing  an  area  within  the  House  Rock  Playground.  Money  to  be  spent  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  57.  (On  Petition  of  Thomas  J.  Donelan  and  others).  To  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available  funds 
and/or  borrowing,  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($800.  00)  for  payment  to  Thomas 
J.  Donelan,  as  damages  by  reason  of  taking  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  by  eminent 
domain,  the  time  having  expired  within  which  he  could  legally  bring  a  petition  in  court 
for  assessment  of  damages  because  of  such  land  taking,  but  such  payment  having 
been  authorized  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  349  of  the  Acts  of  1962,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  58.  (On  Petition  of  the  North  Weymouth  Cemetery  Association).  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  deed  to  the 
North  Weymouth  Cemetery  Association  a  certain  parcel  of  land  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Norton  Street  opposite  the  intersection  of  Colonial  Road,  containing  about  6,  800 
square  feet,  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  59.  (By  Request  of  the  Industrial  Development  Commission).  To 
see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  Laws  and  Zoning  Map,  Article  X  of  the 
Town  By-Laws,  by  making  the  following  changes: 

Change  of  District:  From  Residence  to  Limited  Business.  Land  shown  on

The  Holidays:  January  first,  February  twenty- second,  April  nineteenth,  May 
thirtieth,  July  fourth,  the  first  Monday  of  September,  October  twelfth,  November 
eleventh,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas  Day,  or  the  following  when  any  of  the  five 
days  first  mentioned  or  October  twelfth,  November  eleventh  or  Christmas  Day  occur 
on  a  Sunday.  Each  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  day's  pay  and  such  day's 
pay  shall  be  one-fifth  of  his  regular  weekly  salary. 

Any  employee  who  fails  to  report  for  duty  as  scheduled  on  the  date  of  the  holiday, 
or  the  date  following  when  said  holiday  falls  on  a  Sunday,  shall  not  be  paid  that  holi¬ 
day's  pay. 

Any  employee  who  is  on  Injury  leave  shall  be  paid  said  holiday's  pay. 

The  ten  paid  holidays  shall  be  paid  to  the  aforementioned  personnel  when  said 
holidays  occur.

that  all  construction  shall  be  done  by  private  contract  under  the  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and/or  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  and  that  the  streets  to 
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be  constructed  other  than  those  specifically  designated  above  are  to  be  selected  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Works.  All  payments  from  State  and  County  will  revert  to  the 
Town  Treasury.

BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 

There  shall  be  in  the  Town,  a  department  to  be  called  the  Building  Department, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  department,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
Building  Commissioner,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  commissioner. 

BUILDING  COMMISSIONER 

a.  Appointment.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  in  April,  appoint  a 
commissioner  who  shall  also  be  the  inspector  of  buildings  for  the  term  of 
one  year  to  the  first  day  of  April  following  and  thereafter  until  another  is 
appointed  in  his  stead.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  from  time  to  time  vote  within  the  limits  of  the  ap¬ 
propriation  made  by  the  Town  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to  remove  him,  and  in  such  event,  or  in  the 
event  of  his  resignation  or  death,  they  shall  appoint  another  commissioner 
to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  one  year  term. 

b.  Qualifications.  The  commissioner  shall  have  had  at  least  ten  years'  ex¬ 
perience  as  an  architect,  civil  engineer,  structural  engineer,  builder,  in¬ 
spector  in  the  department,  inspector  in  an  equivalent  position  in  a  town, 
city,  district  or  other  political  sub-division  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  in  any 
combination  of  these  activities. 

DEPUTY  COMMISSIONER 

The  commissioner  may  appoint  a  deputy  commissioner,  who  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  the  commissioner  shall  assign  or  designate  and  who,  during  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  commissioner,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
commissioner.  His  salary  or  compensation  shall  be  such  as  the  Board  of  Se¬ 
lectmen  may  vote  from  time  to  time,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  made 
by  the  Town  for  that  purpose. 

EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

a.  General.  The  commissioner  shall  appoint  such  building,  housing,  electrical, 
elevator,  plumbing  and  gas  inspectors,  and  other  inspectors,  engineers, 
clerks,  messengers,  assistants  and  other  employees  as  the  work  may  re¬ 
quire  and  the  law  may  allow.  He  shall  have  the  power  to  remove,  suspend, 
or  discipline  any  employee  for  cause.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Town  By-Laws.

Board. 

To  see  what  sum 
of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  to  chemically  preserve  and  protect  the  Dugout  Canoe  recently  found 
in  Great  Pond,  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  by  the  Appropriation  Committee,  it  was

SUMMARY  .... 

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all  retail  sales  of  tangible  personal  pro¬ 
perty  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  selling  price.  Sales  of  certain  items  are 
exempted  from  the  tax,  including  but  not  limited  to  sales  of  food  products  for  human 
use,  articles  of  clothing,  prescription  medicines,  agricultural  machinery  and  certain 
publications.  The  statute  contains  specific  provisions  relating  to  the  registration  of 
vendors,  the  filing  of  returns  and  the  payment  of  the  amounts  collected  by  such  vend- 
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ors.  Vendors  may  apply  to  the  State  Tax  Commission  for  abatements  of  the  amounts 
owed  where  they  believe  such  amounts  to  be  excessive,  and  decisions  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  on  such  applications  may  be  reviewed  by  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  The  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  shall  have  the  usual  powers  and  remedies  pro¬ 
vided  for  tax  collection  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  imposed  by  this  section.  The 
State  Tax  Commission  shall  issue  regulations  necessary  for  proper  administration 
and  enforcement  of  the  section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise  upon  the  storage,  use  or  other  con¬ 
sumption  in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  personal  property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent 
of  the  sales  price  of  such  property.  Sales  upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax  described 
above  has  been  imposed,  or  which  are  exempt  from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  use  tax.  Sales  upon  which  a  tax  has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction 
shall  also  be  exempt.  Assessment,  abatement  and  collection  of  the  use  tax  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  which  relate  to  the  tax  upon  retail  sales.  The  tax  upon 
retail  sales  and  the  excise  upon  storage,  use  or  other  consumption  shall  be  effective 
during  the  period  from  April  1,  1966  to  December  31,  1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  four  dollars  for  himself, 
four  dollars  for  his  spouse  and  eight  dollars  for  each  qualified  dependent,  but  such 
credit  shall  not  be  allowed  if  the  taxable  income  of  such  individual  and  his  spouse  ex¬ 
ceeds  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  described  above,  the 
Act  provides  for  new  excises  upon  certain  banks;  new  taxes  upon  the  income  of  cer¬ 
tain  corporations,  new  taxes  upon  cigarettes;  a  room  occupancy  excise  upon  rent 
paid  for  the  use  of  hotel  rooms  and  other  lodging  places;  and  excises  upon  sales  of 
certain  alcoholic  beverages. 

The  Act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  providing  educational  as¬ 
sistance,  and  authorizes  the  periodic  distribution  of  amounts  from  such  Fund  to  the 
cities  and  towns.  In  addition,  the  Act  contains  a  variety  of  provisions  relating  to  the 
program  of  State  aid  to  public  schools,  and  to  its  administration.

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Discussion  ensued  involving  Mr.  Fulton,  Chairman  of  the  Appropriation  Commit¬ 
tee;  Mrs.  DeAngelis,  President  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters;  Mr.  Brian  Kelly, 
and  Mr.  Dante  Salamone.

The  above  figures  represent  a  summary  of  actual  figures  assessed  and  committed  by 
the  Board  of  Assessors  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection. 

In  March  of  1966,  the  town  meeting  voted  the  completion  of  the  program  by 
which  the  homes  built  prior  to  1940  were  to  be  measured  and  pertinent  information 
obtained  and  recorded  so  that  their  assessment  might  be  equalized.  A  total  of  ap¬ 
proximately  600  were  equalized  in  1966  and  these  figures  will  be  used  in  computing 
the  1967  tax  rate.  This  completed  the  unmeasured  homes  to  be  done  in  the  town. 

The  special  town  meeting  in  June  voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee 
to  study  the  need  for  a  program  of  complete  revaluation  and  reassessment  of  all  real 
property  in  the  town  and  the  method  by  which  the  same  might  be  accomplished.  The 
Board  of  Assessors  has  co-operated  with  and  supplied  all  available  information  to 
this  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  the  Town  of 
Weymouth,  on  June  1,  1966,  entered  an  appeal  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  equalized  valuation  of  all  property  in  Weymouth  as  determined  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission.  The  Board  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  to  research  into  this 
problem.  In  November  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  announced  its  decision  in  favor  of 
Weymouth.  The  effect  of  this  decision  is  that  the  Town  will  receive  a  greater  share 
of  revenues  from  the  sales  tax,  thus  reducing  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  all  citizens  and  are  extremely  grateful  for  the  ex¬ 
cellent  co-operation  received  in  carrying  out  their  duties  as  public  officers.  Again 
the  Board  wishes  to  recognize  and  make  mention  of  the  high  professional  help  of  all 
boards,  departments  and  personnel  to  this  department.

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In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  June  13,  1966,  Article 
15,  the  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Town 
Moderator. 

MTo  study  the  need  for  a  program  of  complete  revaluation  and 
reassessment  of  all  taxable  property  in  the  Town  and  the  method 
by  which  the  same  might  be  accomplished,  said  committee  to 
report  its  findings  at  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting. " 

Assessor  Charles  W.  Burgess  was  designated  temporary  chairman  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  calling  a  meeting  to  organize  the  appointed  committee.  At  that  time  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  committee  elected  Charles  W.  Burgess,  Permanent  Chairman,  and  Ed¬ 
ward  F.  Butler,  Clerk. 

A  number  of  meetings  were  held,  at  which  time  all  aspects  of  the  work  pertaining 
to  revaluation  thus  far,  and  in  the  future,  were  discussed,  finally  arriving  at  the 
conclusion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  consult  with  Cole-Layer-Trumbe  Co. ,  Ap¬ 
praisers,  who  are  at  the  present  time  conducting  a  program  of  revaluation  for  the 
City  of  Quincy. 

As  a  result,  Cole-Layer-Trumble  Co.  submitted  to  the  committee  a  proposal  and 
price  estimate,  together  with  background  material  for  a  tax  equalization  appraisal  for 
the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  town  authorize  and  empower  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  contract  for  the  appraisal  by  private  consultants  of  all  properties  sub¬ 
ject  to  tax  in  order  that  the  valuations  of  such  properties  shall  be  equalized. 

The  committee  makes  this  recommendation  with  the  full  appreciation  of  the  ef¬ 
fective  program  of  equalization  which  was  started  in  1964  and  which  is  now  substan¬ 
tially  completed.  This  program,  carried  out  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  an  additional  tax  valuation  of  seven  million  dollars  over  and  above  the  normal 
increase  in  valuation  due  to  new  building,  and  yielding  additional  tax  revenue  of 
$500,000.  annually. 

The  work  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  completing  the  recent  program  has  made 
our  board  competent  to  properly  use  the  data  from  the  proposed  complete  revalua¬ 
tion,  and  the  assistance  of  our  assessors  will  be  of  great  value  in  the  setting  up  of  the 
card  reference  system. 

The  committee  makes  the  recommendation  for  a  complete  professional  appraisal 
by  outside  consultants  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  All  properties  must  be  valued  on  an  equal  basis  and  at  the  same  time. 

2.  All  types  of  property,  residential,  commercial,  and  industrial,  must  be 
covered. 

3.  The  individual  taxpayer  must  be  protected  by  knowing  where  he  stands  in  re¬ 
lation  to  others. 

4.  The  valuations  set  by  our  assessors  must  be  acceptable  to  higher  tax 
authority. 

5.  The  assessors  must  be  given  the  most  efficient  and  modern  methods  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties. 
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6.  The  taxpayer  must  have  confidence  that  his  tax  base  is  sound  and  well  or¬ 
ganized. 

In  1964,  the  cost  of  such  a  comprehensive  program  was  $115,000.  Today,  it  is 
estimated  that  such  a  program  will  cost  approximately  $125,000.  The  committee 
feels  delay  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  because  of  the  effect  of  the  infla¬ 
tionary  trend.  If  this  program  could  be  started  this  year,  the  town  would  feel  the 
benefits  in  the  tax  year  starting  in  January  1969.  The  recommended  program  is 
vitally  necessary  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  and  this 
report  has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  entire  committee.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  COUNSEL

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Legal  Department 
for  the  year  1966. 

The  year  now  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  perhaps  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  history 
of  this  department.  The  activity  was  marked  by  a  high  incidence  of  court  activity,  by 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  projects  undertaken  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  which  require  assistance  from  the  office  of  the  Town  Counsel,  by  the  taking  of 
Whitman's  Pond,  by  our  appeal  under  the  Sales  Tax  Law  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
and  by  the  thrust  of  activity  created  by  the  new  law  giving  Town  employees  the  right  to 
join  unions  and  to  bargain  collectively  with  the  representatives  of  the  Town.  For  clar¬ 
ity,  I  will  endeavor  to  treat  each  of  these  areas,  however  briefly,  below. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  44  court  cases  pending  against  the  Town  and 
6  tax  cases  pending  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  During  the  year  14  new  suits  or 
actions  were  instituted  against  the  Town  making  in  all  a  total  of  64  cases.  During  the 
year  13  of  these  cases  were  closed,  and  of  this  number  three  were  settled  on  terms 
favorable  to  the  Town  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  remainder 
of  the  cases  were  tried  before  the  courts  and  in  general  with  satisfactory  results  to  the 
Town.  One  of  these,  involving  unusual  land  damages  in  East  Weymouth  was  decided  by 
a  jury  which  awarded  damages  in  the  amount  of  $20,000.  This  was  the  only  substantial 
verdict  rendered  against  the  Town  during  the  year.  In  Fact,  land  damages  during  the 
past  year  have  been  held  to  a  bare  minimum.  No  damages  or  suits  involving  tort  ac¬ 
tions  have  been  settled  and  no  damages  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  negligence 
of  the  Town  have  been  awarded.  As  your  Town  Counsel,  I  appeared  in  court  either  on 
motions  or  for  trial  of  cases  on  138  occasions  during  the  year. 

With  respect  to  street  acceptances,  26  orders  of  layout  of  streets  were  prepared, 
notices  were  sent  to  234  abutters  and  titles  were  examined  to  determine  legal  owner¬ 
ship,  mortgagees  of  record,  or  other  owners  of  equity  interests.  After  public  hearing 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  orders  of  layout  for  all  26  streets  were  prepared  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Seventeen  of  the  streets  were  accepted  and  one,  Middle 
Street,  was  relocated  and  laid  out.  Orders  of  taking  for  the  17  streets  which  were 
accepted  and  for  the  relocation  of  Middle  Street  were  filed  and  after  execution  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  and/or  Land  Court.  Later  in 
the  year,  orders  or  certificates  of  entry  were  prepared  for  the  17  streets  and  also 
filed  with  the  appropriate  Registry  of  Deeds. 

In  a  related  area,  with  regard  to  the  violations  of  the  liquor  licensing  law,  hearings 
were  held  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  office  reviewed  the  complaints  with  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  presented  the  cases  on  behalf  of  the  Police  Department  before  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  Two  complaints  of  the  Zoning  Laws  were  also  presented  before 
the  Quincy  District  Court.  The  Town  Counsel  also  appeared  in  court  on  three  different 
occasions  in  connection  with  Workmens  Compensation  cases  and  spent  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  out  of  court  discussing  problem  cases  with  the  Workmens  Compensa¬ 
tion  Agent. 
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Preparation  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  and  for  Special  Town 
Meetings  in  June  and  October  and  the  review  of  the  articles  presented  at  these  Town 
Meetings  also  required  a  considerable  amount  of  attention  from  this  office. 

The  year  was  an  extremely  active  one  for  the  Public  Works  Department  due  to  the 
accelerated  sewerage  program  and  because  of  complications  arising  out  of  the  water 
shortage.  Nine  orders  of  taking  of  sewer  easements  involving  title  searches  on  32 
parcels  of  land  were  prepared  and  after  execution  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  were 
filed  with  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  Following  the  takings,  certificates  of  entry  were 
prepared  and  also  recorded.  In  all  of  these  takings,  in  accordance  with  recent 
changes  in  the  law,  appraisals  were  made  before  the  takings  were  effected  and  the 
appraised  valuation  of  damages  sustained  were  entered  in  the  Order  of  Taking.  Titles 
of  four  parcels  of  land  were  also  examined  and  an  order  of  taking  wasprepared,  exe¬ 
cuted,  and  recorded  in  connection  with  the  Mill  River  Pumping  Station.  As  the  year 
draws  to  a  close  we  are  preparing  orders  of  taking  in  connection  with  a  number  of 
parcels  of  land  over  which  the  reverse  transmission  line  to  carry  water  from  Whitman's 
Pond  to  Great  Pond  will  pass. 

Due  to  the  water  shortage  it  was  decided  late  in  1965  that  the  Town  would  take 
Whitman's  Pond  as  a  source  of  water  supply  for  the  Town.  Thereafter,  numerous 
conferences  were  held  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Public  Works,  Board 
of  Public  Health  and  extensive  planning  was  done  with  the  Director  and  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Works.  The  General  Laws  and  Special  Laws  relating  to  a  water 
supply  for  the  Town  of  Weymouth  were  reviewed  and  the  examination  of  280  parcels  of 
land  abutting  the  pond  was  undertaken.  These  titles  were  examined  to  determine  the 
legal  owners  and  all  equity  owners  of  record  including  mortgagees,  lienors,  attaches 
and  the  like.  There  were  181  so-called  equity  owners.  Each  title  was  also  examined 
to  determine  the  legal  boundary  of  the  lot  on  the  pond  and  random  examinations  were 
made  of  a  number  of  titles  for  as  much  as  150  years  back  to  determine  what  rights  if 
any  existed  in  the  pond  insofar  as  the  abutters  were  concerned.  After  the  title  exami¬ 
nations  were  completed,  an  order  of  taking  was  prepared  and  filed  with  both  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  and  the  Land  Court.  The  Town  Counsel  prepared  a  special  notice 
and  arranged  to  have  it  served  by  a  Constable  upon  all  280  legal  owners  and  the  181 
equity  owners  of  record  of  the  various  lots  abutting  the  pond.  This  was  an  enormous 
task  and  took  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  Spring.  It  was  completed  in  time  for  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  in  June  1966. 

Early  in  1966,  the  Legislature  enacted  the  Sales  Tax  Law  and  related  legislation. 

In  accordance  with  the  law,  the  State  Tax  Commission  undertook  to  make  an  equalized 
valuation  of  all  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  This  evaluation  was  made  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  because  as  everyone 
knows,  not  all  of  the  cities  and  towns  use  the  same  basis  for  determining  valuations. 

The  State  Tax  Commission  determined  that  Weymouth's  valuation  was  $380  million, 
which,  according  to  their  determination,  made  Weymouth  the  tenth  wealthiest  city  or 
town  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  significance  of  the  evaluation  is  that  under  a  compli¬ 
cated  formula,  which  regulates  distribution  of  Sales  Tax  receipts,  the  higher  the  valua¬ 
tion,  the  less  money  the  Town  receives. 

On  Friday,  May  27,  the  Board  of  Assessors  advised  this  office  in  their  opinion 
that  this  evaluation  was  too  high  and  recommended  that  an  appeal  be  taken.  Immediate 
action  was  commenced  on  the  Memorial  Day  weekend  to  prepare  the  appeal  which  was 
entered  on  June  1,  two  hours  before  the  deadline  for  such  appeals.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  voted  authorization  to  proceed.  This  case  became  the  primary  responsibility 
and  occupied  a  majority  of  the  time  of  this  office  throughout  the  summer  spent  in  con¬ 
ferences,  research,  analysis  of  the  law,  study  of  the  evaluation  technique  used  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission  and  comparisons  of  residential,  business  and  industrial 
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properties.  After  three  postponements  to  permit  further  preparation,  the  case  was 
tried  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  on  October  20,  1966  and  supplementary  pleadings 
were  prepared  and  presented.  On  November  18,  1966  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  found 
in  favor  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth  and  reduced  the  equalized  valuation  $40  million,  from 
$380  million  to  $340  million.  The  impact  of  this  decision  represents  an  additional 
$500,000  per  year  increase  in  Sales  Tax  Distribution  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth.  This 
distribution  will  be  effective  for  a  minimum  of  two  years  since  the  law  prevents  any 
change  in  valuation  for  that  period  of  time.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  of  the  26  cities 
or  town  which  filed  appeals  only  eight,  Boston,  Worcester,  Everett,  Weymouth,  Ded¬ 
ham,  Abington,  Lunenberg,  and  Upton  were  successful.  During  this  entire  period  the 
Town  Counsel  assumed  the  complete  responsibility  for  the  research,  preparation  and 
trial  of  this  important  case. 

After  the  decision  was  announced,  a  question  was  raised  concerning  when  the  new 
valuations  will  be  first  used  in  the  distribution  formula.  The  Attorney  General's  de¬ 
partment  gave  a  ruling  on  December  30,  1966  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education — whose 

responsibility  it  is  to  apply  the  formula - that  the  determinations  (for  all  cities  and 

towns)  will  not  be  applied  until  1968.  This  office  engaged  in  close  cooperation  with  the 
Legal  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston ,  which  filed  a  Petition  for  Writ  of  Mandamus 
to  enjoin  the  Commissioner  of  Education  from  making  any  distribution  and  asking  the 
court  to  rule  on  whether  such  distribution  should  first  be  made  in  1967  or  1968.  Wey¬ 
mouth  has  joined  with  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  City  of  Worcester  in  bringing  this 
action.  I  wish  to  emphasize,  however,  that  this  matter  has  no  effect  upon  the  actual 
amount  of  distribution  other  than  to  resolve  whether  it  will  commence  in  1967  or 
1968 — in  either  event  the  distribution  formula  will  remain  in  effect  for  a  period  of  at 
least  two  years. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  1965  which  became  effective  February  17,  1966  gives 
Town  employees  the  right  to  form  unions  and  bargain  collectively  with  the  Town.  It 
also  imposes  on  the  Town  the  obligation  to  recognize  these  unions  and  to  bargain 
collectively  with  them  in  good  faith.  This  law  has  created  a  tremendous  increase  in 
municipal  and  Town  activities  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  In  Weymouth,  the  School 
Teachers,  employees  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Members  of  the  Fire 
Department  and  the  Police  Department  have  requested  recognition.  The  Town  Counsel 
has  given  many  hours  of  advice  and  consultation  to  the  various  Town  Departments  and 
has  participated  in  the  collective  bargaining  meetings  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works, 
The  School  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  their  negotiations.  Your  Town 
Counsel  has  had  the  benefit  of  twelve  years  of  representing  management  with  some  of 
the  largest  unions  in  the  country  and  is  able  to  mold  this  experience  with  his  legal 
training  and  knowledge  of  municipal  government  gained  through  ten  years  of  public 
service.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  development  of  this  law  which  is  now  in  its  embryonic 
state  will  shortly  involve  all  cities  and  towns  in  year  round  labor-management  activities. 

I  have  attempted  to  outline  briefly  for  you  the  major  fields  of  activities  which  were 
indicated  in  the  beginning  of  this  report.  In  addition,  this  office  has  rendered  many 
written  reports  to  various  Boards  and  Department  Heads  as  well  as  answering  telephone 
inquiries  and  participating  in  conferences.  We  have  reviewed  over  100  contracts  in¬ 
volving  more  than  $1,500,000  in  services  or  goods  purchased  by  the  Town.  Every 
effort  has  been  made  to  accommodate  the  requests  of  all  departments  and  to  accord 
prompt  attention  to  their  problems. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  all  Boards,  Departments  and 
Officers  for  their  cooperation  and  in  particular  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  to  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Assistant  Director 
of  Public  Works  who  have  been  of  great  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  cases 
for  trial.  Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
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for  the  confidence  which  they  have  placed  in  me  and  to  commend  them  for  the 
many  hours  of  dedicated  service  which  they  have  given  to  the  Town.

Herewith  submitted  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1966. 

The  past  year  has  been  extremely  busy  with  the  March  Annual  Town  Meeting  and 
Election,  Special  Town  Meetings  in  June  and  October,  the  State  Primary  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  State  Election  in  November.  These  activities  coupled  with  an  ever  increasing 
work  load  of  vital  statistics,  sporting  and  dog  licenses  and  new  duties  because  of 
changes  in  the  law,  has  taxed  the  facilities  and  personnel  to  the  limit. 

There  is  a  definite  need  for  additional  clerical  help,  requests  for  which 
have  been  refused  for  the  past  three  years.  If  the  efficiency  of  the  de¬ 
partment  is  to  be  maintained,  steps  must  be  taken  to  alleviate  the 
present  conditions. 

The  total  amount  collected  in  fees  for  licenses  was  $15,446.35  of  which  $3826.  60, 
returned  by  the  County  from  dog  licenses,  will  be  used  for  schools.  The  total  also 
represents  an  increase  of  $571. 10  over  1965. 

At  this  time  I  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  and  other  departments  for  courtesies 
tendered  me  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STREET  LIGHTING  COMMITTEE

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  Report  for  year  1966. 

With  the  completion  of  a  Long  Range  Relighting  Program  of  major  arteries,  this 
Committee  in  1966  entered  into  a  program  of  Residential  Relighting,  to  modern  speci¬ 
fications,  of  side  streets  and  dwelling  areas. 

The  increased  tempo  of  life,  greater  emphasis  on  recreation,  the  easy  transporta¬ 
tion  from  one  community  to  another  of  any  element  desirable  or  otherwise ,  demands 
modern  lighting  of  the  ways  of  Weymouth. 

This  Committee,  cognizant  of  the  value  and  protection  afforded  by  modern  lighting, 
has  scheduled  1973  as  completion  date  of  the  Residential  Relighting  Program  on  a  town- 
wide  basis  and  pledges  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  expedite  completion  of  the 
Program . 

As  mentioned  in  our  most  recent  annual  report,  financial  return  to  the  town  for 
service  failure  during  the  November  1966  blackout  has  been  requested.  In  addition, 
studies  of  this  Committee,  instituted  in  May,  1966,  indicated  a  need  for  review  of 
rating  structures. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  advise  that  in  both  the  above  endeavors  it  has 
received  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Mass.  Electric  Co. ;  every  courtesy  has  been 
accorded  this  Committee. 

Credit  allowances  for  power  failure  were  successfully  negotiated,  and  present 
negotiations  with  a  view  to  reduction  of  rates  are  progressing  satisfactorily. 

During  the  year  1966  more  than  500  street  lighting  modifications  were  effected, 
numerous  requests  from  residents  and  town  departments  were  processed  and 
Residential  Relighting  made  a  strong  introduction. 

This  Committee  meets  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  odd  numbered  months  at 
8:30  p.m.  in  the  offices  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Particular  note  should 
be  made  herein  of  the  excellent  cooperation,  the  time  so  generously  proffered  and  the 
good  advice  and  counsel  of  Town  Counsel,  Francis  L.  Kelly,  particularly  in  the  field 
of  rate  negotiations  mentioned  above ,  and  the  confidence  in  this  Committee  publicly 
expressed  by  you,  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  the  same  matter  and 
the  fine  cooperation  extended  by  other  Town  Departments  and  Committees. 

This  Committee,  with  an  expended  1966  budget  of  $156 , 000.  00  estimates  that  an 
amount  of  $172,000.00  will  be  required  for  operation  of  existing  lights  in  1967  and 
continued  implimentation  of  the  Residential  Relighting  Program. 
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The  Committee  feels  that  the  Town  of  Weymouth  receives  an  excellent  return  on 
this  investment:  dollar  savings  in  property  protection,  both  public  and  private,  from 
vandalism,  burglary,  theft  and  accident;  peace  of  mind,  confidence,  respect  and 
security  are  all  the  result  of  good  street  lighting,  and  merit  the  determination  that 
this  is  money,  taxpayer’s  money,  well  spent  and  for  which  we  can  all  see  the  results.

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  pleased  to  report  on  its  activities  for  the  year  1966 
and  its  proposals  for  1967. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  very  serious  water  supply  problem  will 
be  overcome  with  the  completion  of  the  Transmission  Line  from  Whitman's  Pond  to 
Great  Pond  and  the  renovation  of  the  Filter  Plant,  both  of  which  should  be  completed 
by  mid  1967. 

We  are  quite  concerned  about  our  working  force.  With  a  total  of  183  positions 
assigned  in  Public  Works,  17  are  presently  unfilled,  and  for  a  time  during  the  con¬ 
struction  season  this  summer  there  existed  35  vacancies.  The  reason  is  obvious. 

The  wage  scale  is  too  low  to  attract  and  keep  workers.  Many  of  the  present  em¬ 
ployees  are  dissatisfied  and  could  very  well  leave  the  Town  employment  if  proper  ad¬ 
justments  are  not  made  at  the  1967  Town  Meeting. 

The  various  programs  of  the  Department  progressed  satisfactorily  with  the  one 
big  problem  being  the  shortage  of  help,  especially  in  the  Engineering  Division.  This 
Division  is  a  very  vital  link  in  the  economical  and  efficient  progression  of  the  master 
programs. 

The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  various  Town  officials,  committees  and  other  de¬ 
partments  for  their  continued  cooperation  during  1966. 

The  following  pages  will  furnish  a  detailed  report  for  the  information  of  our 
Townspeople.

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I.  REPORT  OF  DIVISIONS  TO  DEPARTMENT 


It  is  the  writer's  pleasure  to  submit  the  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Works 

Department  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  citizens  of  Weymouth. 

MAJOR  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  YEAR 

A.  Water  -  Development  and  expansion  of  so-called  "Drought-Proof'  measures. 

Following  the  1965-66  drought  and  the  hardships  that  resulted,  considerable 
construction  was  commenced. 

It  proved  evident  that  the  Swamp  River  Drainage  area  to  Whitman's  Pond 
produced  considerable  excess  water  that  was  being  wasted  to  the  Back  River  and 
the  ocean.  The  State  Health  Department  became  convinced  that  with  the  treat¬ 
ment  designed  into  the  new  filter  plant  renovations  and  expansion  at  Great  Pond, 
this  excessive  water  could  be  properly  treated  and  used. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June,  1966,  $810,000  was  appropriated  to 
completely  renovate  and  expand  the  36  year  old  filter  plant. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meetings  of  June  and  October  of  1966,  a  sum  of 
$600,000  was  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a  20"  transmission  line  from 
Whitman's  Pond  at  Washington  Street  to  Great  Pond  -  a  distance  of  approxi¬ 
mately  19,  000  feet  -  and  a  pumping  station  on  Whitman’s  Pond  at  Washington 
Street. 

At  this  writing  (January,  1967)  the  Great  Pond  Filter  Plant  is  completely 
shut  down  and  will  be  for  several  months  while  the  extensive  renovations  are 
being  made.  The  Town  is  being  supplied  wholly  by  Whitman's  Pond  through  the 
emergency  filter  plant  at  Iron  Hill  Street,  the  Town's  four  gravel-packed  wells 
and  a  limited  supply  of  M.D.C.  water  being  purchased  from  Quincy  and  supplied 
to  Edison.  Admittedly,  the  odor,  color  and  taste  of  this  water  leaves  much  to  be 
desired;  however,  from  a  health  aspect,  the  water  is  potable. 

The  pumping  station  on  Washington  Street  is  50%  complete  -  6,  500  of  the 
19,000  feet  of  20"  line  has  been  constructed  -  and  the  filter  plant  renovations 
are  about  35%  completed. 

It  is  planned  that  these  projects  will  be  operational  some  time  between  June 
and  July,  1967. 

Excess  water  will  be  pumped  from  Whitman's  Pond  to  Great  Pond.  All  of  the 
Town's  water  supply  will  be  drawn  from  Great  Pond  and  treated  through  the  new 
facilities  of  the  filter  plant. 

Predicted  results: 

a.  Excellent  quality  of  water,  no  odor,  taste  or  color. 

b.  Abundant  supply  of  water  for  many  years  to  come,  including  the 
consideration  of  sizeable  growth  of  the  Town. 

c.  Ability  to  adequately  supply  water  during  any  future  drought. 
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B.  Water  Rates 


Due  to  the  sizeable  expenses  encountered  in  taking  emergency  steps  for  the 
drought,  and  the  costly  projects  now  in  progress,  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
found  it  necessary  to  revise  the  water  rates.  Much  time  and  study  was  devoted 
to  this  matter  by  the  Board. 

Previous  rates  favored  the  heavy  water  user,  the  commercial  account.  It  is 
a  moral  question  as  to  how  much  the  "heavy  user",  similar  to  "off  peak"  user, 
should  be  favored  by  step  rate  reduction.  Another  question  could  be  "What  help 
does  the  homeowner  have  in  defraying  his  overhead  charges?" 


As  of  December  1,  1966,  the  following  water  rates  were  put  into  effect:

These  figures  might  appear  inequitable  on  the  surface,  but  one  must  be  cog¬ 
nizant  of  the  proportionate  use  of  water  between  residential  and  commercial. 
There  is  a  total  need  of  $145,000  added  income  to  maintain  the  Water  Division  on 
a  self-supporting  basis.  Any  shift  of  per  cent  from  commercial  to  residential 
would  have  to  be  sizeable  to  account  for  any  marked  change  in  the  division  of  in¬ 
come. 


C.  Personnel 


During  the  year  1966,  of  the  183  permanent  personnel  of  Public  Works  there 
was  a  turnover  of  44  people  or  24  per  cent.  At  one  time  during  the  year  there 
existed  35  vacancies  or  19.2  per  cent.  At  this  writing  (January  1967)  there  are 
16  vacancies  or  8.  75  per  cent  of  total  employment. 

The  Engineering  Division  is  the  hardest  hit  with  58  per  cent  vacancies,  most 
of  which  have  existed  all  year. 

The  demands  for  services  throughout  the  town  have  continued  to  increase. 
Even  with  the  tight  mortgage  money  situation,  Weymouth  has  continued  to  grow. 

THINGS  TO  COME 

The  following  may  be  treated  as  forecasts  or  predictions: 

1.  A  new  Fore  River  Bridge.  This  will  undoubtedly  disrupt  a  portion  of  North 
Weymouth.  Very  little  information  is  available  at  this  writing  other  than  the 
proposed  new  bridge  will  be  100  feet  up  river  toward  Braintree  from  the 
present  bridge.  The  new  bridge  will  be  completed  and  put  in  use  before  the 
existing  bridge  is  demolished.  The  new  bridge  will  be  much  higher,  wider 
between  piers  and  longer. 
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2.  The  MBTA.  There  is  an  excellent  chance  that  the  M.B.T.A.  and  terminal 
with  sizeable  parking  facilities  will  be  operative  in  Weymouth  by  1970. 

This  facility  should  result  in  very  large  land  value  increases,  increases  in 
economic  income,  a  building  boom  and  all  the  healthy  side  effects  resulting 
therefrom. 

It  will  also  mean  more  people,  more  service  demand,  more  traffic  and 
congestion  and  more  Town  initial  expense  to  "get  out  of  its  way." 

3.  Apartment  Building.  It  is  predicted  that  the  unparalleled  apartment  building 
of  1965-66  will  continue  and  increase.  This  is  good  for  the  Town,  providing 
a  "heavy  hand"  is  held  on  the  developer  -  plenty  of  off-street  parking,  Class 
A  construction,  ample  green  and  space  around  and  between  the  buildings  and 
control  of  location  maintained. 

ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 

The  Public  Works  Office  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  understanding,  for  their  fortitude  in  facing 
and  making  policy  decisions  that  have  been  equitable  and  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town.  Many  of  these  decisions  may  not  have  been  popular  in  some  areas,  but  have 
to  be  respected  in  all  areas.

Frankly  speaking,  the  following  annual  statistics  of  work  performed  by  the  divi¬ 
sion  in  1966  will  not  be  impressive.  Under  present  conditions,  1967  will  be  no  better. 
For  the  year  of  1966,  the  division  did  not  have  sufficient  number  of  qualified  "arms, 
legs  and  grey  matter.”  The  division  operated  with  t  50%  of  personnel. 

For  a  town  (51,000  population  -  town?)  with  a  tax  rate  and  local  conditions  that 
are  becoming  more  and  more  inducive  to  heavy  financial  development,  that  is  little 
by  little  drawing  serious-minded  investors,  it  is  indeed  frustrating  not  to  be  able  to 
do  the  job  properly. 

In  1966  all  designed  work  that  had  previously  been  completed  but  pigeon-holed 
was  put  to  work.  Many  requests  for  normal  services  were  curtailed.  Completion  of 
record  plans  have  been  seriously  backlogged.  Committees  desiring  reports  and 
studies  were  tabled  as  incomplete.  Inspection  work  on  contracts  were  covered  too 
thin,  risking  sizeable  financial  errors. 

Weymouth,  as  far  as  engineering  is  concerned,  is  at  the  crossroads.  Either  set 
the  qualified  engineers'  salaries  up  to  a  rate  where  the  division  can  fill  the  vacancies, 
or  set  a  sizeable  consulting  fund  up,  or  cut  back  75%  of  the  capital  outlay  programs. 


The  engineering  integrity  of  the  division  will  be  maintained  as  far  as  the  present 
professional  personnel  are  concerned.  Engineering  quality  will  not  be  compromised. 


The  present  engineering  staff  is  to  be  complimented  for  its  accomplishments 
during  1966  under  the  most  difficult  circumstances  that  have  existed  to  date  in  the 
division.

Again,  with  the  failure  of  approval  of  funds  to  turn  in  present  sweepers, 
considerable  down  time  was  incurred.  Hand  sweeping  was  also  curtailed  because 
of  personnel  shortage. 

Sweeper  No.  1  worked  56  days. 

Sweeper  No.  2  worked  80  days. 

This  is  out  of  a  potential  of  170  days. 

6.  Highway  Seal  and  Oiling 

In  the  year  1966  the  Highway  Division  used  83,  507  gallons  of  road  oil.  1965's 
use  was  101,  565  gallons  of  road  oil.  This  is  the  purpose  of  the  ST  and  sewer  pro¬ 
gram  of  repairing  with  Bituminous  Concrete  -  to  eliminate  the  necessity  of  the  oil  and 
sand  seal.  It  will  be  some  years  before  it  can  be  completely  eliminated.

The  Park  Division  has  been  seriously  hampered  by  personnel  shortage  -  each 
year  more  area  and  more  facilities  are  added  that  require  maintenance. 

Due  to  the  use  of  Whitman's  Pond  for  domestic  use  in  the  water  system  (after 
treatment)  all  recreation  on  the  Pond  was  curtailed  and  will  continue  through  1967  or 
until  it  is  no  longer  required  for  Town  water  supply. 

In  1966  the  Public  Works  Department  (Highway  Division)  extended  Wessagussett 
Beach  200  feet.  This,  along  with  closing  Whitman's  Pond,  increased  the  use  of  Wes¬ 
sagussett  considerably. 

The  Park  Division  is  responsible  for  maintaining  and  cleaning  Wessagussett 
Beach,  the  Town  Greens  (57),  Parks  and  Playgrounds  (18),  the  roadside  mowing, 
limited  upkeep  of  the  several  old  cemeteries  -  Ashford,  Off  Park  Avenue,  Randolph 
Street,  Pleasant  and  Pine,  Pleasant  and  Lambert  Avenue. 

It  repairs  all  playground  equipment,  training  rafts  and  keeps  in  repair  the  vari¬ 
ous  Park  ballfields. 

The  recent  drought  has  curtailed  much  planting  of  shrubs  in  various  locations  in 
the  Town.  Pending  natural  conditions  in  1967,  planting  may  be  resumed. 

The  Division  also  gives  mutual  aid  to  the  Highway  Division  in  snow  and  ice  prob¬ 
lems. 

The  Division  is  appreciative  of  the  cooperation  of  the  Recreation  Director, 
William  Kirrane,  and  the  Park  Recreation  Commissioners.

1.  Present  History 

The  Weymouth  Municipal  Incinerator  is  going  into  its  third  year  of  operation. 
It  is  difficult  to  convince  (and  keep  convinced)  the  average  townsperson  that  of  all 
the  services  of  a  community,  refuse  collection,  incineration  and  disposal  have  to 
follow  very  rigid  rules. 

At  best,  Incineration  is  a  dirty,  difficult  and  expensive  process,  yet  at  this 
date  it  is  the  most  effective  operational  process  proven  by  use.  (Writer's  opinion) 

There  are  excellent  theories  on  the  drawing  boards  and  some  day  a  "do-all" 
process  will  result. 

The  rigid  rules  governing  collection  are  vitally  necessary  to  maintain  normal 
maintenance  costs  to  the  machinery  (it  has  many  limitations)  and  to  preserve  for 
future  living  the  limited  disposal  area  available  to  Weymouth. 

% 

The  prime  responsibility  of  the  Sanitation  Division  is  the  household  garbage 
(putrescible  material),  bottles,  cans,  paper  and  other  household  trash.  The 
secondary  responsibility  is  discarded  household  appliances,  furniture,  etc. 

The  doubtful  area  of  responsibility  could  include  tree  stumps,  logs,  dilapi- 
tated  buildings,  junk  automobiles,  surplus  gravel,  rocks,  peat  and  other  material 
not  related  to  the  personal  health  of  the  individual. 

It  is  not  denied  that  these  items  constitute  personal  problems,  but  faced 
with  the  fact  that  the  Town  does  not  have  unlimited  areas  for  disposal,  the  area 
that  is  available  has  to  be  guarded  with  prudence.  Weymouth  has  had  no  previous 
Incinerator  operation  to  make  a  comparison  with  -  in  fact,  there  are  few  in  the 
Boston  area  -  but  for  those  who  have  made  comparisons  throughout  New  England, 
particularly  in  Connecticut  where  there  are  many  incinerators,  one  would  be 
proud  of  Weymouth's  operation. 

Please  cooperate  with  the  rules  -  give  us  a  chance  -  it's  new  to  us  also. 

There  are  still  bugs  in  the  system.  The  rules  and  regulations  set  forth  for  the 
Weymouth  Incinerator  resulted  from  the  very  best  advice,  information  and 
recommendations  from  those  who  have  "been  through  the  mill"  -  "If  we  had  it  to 
do  again,  we'd  do  such  and  such!"

3.  Conclusive  Remarks 


As  predicted,  the  annual  quantity  of  refuse  will  increase  with  the  growth  of 
the  Town. 

The  Division's  skill  and  ability  has  become  more  proficient,  as  indicated  by 
the  statistics. 


There  have  been  no  costly  breakdowns  of  the  plant  -  normal  maintenance  and 
operation  is  costly.  Mechanical  weak  points  and  corrosive  characteristics  are 
major  problems. 


The  incinerator  superintendant,  crew  and  collection  teams  have  adapted  well 
to  the  operation  and  are  to  be  complimented.

The  Tree  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department  in  the  year  1966  was  hampered 
by  the  natural  drought  and  a  drought  of  personnel. 

Although  shorthand,  the  Division  carried  on  its  functions  of  shade  tree  mainten¬ 
ance  and  insect  pest  control  on  a  limited  scope. 

Aid  was  given  to  the  various  other  divisions,  including  the  following: 

a)  Clearing  land  for  Town  eastments 

b)  Clearing  survey  lines 

c)  Clearing  park  areas 

d)  Roadside  brush  clearing 

e)  Clearing  for  sight  clearance  (Public  Safety) 

f)  Removal  of  diseased  trees  along  highways,  in  parks  and  on  school  grounds 

g)  Poison  ivy  spray  on  public  property 

h)  Clearing  fire  lanes,  access  roads 

i)  Forest  improvement  on  Town  Watershed 

j)  Leaf  cleanup  and  composting  with  Park  Division 

k)  Repairing  and  pruning  of  public  shade  trees 

l)  Operating,  weeding,  mulching  and  irrigation  of  Town  Nursery 

m)  Miscellaneous  mutual  aid  in  snow  fighting,  such  as  plowing,  sanding, 
shoveling  out  hydrants  and  fire  alarm  boxes,  collecting  and  chipping 
Christmas  trees. 

The  addition  of  the  "55*  mobile  Tower"  has  given  the  Division  more  ability  to 
remove  diseased  public  trees  in  a  safer  manner. 

Insect  problems  in  1966  were  at  a  minimum  with  the  exception  of  the  Elm  Leaf 
Beatle.  This  insect  thrives  on  unsprayed  elm  trees.  Few  homeowners  give  concern 
on  this  problem. 

In  1966  two  contracts  were  let  for  the  removal  of  diseased  elm  trees: 

1.  Pelrine  Tree  and  Landscape  Service  $2,832.00  for  236  trees 

2.  M  &  M  Tree  Service  $2,  872.  00  for  137  trees 

Tree  planting  was  confined  solely  to  new  road  construction  due  to  the  drought  con¬ 
ditions  and  water  restrictions. 

48  trees  were  planted  on  the  new  Broad  Street  Road  Contract.  The  contractor 
assumes  the  responsibility  and  guarantees  the  survival  of  the  trees  planted  within 
the  terms  of  his  contract. 

A  "plaza"  type  planting,  consisting  of  a  total  of  90  small  trees,  bushes  and 
shrubs,  was  made  to  commemorate  the  gift  of  land  on  Broad  Street  opposite  the 
Central  Fire  Station  in  honor  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hoffman  of  Weymouth. 

This  "vest"  pocket"  park  was  constructed  in  conjunction  with  the  Broad  Street 
reconstruction  program  and  is  complete  with  boulder  and  commemorative  placque. 

A  suitable  dedication  is  planned  for  Spring. 

If  the  weather  continues  its  pattern  of  the  last  several  months  and  if  suitable 
funds  are  appropriated,  the  Town  tree  planting  program  will  be  resumed  this  Spring 
and  Fall. 
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The  Tree  Division  55'  Aerial  Bucket  has  earned  its  keep.

1966  Construction 

Pipe  line  construction  was  limited  to  renewal  installations  in  newly  accepted 
streets  and  lowering  of  two  sections  of  water  main  on  Broad  Street  due  to  road  grade 
changes. 

No  reinforcing  mains  were  installed  due  to  shortage  of  engineering  and  water 
funds  that  were  diverted  to  "drought-battle." 

Approximately  50,000  dubic  yards  of  silt  were  dredged  at  the  intake  area  of  the 
Filter  Plant  at  Great  Pond.  This  included  a  channel  ±  200*  wide  and  ±  1000'  long. 

16,  625  linear  feet  of  81  year  old  14"  water  main  was  reamed  clear  and  cement 
lined,  restoring  the  old  pipe  to  new  pipe  hydraulic  characteristics. 

A  booster  pumping  station  was  constructed  on  said  line  to  increase  water  pres¬ 
sures  in  various  areas  of  the  town.  At  this  writing,  electrical  equipment  is  on  order. 
Once  delivered  and  installed,  this  facility  will  be  put  into  operation. 

1966  was  still  a  drought  year.  A  start  was  made  in  major  construction  and  re¬ 
construction  to  prevent  further  problems  for  years  to  come. 

a)  Renovation  and  expansion  of  Filter  Plant 

b)  20"  Transmission  Line  from  Whitman's  Pond  to  Great  Pond 

c)  Pumping  station  at  Washington  Street. 

Legislation  was  filed  by  the  Department  to  authorize  the  Town  of  Weymouth  to 
include  the  use  of  Swamp  River  Diversion  as  a  permanent  source  of  drinking  water.

A  "Reverse  Contract"  was  awarded  to  the  "HIGHEST"  bidder  for  excavating  ma¬ 
terial  around  the  shore  of  Great  Pond.  The  Town  receives  payment  for  the  material 
but,  more  important,  the  storage  capacity  of  Great  Pond  is  increased  with  the  re¬ 
moval  of  said  material.

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Great  Pond  plant  was  shut  down  completely  on  December  19,  1966,  for  a  period 
of  four  months  while  construction  is  proceeding;  hence,  no  water  can  or  will  be 
taken  from  Great  Pond,  giving  it  a  chance  to  refill.  (At  this  writing  Great  Pond  is 
104  inches  higher  than  the  same  date  in  1966.) 

The  Town  is  presently  being  supplied  by  Iron  Hill  Station  (Whitman’s  Pond)  and 
the  auxiliary  wells  during  the  interim  period.  The  excessive  use  of  the  wells  during 
the  height  of  the  drought  seems  to  have  caused  problems  both  with  wear  and  tear  on 
the  pumps  and  the  strain  put  on  the  aquifers.  Water  is  not  of  the  usual  high  quality 
(taste,  odor  and  color)  but  is  acceptable  by  Health  Standards. 

Once  all  the  present  construction  is  completed,  a  very  high  quality  of  water  is 
anticipated  -  either  that,  or  several  high-placed  personnel  including  the  consulting 
engineers  will  be  heading  for  "Rio!” 

During  this  past  year  the  Iron  Hill  Filter  Plant  has  been  a  savior  to  the  Town 
and  has  earned  far  more  than  its  cost. 

Weymouth  is  still  indebted  to  the  City  of  Quincy  and  the  M.D.C.  for  continuing 
the  emergency  connection  at  North  Weymouth  until  things  normalize  in  late  spring  or 
early  summer. 

Laboratory  control  under  Reilly  Laboratories  has  worked  hard  to  maintain  a  high 
standard  under  the  most  difficult  and  unusual  circumstances. 

Much  should  be  said  for  the  men  and  women  in  the  Water  Division  for  their  ef¬ 
forts  during  these  exceptional  times. 

A  sizeable  water  rate  increase  was  put  into  effect  on  December  1,  1966,  in 
order  to  pay  for  the  "Drought  Expenses",  "Future  Insurance"  and  present  day  rising 
costs.

Gentlemen: 

The  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  its  Annual  Report  of  its  activities  and  ac¬ 
complishments  for  the  year  1966. 

The  Board  held  47  scheduled  meetings  for  business  and  handled  297  items  at 
these  meetings.  The  volume  of  subdivision  plans  submitted  and  the  requests  for  in¬ 
formation  pertaining  to  developments  decreased  over  the  year.  This  decrease  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  due  to  the  main  factor  of  the  tight-money  market,  along  with  the  lack  of 
choice  parcels  of  land  for  development  and  the  necessity  of  builders  having  to  go 
through  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  relief  of  our  minimum  zoning  requirements.  An  ad¬ 
ditional  factor  has  been  the  water  shortage  and  subsequent  restrictions  affecting 


issuance  of  building  permits. 

The  statistical  summary  of  business  is  as  follows:

Many  special  meetings  were  held  jointly  with  other  Town  Commissions  and  Com¬ 
mittees  or  private  organizations  such  as  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  MBTA  repre¬ 
sentatives,  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council,  and  other  Planning  Boards  to  review 
or  be  informed  of  planning  matters  affecting  Weymouth  and  its  development. 

Representatives  of  the  Board  were  sent  to  special  hearings  at  the  State  House 
over  proposed  rules  or  laws  to  be  adopted  that  would  affect  the  planning  in  our  Town; 
members  attended  various  state  association  gatherings  to  learn  of  current  trends  or 
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policies  in  planning  and  zoning  and  the  Board’s  new  membership  in  the  American 
Society  of  Planning  Officials  has  greatly  enhanced  the  Board’s  ability  to  understand 
and  be  aware  of  problems  and  solutions  in  planning  and  zoning. 

Items  of  special  note  in  the  1966  sessions  were: 

a)  The  adoption  of  new  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Planning  Board  that  greatly 
enlarged  upon  the  basics  that  the  Board  follows  in  considering  approval  of 
individual  lot  plans  or  subdivision  proposals. 

b)  The  first  industrial- zoned  subdivision  was  approved  for  the  Town  at  Moore 
Road  off  Pleasant  Street.  We  think  this  development  will  prove  to  be  a  credit 
to  the  Town  when  it  is  fully  completed. 

Notable  areas  of  work  that  the  Board  pursued  were: 

a)  Initiation  of  a  Town  Meeting  Article  and  the  adoption  of  a  new  Zoning  By-law 
Study  Committee  under  this  Board  to  make  a  complete  study  and  recom¬ 
mendation  for  an  up-to-date  and  valid  zoning  by-law.  This  Board  has  fol¬ 
lowed  the  study  committee’s  work  to  date  and  is  of  the  opinion  that  new  and 
proper  by-laws  vitally  needed  in  our  Town,  will  be  available  for  presentation 
and  adoption  by  the  Town  in  1967. 

Personnel  items  of  the  Board  were: 

a)  Mr.  John  J.  Savage,  Jr.  was  re-elected  to  this  Board  for  a  term  of  5  years 
and  became  our  Vice-chairman. 

b)  Messrs.  Edward  H.  Collagan,  Jr.  and  Harry  Christensen  were  elected  to 
the  Board  filling  unexpired  terms  of  former  members. 

c)  Mr.  Collagan  was  appointed  to  the  Pleasant  Street  Access  Ramp  Committee. 

d)  Mr.  White  continues  to  serve  on  the  Pine  Grove  Study  Committee  and  was 
appointed  as  our  representative  to  the  Conservation  Commission. 

e)  Mr.  Simon  was  appointed  to  serve  as  member  of  the  new  Zoning  By-law 
Study  Committee. 

I 

f)  Mr.  White  continued  as  a  delegate- at- large  to  the  Massachusetts  Federation 
of  Planning  Boards. 

g)  Mr.  Larsen,  our  chairman,  announced  that  he  would  not  seek  re-election  to 
office  in  March  1967.  The  Board  regrets  loosing  one  of  our  and  the  Town's 
dedicated  servants.  Mr.  Larsen  has  been  a  member  of  this  Board  for  9 
years  and  actively  participated  in  every  endeavor  the  Board  has  taken. 

The  following  list  of  subdivisions  approved  by  this  Board  this  year  is  set  forth 
for  the  purpose  of  informing  you  and  Town  citizens  of  the  approximate  miles  of  streets 
and  their  dollar  value,  installed  by  the  developer,  under  the  subdivision  control  law, 
at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  If  streets  of  a  lesser  quality  than  our  Class  'A'  are  required 
by  this  Board,  eventual  expense  to  the  Town  must  be  encumbered  to  complete  the  road 
to  Class  'A'  specifications.

The  above  then  gives  an  approximate  total  of  2  miles  of  roadway  built  with  the  un¬ 
derground  utilities  without  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  At  today’s  cost  of  installing  these 
facilities,  this  represents  a  total  dollar  figure  of  $209,000. ,  plus  an  increased  value 
of  assessment  on  the  property  and  an  eventual  higher  tax  return  to  the  Town. 

For  the  past  3  years  it  has  been  mentioned  in  our  reports  that  more  co-ordina¬ 
tion  and  co-operation  from  and  with  all  Town  committees  and  boards  is  desired  to 
ensure  sound  and  proper  development  of  our  land.  And,  herein,  this  is  highly  recom¬ 
mended  again.  We  recommend  that  you,  as  Town  Fathers,  dictate  such  co-operation 
throughout  the  year  and  invoke  upon  all  commissions,  committees,  departments,  etc. ; 
that  collective  and  joint  planning  is  essential  as  well  as  a  responsibility  to  those  hold¬ 
ing  such  office. 

The  limited  availability  of  land  in  Weymouth  and  each  year’s  increased  demand 
for  it  emphasizes  only  too  well  the  necessity  to  protect  it,  plan  for  it,  regulate  its 
use  strictly  by  law  and  our  by-laws,  and  not  allow  its  misuse. 

Aims  and  intended  endeavors  of  this  Board  for  1967: 

1)  To  actively  pursue  better  utilization  and  planning  of  land  in  the  Town  and  to 
keep  informed  of  changes,  new  trends  and  concepts  in  Town  Planning. 

2)  To  develop  a  new,  modern,  lawful  set  of  zoning  by-laws  and  zoning  map  to 
be  used  as  a  standard  for  future  land  development. 

3)  To  work  toward  a  modern  development  of  this  Town's  old  roadways  by  en¬ 
couraging  new  layouts  and  widening  of  such  inadequate  roadways. 

4)  To  work  with  other  town  departments  to  see  that  the  extension  to  and  location 
in  Weymouth  of  the  proposed  M.B.T.  A.  line  will  produce  a  favorable  road¬ 
way  and  developmental  pattern  that  will  benefit  not  only  the  area  as  a  whole, 
but  our  community  in  particular.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966

Gentlemen: 

The  Industrial  Development  Commission  had  an  active  year  during  1966.  Some  of 
the  projects  that  have  had  the  attention  of  this  Commission  are: 

The  Allied  Resin  Products  Company  moved  from  out  of  town  to  a  new  plant  in  the 
Weymouth  Industrial  Park.  The  new  plant  has  14,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  in  a 
one  story  building. 

The  Milton  Machine  Corp.  will  occupy  a  new  plant  being  built  for  them  by  the 
Schofield  Construction  Company  in  the  Weymouth  Industrial  Park.  They  now  employ 
36  and  plan  to  increase  it  to  60  employees  when  they  move  to  the  new  plant.  This 
company  will  also  move  from  another  town.  This  is  a  rapidly  growing  Company  and 
plan  to  occupy  the  plant  early  in  1967. 

The  Atlas  Alarm  Company  are  building  a  new  plant  on  Washington  Street  (Route 
53)  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Weymouth  Industrial  Park. 

Alston  STudios  moved  into  their  new  20,000  sq.  ft.  plant  on  Middle  Street,  abutting 
the  Southeast  Expressway.  Alston  moved  from  their  former  plant  on  East  Street,  No. 
Weymouth  to  expand  its  operations. 

The  Fountains  of  Weymouth  apartment  complex,  1050  Main  Street,  has  completed 
six  of  its  buildings  with  work  rapidly  progressing  on  other  buildings.  There  will  be 
15  buildings  with  200  units  when  completed. 

Mammoth  Mart  Stores  erected  and  occupied  its  new  60,000  square  feet  department 
store  in  the  shopping  center  abutting  the  Curtis  Farms  supermarket  at  Washington  and 
Middle  Streets. 

The  Camelot  Apartment  project  with  68  apartment  units  was  completed  by  the 
Schofield  Realty  Trust,  who  are  now  erecting  an  office  building  adjacent  to  the  Camelot 
complex  at  Columbian  Square,  South  Weymouth.  The  new  office  building  will  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  various  companies. 

The  Royal  Car  Wash  sponsored  by  the  Spencers,  on  Main  Street,  (Rte.  18)  near 
Winter  Street,  completed  building  Weymouth's  first  car  wash,  using  water  from  their 
own  well. 

The  Flatley  Construction  Company  have  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  off  Main 
Street  (Rte.  18)  where  they  plan  to  erect  an  apartment  complex  and  a  regional  shopping 
center,  near  Independence  Square. 

The  Flatley  Company  have  also  purchased  50  acres  where  an  Industrial  Park  is 
being  planned  with  exposure  to  the  Southeast  Expressway,  off  Front  Street. 

The  John  J.  Gallagher  Company  are  planning  to  develop  the  area  near  the  Junction 
of  Rte.  18  and  58.  They  have  announced  plans  to  erect  buildings  valued  at  over  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars. 
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A  golf  course  is  being  planned  by  a  private  company  for  completion  in  1967  in  the 
vicinity  of  Hanover  Street.  This  will  be  Weymouth’s  first  golf  course. 

A  private  concern  is  planning  to  erect  an  apartment  complex  at  Winter  and  Middle 
Streets  near  Washington  Street. 

An  investment  company  has  options  on  land  with  exposure  to  the  Southeast  Express  - 
way  east  of  Middle  Street  for  a  two  hundred  apartment  project. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  unusual  number  of  parties  looking  for  apartment 
and  nursing  home  sites,  who  have  conferred  with  the  Industrial  Development  Commis- 
ion’s  representatives  and  members  seeking  information  about  the  Town.  In  addition 
to  taxes  derived  from  these  apartment  projects,  additional  tax  revenue  comes  from  the 
automobile  excise  taxes. 

There  is  still  the  need  for  accesses  and  exits  to  and  from  the  Southeast  Express¬ 
way,  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  Street.  This  will  be  considered  as  part  of  the  MBTA 
Master  Plan  for  the  South  Shore  Extension. 

Plans  for  the  MBTA  extension  into  Weymouth  are  in  the  Development  stage  and 
your  Commission  along  with  the  MBTA  Advisory  Group  will  follow  them  closely  to 
ascertain  that  the  best  use  of  available  land  is  made. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  Town  Boards  and  Departments 
for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  bring  industry  and  business  to 
Weymouth.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  ADMINISTRATION  POLICY 
Weymouth  Veteran's  Housing  Project  200-1  and  200-1A 


This  development  was  built  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  Weymouth  Housing 
Authority  guaranteed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  first  tenants  moved  in  November  1st.  1950  and  the  project  was  fully  occupied 
by  December  1st.  1950. 

On  January  6th.  1953  construction  was  started  on  sixty  (60)  additional  units  which 
were  completed  and  fully  occupied  on  March  20th.  1954,  giving  this  Authority  a  total  of 
208  units.  Our  entire  project  is  contained  on  approximately  18  acres  of  land  on  both 
sides  of  Lake  Street,  East  Weymouth,  composing  of  forty  six  (46)  buildings.  This 
Authority  maintains  an  office  and  garage  as  well  as  maintenance  quarters  to  house 
personnel  and  certain  types  of  equipment. 
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DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 
under  the 

UNITED  STATES  HOUSING  ACT  OF  1949 


It  states  that: 

• 

"The  general  welfare  and  security  of  the  Nation  and  the  health 
and  living  standard  of  it's  people  require  housing  production 
and  related  community  development  sufficient  to  remedy  the 
serious  housing  shortage,  the  elimination  of  sub-standard  and 
inadequate  housing  through  the  clearance  of  slums  and  blighted 
areas,  and  the  realization,  as  soon  as  feasible,  of  the  goal  of 
a  decent  home  and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every 
merican  family,  thus  contributing  to  the  development  and 
redevelopment  of  communities  and  the  advancement  of  the 
growth,  wealth  and  security  of  the  Nation." 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  set  it's  first  objective  toward  alleviating  the 
housing  problem  of  the  veteran  through  State  Chapter  200  (Veteran's  Housing). 

Confronted  with  the  complex  problem  of  need  for  clean,  adequate  accommodation 
for  veterans  in  the  low  income  brackets,  young  veterans,  married  but  a  few  years, 
are  forced  to  live  apart  or  in  a  crowded  condition  with  in-laws;  others  are  living  in 
furnished  rooms  or  living  in  rooms  that  were  never  meant  for  living  quarters.  There 
are  still  others  with  three  or  more  children  who  are  unpopular  with  landlords  because 
they  are  parents  of  pre-school  age  children. 

We  are  still  receiving  applications  from  veterans  of  World  War  II  and  the  Korean 
War  although  not  in  such  numbers  as  previously.  We  are  now  taking  applications  from 
town  residents  who  have  gone  into  service  since  January  31st.  1955;  although  they  are 
not  generally  considered  for  veterans'  rights  we  do  consider  them  for  housing  at  this 
development. 

Before  a  family  is  provided  with  housing  under  Chapter  200  the  conditions  of  eligi¬ 
bility  must  be  investigated  and  certain  requirements,  as  defined  by  law,  must  be  met. 
There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  above  rule  and  the  Housing  Authority  may  not  use  it's 
own  discretion.  We  are  accused,  at  times,  of  having  too  much  "red  tape"  but  the 
Authority  must  fulfill  it's  obligations  which  are  imposed  by  law  and  routine  is  inescap¬ 
able. 


RENTS 

The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so  called  because 
each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income. 

The  Law  (Chapter  200,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948)  establishes  a  preference  in 
favor  of  lower  income  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  provides  for  an  annual  subsidy  of 
2-1/2%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  so 
that  low  rents  can  be  charged.  The  rents,  therefore,  must  be  related  to  the  income 
and  family  size  so  that  small  families  with  larger  incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy 
than  large  families  with  small  incomes.  This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is  in 
accordance  with  the  ability  of  the  tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results: 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed  among  the  tenants 
on  the  fair  basis  of  individual  need. 
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2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  low  incomes  to  retain  a  larger 
percentage  of  their  total  income  for  other  purposes  than  would  be 
possible  under  a  fixed  rent  schedule. 

3.  With  fixed  rents  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income  and  family 
size,  would  receive  the  same  amount  of  subsidy. 

4.  The  rent  charged  bear  the  following  relationship  to  the  tenants’ 
net  family  income. 

18%  for  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents. 

14%  for  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents. 

No  rents  can  be  charged  below  the  following  amounts  which  are 

established  as  a  minimum  rent. 

For  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $37.00 

For  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  30.00 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required  to 

move  from  this  project  if  their  income  exceed  the  following  limits: 

Families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $5,000.00 

Families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  5,400.00 


LAKE  VIEW  MANOR  DEVELOPMENT 

The  records  reveal  that  55  families  have  moved  from  this  project  during  the  past 
year;  in  most  cases  into  homes  of  their  own.  The  demand  for  occupancy  of  our  apart¬ 
ments  continue  at  the  same  level  as  of  previous  years;  although,  as  before  mentioned, 
we  are  now  providing  occupancy  for  town  residents  who  entered  the  service  after 
January  31st.  1955. 

There  are  598  minors  in  this  development,  most  of  whom  attend  schools  in  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  system  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  state  and  thus  the  children 
are  able  to  obtain  the  best  education  available. 

Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property  we  have  an  agreement  with  the  Town  of 
Weymouth  which  enables  them  to  lease  this  land  for  park  and  play  areas  for  children 
for  $1.  00  per  year.  The  playgrounds  are  supervised  and  during  the  summer  months 
are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  project,  which  is  available  for  our  children,  the 
town  has  supplied  recreation  and  swimming  area  which  is  also  supervised.  Swimming 
instructions  are  given  free  of  charge. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  report  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available  good,  clean 
and  safe  housing  but  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  and  upbringing  of  our 
future  citizens. 

This  project  which  is  known  as  Lakeview  Manor  is  situated  on  Whitman’s  Pond  and 
is  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the  boating  enthusiast.

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an  Elderly 
Housing  Project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  gave  us  a  piece  of  land  next  to  the  Central  Jr. 
High  School  on  Broad  Street,  for  the  building  of  an  80  unit  Housing  and  recreation 
development. 

Construction  was  started  August  1964  and  in  August  1965  the  buildings  were  com¬ 
pleted  and  fully  occupied. 

The  rules  and  regulations,  that  one  must  be  65  years  or  over,  income  not  exceed 
$2,500.00  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $3,000.  00  for  a  double  occupancy,  were  adhered 
to  and  at  present  there  are  about  150  applications  on  the  waiting  list. 

In  March  of  1966  we  went  before  the  Town  Meeting  requesting  permission  to  con¬ 
struct  75  more  units  for  the  Elderly.  We  were  granted  this  request.  Survey  for  land 
was  taken,  locations  selected  and  submitted  to  Division  of  Housing  for  approval.  The 
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site  selected  was  zoned  for  residential  so  an  appearance  before  the  Appeals  Board 
was  arranged  for  a  variance.  In  Act  of  1966  we  were  granted  variance  to  build  mul¬ 
tiple  dwelling  units  on  this  parcel  of  land.  At  this  writing  preliminary  stages  have 
been  completed.  Engineers  proceeding  with  land  plans  and  the  Architects  have  been 
selected. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Autnority  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  continue  our  help  to 
our  Elderly  Citizens  and  give  tnem  toe  feeling  ot  independence  and  also  mar  tney  are 
needed  in  the  town  for  their  counciling  and  wisdom. 

Our  aim  is  to  start  building  in  early  spring  of  1967,  sooner  if  possible.  At  present 
we  have  on  file  approximately  150  applications.  As  our  plans  are  for  75  new  units  we 
still  have  a  great  need  for  additional  housing  for  the  Elderly  and  this  Commission  will 
do  all  in  it’s  power  to  help  our  Elderly  Citizens.

WEYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1966

Gentlemen: 

Again  in  1966  the  Redevelopment  Authority  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
information  and  recommendation  that  the  "Workable  Program"  to  permit  private 
industry  to  build  housing  facilities  under  section  221  (d)  (3)  of  the  National  Housing  Act 
for  rental  to  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income.  The  Selectmen  had  approved  the 
"Workable  Program"  in  1964  and  some  construction  was  planned  by  private  investors 
under  the  Town’s  eligibility.  Since  the  "Workable  Program"  must  be  reviewed  and  re¬ 
approved  by  the  local  government  annually,  and  since  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  not 
chosen  to  approve  and  renew  for  1965  and  1966,  the  Town  is  without  eligibility  for  such 
construction  for  low  and  moderate  income  people.  The  advantages  to  the  Town  from 
additional  taxes  both  from  real  estate  and  auto  excise  is  almost  as  great  as  it  is  from 
commercial  property  under  such  construction.  There  is  little  increase  in  the  public 
school  population  from  families  occupying  such  apartments.  The  extra  Town  services 
required  are  at  a  minimum.  221  (d)  (3)  construction  furnishes  a  great  incentive  for 
new  industry  to  come  into  the  Town  as  it  provides  rental  at  prices  laboring  families 
can  afford.  The  Redevelopment  Authority  again  recommends  the  approval  of  the 
"Workable  Program"  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  thus  opening  up  Weymouth  for  Federal 
money  for  such  construction. 

Regarding  the  Libbey  Industrial  Park  (area  joining  the  Southeast  Expressway)  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  set 
aside  a  reservation  of  approximately  $50,000  for  surveying  and  planning  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  this  land.  The  cost  to  the  Town  would  have  been  approximately  $6,000  in 
cash  and  $6,000  in  services  provided  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  Appli¬ 
cation  to  the  State  was  finally  approved  by  the  State  in  the  summer  of  1966  contingent 
upon  the  approval  of  our  Town  to  provide  the  cash  and  services,  the  Town’s  share. 

Mr.  John  Carney  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Development  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  visited  in  joint  meeting  with  the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  explain  the  details  and  desirability  of  the  project.  However,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  disapproved  and  the  reservation  of  State  funds  for  the  Weymouth  project 
could  no  longer  be  reserved.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Redevelopment  Authority  and  many 
citizens  of  the  Town,  this  is  unfortunate  since  industrial  development  on  both  sides  of 
the  Town  indicate  that  significant  benefits  could  ensue  to  Weymouth. 

The  Authority  welcomes  two  new  members  this  year  -  Mr.  Wilbur  Tirrell  replac¬ 
ing  Mr.  Chester  Boyle  and  the  State  appointed  member,  Mr.  William  Hoxie  replacing, 
Mr.  Robert  Carter.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the  activities 
of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

Never  in  the  history  of  law  enforcement  in  our  nation  have  the  pressures  and  de¬ 
mands  upon  those  charged  with  enforcing  the  law  been  greater  or  more  acute.  To 
meet  these  pressures  and  demands  requires  abilities,  training  and  understanding  far 
beyond  what  was  ever  considered  as  necessary  in  police  administration  and  perform¬ 
ance  just  a  few  years  ago. 

The  rising  rates  of  crime,  civil  disorders  and  traffic  problems  have  contributed 
collectively  to  stretching  police  manpower  and  resources  almost  to  the  breaking 
point.  To  be  assured  that  this  breaking  point  is  never  reached  means  additional  man¬ 
power,  employment  of  the  latest  technological  advances  and  an  intensified  depart¬ 
mental  program  aimed  at  increasing  each  individual  officers  capability  through  in¬ 
creased  education  and  training.  To  this  end  the  "In  Service"  training  program  begun 
in  1966  will  be  carried  on  in  the  year  ahead. 

The  F.B.I.  Uniform  Crime  Report  to  which  Weymouth  is  a  contributor,  recorded 
a  nationwide  crime  increase  of  eight  percent  for  the  first  six  months  over  the  same 
period  in  1965.  Year  end  F.B.I.  figures  are  not  available  at  this  writing  but  every 
indication  points  to  substantial  increase  in  the  crime  index  for  the  full  year.  The 
suburban  areas  have  experienced  the  greatest  overall  percentage  rise,  particularly 
in  the  Northeastern  States.  In  the  crime  categories,  burglaries,  larcenies  and  auto 
thefts  have  risen  sharply.  Weymouth's  crime  rate  also  rose  in  keeping  with  the  gen¬ 
eral  trend  as  evidence  by  the  number  of  more  serious  offenses,  such  as,  murder, 
manslaughter,  rape,  robbery,  burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft.  Reported  to  the 
Weymouth  Police  were  355  offenses  in  1966  as  compared  to  269  reported  in  1965  and 
289  reported  in  1964.  Burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft  were  again  the  most  frequent¬ 
ly  committed  crimes  with  a  marked  increase  in  residential  burglaries. 

In  the  course  of  police  operations  members  of  the  Uniformed  Division  are  usually 
the  first  Police  Department  representatives  on  the  scene  to  investigate  a  complaint. 
During  1966  officers  of  the  Uniformed  Division  made  5,147  investigations.  They  in¬ 
spected  4,810  buildings  (closed  homes,  etc.)  in  addition  to  regular  patrol  inspections 
on  which  649  buildings  were  found  open  and  secured.  85  defects  in  streets  were  re¬ 
ported,  12  fires  were  discovered  and  62  missing  persons  were  located.  This  division 
responded  to  978  ambulance  calls  and  277  service  calls  (lockouts,  disabled  vehicles, 
messages  delivered,  etc.)  also,  3,381  summonses  and  warrants  were  served  for  out 
of  town  departments. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  completed  a  Town  wide  analysis  of  traffic  problem  areas 
during  the  past  year  and  is  presently  consulting  with  State  and  Weymouth  PublicWorks 
Departments  concerning  engineering  changes  in  many  of  these  problem  areas  toward 
redesign  or  relocation  for  greater  traffic  safety.  This  bureau  also  made  many  recom¬ 
mendations  for  traffic  regulation  and  control  and  for  the  regulation  of  parking  which 
were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  319  traffic  arrests,  1,  606  citations  and 
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1,543  parking  violations  were  processed  in  1966.  Periodic  inspections  of  all  taxi 
stands  and  cabs  were  also  made.  To  alleviate  a  manpower  shortage  and  attempt  to 
maintain  a  constant  manpower  level  on  the  day  shift  fourteen  women  were  hired  and 
trained  as  School  Traffic  Supervisors  to  cover  fourteen  of  the  thirty-six  school  cross¬ 
ings  which  demand  police  supervision  each  school  day.  These  women  School  Traffic 
Supervisors  are  assigned  to  the  Traffic  Bureau. 

The  Detective  Bureau  conducted  2,  712  investigations  during  the  past  year  and 
recovered  $202,415.  38  in  stolen  property.  Court  prosecutions  handled  by  this  bureau 
were  as  follows:  74  juveniles  on  102  complaints  and  1,253  adults  on  1,  775  complaints 
were  arraigned  in  the  District  Court.  32  cases  were  heard  in  the  Superior  Court 
with  24  felony  and  96  misdemeanor  cases  still  pending.  Total  fines  imposed  in  the 
District  Court  amounted  to  $23,595.00.  The  following  were  the  causes  and  number 
of  arrests  made  in  1966:  crimes  against  the  person — 74,  crimes  against  property — 
218,  crimes  against  public  order — 1,525;  total  arrests — 1,877.  Many  services  were 
rendered  to  other  Town  departments  by  this  bureau  during  the  year. 

In  all  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  investigated  7,859  complaints  of  every 

nature  during  1966  compared  with  7,826  in  1965. 

• 

The  departmental  effort  to  discourage  delinquent  behavior  in  youth  continues  to 
bear  fruit  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  although  the  juvenile  crime  rate  continues  to  rise 
at  a  rapid  rate  only  74  juveniles  appeared  in  the  District  Court  in  1966  compared  with 
69  in  1965,  85  in  1964  and  104  in  1963.  Teenage  drinking  is  a  problem  faced  by  all 
police  departments,  however,  I  wish  to  give  special  credit  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
who  by  their  decisive  action  taken  in  liquor  cases  involving  minors  continues  to  be  a 
strong  deterrant  to  teenage  drinking  in  Weymouth. 

Captain  Charles  A.  Coyle,  who  served  for  over  forty-two  years  in  the  Weymouth 
Police  Department  retired  on  January  25,  1966  and  passed  away  suddenly  on  October 
20,  1966. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Weymouth  Police  De¬ 
partment  for  their  loyalty,  dedication  to  duty  and  efficiency  in  carrying  out  their  as¬ 
signments. 

My  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Attorney  Francis  L.  Kelly  who,  as  Town 
Counsel,  rendered  many  legal  services  to  the  Police  Department  and  to  Director  of 
Public  Works  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau  for  his  assistance  in  traffic  signs  and  markings  and 
to  all  Town  Officials  for  many  courtesies. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each  and 
every  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  confidence,  whole-hearted  coop¬ 
eration  and  constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the  members  of  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Board  of  Selectmen 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

The  Committee  on  Civil  Devense  is  pleased  to  submit  their  report  covering  the 
activities  for  the  year  1966. 

Activities  of  the  Federal  and  State  continue  to  be  concentrated  on  educating  the  public 
regarding  the  importance  of  Fall-Out  Shelters.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that 
much  more  stress  is  being  placed  on  basement  areas ,  which  in  most  cases  are  being 
considered  adequate  for  reasonably  good  protection  against  fall-out,  with  little  or  no 
additional  changes. 

On  the  local  level,  however,  our  active  units  have  continued  the  usual  weekly  and 
monthly  drills.  These  units  worked  in  conjunction  with  the  Police  Department  during 
Halloween  and  were  active  in  the  Veterans'  Day  parade. 

Fall-out  shelters  at  the  Central  Junior  High,  Eldon  Johnson,  Homestead,  Sacred 
Heart  Schools,  and  the  Telephone  Building  on  Middle  Street  continue  to  be  available  in 
cases  of  Emergency.  During  the  year,  we  have  received  additional  emergency  food 
rations  from  the  Federal  Government.  This  will  increase  the  capacity  shelter  areas 
by  some  1100  persons. 

Although  not  actually  a  Weymouth  Civil  Defense  project,  an  agreement  has  been 
signed  with  the  South  Shore  Hospital,  the  Mass.  C.D.  Agency,  the  Mass.  Hospital 
Association,  Norwell  and  Weymouth  Civil  Defense  Agencies.  This  agreement  makes 
the  South  Shore  Hospital  responsible  for  a  200  bed  packaged  hospital. 

This  hospital  is  now  stored  in  Norwell  and  in  cases  of  emergency  or  in  case  the 
situation  should  require  its  use ,  it  can  be  transferred  to  any  convenient  location  in 
the  area. 

The  manning  and  use  of  the  so-called  packaged  hospital  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  South  Shore  Hospital. 

With  the  existing  three  (3)  50  bed  emergency  hospitals  already  assigned  to  Wey¬ 
mouth,  this  will  bring  the  emergency  bed  capacity  in  the  local  area  to  three  hundred 
and  fifty. 

We  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  make  Civil 
Defense  a  successful  contribution  to  the  Town  of  Weymouth.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Building  Inspector  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1966. 

This  year  developed  into  being  the  largest  building  year  in  the  history  of  the  Town; 
although  we  had  major  obstacles  of  a  water  shortage  to  curtail  the  issuance  of  per¬ 
mits  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  a  tight  money  mortgage  situation  which  curtailed 
the  requests  for  permission  to  build  in  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

The  largest  permit  issued  during  the  year  was  the  addition  to  the  South  Shore 
Hospital.  This  construction  has  progressed  to  the  extent  that  the  new  boiler  room  is 
now  in  operation  and  the  new  building,  containing  the  new  operating  and  x-ray  rooms 
and  some  additional  beds,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  March  or  April  of  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

The  Immaculate  Conception  Church  and  Parish  Center  is  a  large  religious  pro¬ 
ject.  The  design  and  architecture  of  this  project  clearly  shows  the  change  in  modern 
buildings  and  creates  many  new  problems  for  the  designers  and  builders. 

Industrial  buildings  included  a  plant  for  the  Allied  Resin  Products  Corp. ,  in  the 
new  Weymouth  Industrial  Park,  the  Alston  Studio  on  Libby  Industrial  Parkway  and  11 
other  business  projects. 

Apartment  houses  included  the  new  67  unit  Camelot  Apartments  on  Camelot  Way 
which  was  of  first  class  construction  and  2  buildings  (28  units)  of  the  15  building  Foun¬ 
tain  Lane  apartment  complex. 

The  number  of  single  family  dwellings  did  not  decrease  to  a  great  extent  during 
this  large  building  year.

There  were  47  buildings  demolished.  Included  in  this  number  were  19  dewellings,  (21 
units)  1  building  consisting  of  3  apartments  and  a  store  and  a  nursing  home.  The  store 
and  apartments  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  and  were  a  hazard  and  the  nursing  home 
is  to  be  replaced  with  a  modern  one. 

Also,  during  the  year,  there  were  83  Board  of  Zoning  Appeal  Cases  processed  in 
this  office.  Advertisements  were  inserted  in  newspapers  and  applicants  and  abutters 
notified  of  hearings  to  be  held  and  notices  of  decisions  after  the  hearings.  A  total  of 
1,  720  notices  were  sent  out.  Minutes  and  decisions  of  this  Board  were  written  up  for 
the  83  cases,  which  were  heard  on  15  hearing  dates. 

The  usual  annual  elevator  inspections  were  made  of  the  32  elevators  in  the  town. 
Necessary  alterations  for  safety  precautions  were  advised  and  changes  are  in  pro¬ 
gress.  Inspections  were  also  made  of  the  liquor  establishments  in  the  town  to  check 
for  Chapter  143  requirements  before  re-issuing  of  licenses  for  1967. 

We,  in  the  Inspection  Department,  would  like  to  extend  our  grateful  appreciation 
to  all  Town  Departments  for  their  valuable  assistance  during  the  year;  especially  the 
Engineering,  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Their  courteous  cooperation  has  made 
our  work  less  difficult.

A  total  of  1, 125  wiring  permits  were  issued  with  receipts  for  permit  fees  totaling

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ESTABLISHED  IN  ACCORDANCE  WITH 
ARTICLE  17  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  OF  JUNE  13,  1966 


This  Committee  was  established  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
held  on  June  13,  1966,  wherein  the  vote  under  Article  17  was  as  follows:  "that  the 
Moderator  appoint  a  committee  to  consist  of  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen , 
the  Town  Counsel,  and  5  citizens  of  the  Town  to  make  a  complete  study  of  the  Select¬ 
men’s  Department,  including  a  review  of  the  numerical  composition  of  the  Board  and 
the  function  of  the  Executive  Secretary,  said  committee  to  report  its  findings  and 
recommendations  to  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting.” 

The  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  September  28,  1966  and  organized,  at 
which  time  Selectman  J.  Warren  Heffernan  was  elected  Chairman  and  Mr.  Jerome 
F.  Byrne  was  named  Secretary.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  on  October  17, 
November  15  and  December  12,  1966  and  January  31,  1967.  The  Committee  also 
met  with  the  Weymouth  Board  of  Selectmen  and  discussed  their  present  operations 
and  solicited  their  recommendations  and  advice  for  proposed  changes. 

During  the  interim  between  meetings,  various  members  of  the  Committee  were 
delegated  the  responsibility  of  studying  and  reporting  on  the  organization  and  distri¬ 
bution  of  functions  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  other  towns. 
Following  this  a  complete  review  was  made  of  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  in  Weymouth  and  the  various  activities  which  come  under  their  control  and  ap¬ 
propriate  comparisons  with  the  other  towns  were  made. 

An  in-depth  study  was  also  made  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Studies  then  were  made  to  relate  functions  in  Wey¬ 
mouth  governmental  structure  to  those  of  the  other  cities  and  towns. 

In  Brookline  it  was  learned  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  employs  a  full-time 
Executive  Secretary  at  an  annual  salary  of  $23,500.  He  has  a  $15,000  per  year 
assistant  and  a  secretarial  and  clerical  staff  of  seven.  However,  the  Town  govern¬ 
mental  structure  is  substantially  different  from  Weymouth’s.  Brookline  has  no 
Public  Works  Board  and  all  of  the  related  functions  for  streets ,  highways ,  sewers 
and  parks  come  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Meetings  of  the  Brook¬ 
line  Selectmen  are  held  during  the  course  of  the  business  day  which  does  not  pro¬ 
vide  the  same  accessibility  to  the  public  as  is  found  in  Weymouth  where  meetings 
are  held  in  the  evening. 

The  Town  of  Framingham  has  about  the  same  population  as  Weymouth  and  a 
governmental  structure  that  is  quite  similar.  Framingham  has  a  three  member 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  a  separate  Board  of  Public  Works.  Framingham  currently 
provides  extra  compensation  for  the  Town  Accountant  who  acts  as  Executive  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  attends  their  meetings  and  in  their  absence  gives 
general  information  to  the  public  during  the  hours  when  the  Town  Hall  is  opened. 
Framingham  had  adopted  an  article  at  their  1966  Town  Meeting  to  provide  for  a 
full-time  Executive  Secretary,  but  because  of  a  petition  to  change  the  form  of  gov¬ 
ernment  to  a  Town  Manager  arrangement,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has  deferred 
action  on  the  appointment  of  the  Executive  Secretary. 

Other  studies  included  the  town  of  Lexington  and  Arlington  and  information  was 
also  obtained  from  several  other  towns  which  have  established  the  position  of  an 
Executive  Secretary  in  one  form  or  another. 
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With  respect  to  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  it  was  generally  con¬ 
cluded  that  with  the  present  span  of  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  the  current 
organizational  arrangement  functions  well.  The  public  can  obtain  general  informa¬ 
tion  and  instructions  from  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  the  Board  has  long  main¬ 
tained  a  policy  of  making  itself  available  to  the  public  and  taking  up  matters  properly 
brought  to  its  attention  at  its  regular  meetings.  It  was  the  conclusion  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  that  the  present  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  being  effectively 
carried  out  under  present  arrangements  and  that  the  public  has  greater  access  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  than  in  any  other  town  of  comparable  size  in  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Committee  also  concluded  that  the  present  numerical  size  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  should  not  be  changed.  It  was  generally  felt  that  a  five  man  Board  insures 
greater  participation,  a  broader  representation  of  views  and  also  provides  an  assur¬ 
ance  against  concentration  of  authority.  It  was  noted  that  in  some  large  towns  which 
have  three  member  Boards,  such  as  Framingham,  that  often  times  very  important 
decisions  affecting  the  public  good  are  either  passed  on  vote  of  two  members  or  re¬ 
sult  in  a  one-to-one  deadlock  when  a  single  member  is  absent.  Recently,  the  legal¬ 
ity  of  the  action  of  a  three  member  Board  was  challenged  when  only  one  member  was 
present  over  a  period  of  several  meetings. 


As  indicated  earlier  in  this  report,  studies  of  other  towns  show  that  the  Boards 
of  Selectmen  have  established  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  with  a  wide  variance 
in  degree  of  responsibility  and  level  of  compensation.  In  some  towns,  especially  the 
smaller  ones,  Boards  of  Selectmen  are  without  an  Executive  Secretary.  In  Weymouth 
the  Executive  Secretary  is  responsible  for  all  conventional  secretarial  duties  includ¬ 
ing  the  reporting  of  the  minutes  of  meetings,  preparation  of  transcripts,  typing,  and 
record  keeping  and  in  addition  acts  as  the  representative  of  the  Board  in  answering 
questions,  making  referrals  to  appropriate  departments,  and  accepting  complaints. 
The  Board  has  not  delegated  any  of  its  authority  to  act  to  the  Executive  Secretary. 
Nevertheless,  because  of  the  scope  of  the  work  involved,  the  job  requirements  are 
critical  and  most  of  the  duties  can  be  learned  only  through  experience.  To  effect 
any  increase  in  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  the  Executive  Secretary,  with  a 
corresponding  salary  adjustment  would  require  some  changes  in  the  structure  of 
our  Town  government  or  would  require  the  delegation  of  responsibility  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  It  might  also  involve  a  consolidation  of  authority  and  responsibility 
in  the  Selectmen’s  Department  that  has  been  delegated  by  vote  of  the  Town  to  other 
Departments  over  a  period  of  years.  Such  changes  are  not  within  the  scope  of  this 
report. 


The  Committee  would  recommend,  however,  that  in  anticipation  of  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  the  present  Executive  Secretary,  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to 
providing  an  assistant  to  the  Executive  Secretary  who  could  be  learning  the  work 
and  be  available  to  assume  the  full  responsibility  of  Executive  Secretary  when  the 
present  Executive  Secretary  retires.  Consideration  could  also  be  given  to  adopting 
the  approach  formerly  used  in  Framingham  and  which  is  used  in  some  towns,  of 
having  the  Board  of  Selectmen  designate  an  official  or  department  head,  such  as  the 
Town  Clerk  or  Town  Accountant,  to  act  as  their  Executive  Secretary  and  to  repre¬ 
sent  them  during  the  hours  when  the  Town  Hall  is  open  and  to  attend  their  meetings. 
The  more  routine  work  requiring  conventional  secretarial  skills  such  as  typing, 
shorthand  and  record  keeping  is  performed  by  others. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Chairman  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  to  the  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  and  their  contributions,  and  on  their  behalf  and 
for  himself,  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Executive  Secretary  for  their 
gracious  cooperation.

Gentlemen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Department's  activities  for  the  year  1966  is  enclosed. 

The  past  year  has  been  to  me  the  saddest  of  all  the  many  years  I  have  been  in 
this  Department.  Two  of  the  most  efficient,  capable  and  loyal  clerks  passed  from 
this  life.  This  is  not  only  a  very  severe  personal  loss  but  also  a  great  loss  to  the 
Town  of  two  fine  employees. 

Last  year,  I  warned  you  that  the  cost  of  relief  would  increase.  This  has  proven 
to  be  so,  as  is  shown  by  the  charts  below. 

Since  the  report  of  1966,  a  new  aid  has  been  added;  we  have  now  eliminated  Med¬ 
ical  Aid  to  the  Aged  and  created  the  new  aid  called  Medical  Aid.  This  includes  all 
medical  aid  that  is  dispensed  to  all  categories  of  relief.  It  has  opened  up  new  areas 
of  relief  that  formerly  had  been  rejected.  We  are  now  paying  doctors,  and  physicians 
in  hospitals;  we  are  granting  medical  aid  to  low  income  family  groups,  etc.  Because 
of  this,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  cost  of  public  relief  will  continue  in  an  upward 
trend. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  and  my  staff  for  the  cooperation  given  to  me  during  the  past 
year.

Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1966. 

For  the  first  time  in  recent  years  we  were  able  to  turn  back  over  $20,000.00  out 
of  our  appropriation  for  the  year  of  $200,  000.  00  for  Veterans'  Benefits.  We  believe 
that  the  general  economic  conditions  in  this  area  were  chiefly  responsible  for  the  re¬ 
duced  expenditure.  As  we  all  know  there  are  fewer  unemployed  persons,  unless  out 
of  work  due  to  illness,  and  there  are  several  programs  established  to  train  or  re¬ 
train  them  for  work.  We  feel  sure  the  Manpower  Development  Training  Act  has  been 
most  helpful  in  this  field,  and  has  been  the  means  of  placing  many  men  and  women  in 
substantial  paying  positions  after  the  training  period  has  been  finished.  This  pro¬ 
gram  provides  a  weekly  check  while  the  veteran  or  person  is  being  trained,  and  ex¬ 
pense  money  is  also  provided.  This  is  certainly  an  incentive  for  a  person  to  try  to 
help  himself  be  self-supporting  if  he  were  unemployed  due  to  lack  of  a  trade. 

This  year  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Medicare  program  (July  1,  1966)  and  we 
placed  all  recipients  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  under  it.  As  with  all  such  new 
programs  there  was  some  confusion  and  delay  in  getting  started,  but  we  are  now 
working  under  it  with  no  difficulty.  We  have  also  placed  many  under  Medex  II  which 
is  a  supplementary  program  to  Medicare.  It  is  now  known  at  this  time  how  much  of  a 
reduction  in  money  this  program  has  been  responsible  for,  but  it  appears  it  will  be 
fairly  substantial. 

Hospital  costs  continue  very  high  for  those  who  are  under  sixty-five  years  of  age, 
and  we  have  had  some  very  large  hospital  bills  to  meet.  When  it  is  realized  that 
some  of  our  large  hospitals  charge  $54.32  per  day  for  hospitalization  it  is  readily 
seen  that  a  tremendous  bill  would  be  incurred  in  a  very  short  stay  at  the  hospital. 

Of  course,  in  many  cases  there  is  a  reduction  due  to  the  fact  some  type  of  hospital 
insurance  is  carried,  but  in  many  instances  there  is  no  coverage  as  the  income  does 
not  permit  the  expense  of  carrying  it. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  Board  and  all  other  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  for  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  to  us  during  the  year.

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WEYMOUTH  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  AGING 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1966 


Early  in  1966,  at  the  request  of  the  National  Council  and  the  State  Commission 
on  Aging,  our  Council  co-operated  in  the  effort  to  make  known  to  our  older  citizens 
the  proposed  benefits  under  Medicate  and  the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  to  secure 
them.  Four  Medicare-Alert  stations  were  set  up  in  the  town  for  providing  informa¬ 
tion  to  supplement  that  being  given  by  the  press,  TV  and  radio.  Short  application 
forms  were  also  available. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Tufts  Library  and  in  answer  to  requests  for  a  daytime 
educational  program,  a  series  of  ten  morning  sessions  on  the  History  of  Weymouth 
was  held  at  the  library  in  February,  March  and  April,  ending  with  a  bus  trip  to  his¬ 
toric  spots  in  the  town  in  May.  A  second  series  was  carried  out  in  October,  Novem¬ 
ber  and  December  with  plans  being  made  to  continue  in  the  spring  of  1967. 

A  service  called  "Phone-Friends"  has  been  set  up  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mario  Nicolai,  207  Pine  Street,  South  Weymouth  and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
United  Church  Women  of  Weymouth.  Volunteers  are  given  the  names  of  shut-ins  who 
live  alone  who  would  welcome  a  daily  phone  call.  It  is  believed  that  emergency  situ¬ 
ations  can  thereby  be  avoided  or  lessened  and  help  be  made  available  when  necessary 
through  responsible  channels. 

On  August  4,  at  Weston  Park,  a  Joint  Picnic  was  held  of  the  five  Friendship 
groups  now  operating  in  East  Weymouth,  North  Weymouth,  South  Weymouth,  Wey¬ 
mouth  Heights  and  Weymouth  Landing.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Park  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Tufts  Library  and  a  committee  of  representatives  of  each  group  about 
eighty  of  our  older  folks  enjoyed  this  event  and  asked  for  another  next  year. 

Contact  was  made  by  our  Council  with  the  Norfolk  South  District  Medical  Society 
concerning  the  growing  shortage  of  doctors  and  their  unavailability  at  certain  times. 
Two  of  the  doctors  met  with  us  and  discussed  the  changes  in  medical  service  which 
are  occurring. 

Other  persons  whom  we  consulted  at  two  of  our  meetings  were  Mrs.  Alice 
Kowilcek,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Quincy  Community  Action  Program  and  James  J. 
Quill,  Community  Coordinator  from  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Aging. 

Council  members  attended  several  conferences  held  throughout  the  year  in  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  the  state  on  various  problems  and  opportunities  affecting  the  aged. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  interest  and  co-operation  in 
our  work  shown  by  many  individuals  and  groups  within  the  town.  They  help  to  make 
Weymouth  a  place  where  one  can  truly  enjoy  growing  older.

Gentlemen: 

We  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Weymouth  Historical  Commission 
for  the  year  1966. 

The  survey  of  old  houses  continued  during  1966  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Dar¬ 
rell  Smith.  He  was  assisted  by  members  of  Troop  8,  Boy  Scouts  of  America. 

During  the  past  year  the  remaining  historical  site  markers  were  ordered  and  two 
have  been  placed  marking  the  site  of  the  "First  Church"  in  Weymouth  Heights  and  the 
"Old  Toll  House"  on  Washington  St.  The  remaining  markers  will  be  placed  early  in 
1967. 

The  principal  activity  of  the  Commission  in  1966  centered  around  the  preserva¬ 
tion  and  preparation  of  the  Indian  dugout  canoe  for  public  exhibition  in  1967. 

Early  in  January  the  canoe  was  removed  to  the  Tufts  library  and  immersed  in 
the  water  storage  tank  built  by  the  Vocational  High  School.  Funds  were  appropriated 
at  the  annual  Town  meeting  in  March  for  the  chemical  preservation  of  the  canoe  and 
this  work  got  underway  in  April.  Briefly  it  involved  immersing  the  canoe  in  a  50 
percent  solution  of  polyethylene  glycol  for  nearly  a  month.  By  the  middle  of  May, 
tests  of  the  canoe  and  solution  indicated  that  maximum  absorbtion  had  been  reached. 
The  canoe  was  removed  from  the  tank  and  allowed  to  air  dry.  At  the  time  of  this  re¬ 
port  the  canoe  has  been  air  exposed  for  more  than  seven  months  with  no  visible  signs 
of  checking,  cracking  or  shrinkage. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library  have  alloted  to  the  Commission 
ample  space  in  the  basement  of  the  Library  to  exhibit  the  canoe  along  with  other 
items  and  documents  of  historic  interest.  Thus  for  the  first  time  Weymouth  will  have 
an  official  exhibit  room  available  to  its  citizens  and  in  particular  the  school  children 
and  students.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Vocational  school,  partitions  were  built 
and  these  have  now  been  painted  and  set  in  place.  Exhibits  in  addition  to  the  canoe 
are  being  prepared  with  the  assistance  of  the  High  School  Art  Department.  Formal 
opening  and  dedication  of  the  room  is  scheduled  for  early  Spring. 

The  Commission  is  indeed  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  help  and 
assistance  and  to  the  many  individuals  who  so  generously  contributed  of  their  time 
and  effort  to  assist  in  the  preservation  of  the  canoe  and  building  of  the  exhibit  room. 

In  particular  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Leonard  Robinson,  Chris  Robbins  and  John  Scott 
of  the  Weymouth  High  School  Key  Club  for  their  assistance  in  preparing  the  exhibit 
area. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  during  the  past  year,  Mr.  Robert  West  and  Mr.  Louis 
Davis  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the  Commission.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
have  appointed  Mr.  Charles  E.  Adams  Jr.  to  fill  one  of  the  vacancies.

In  addition  to  the  fire  alarm  signal,  announcement  will  be  made  over  Radio  Sta¬ 
tions  WJDA,  WNAC,  and  WBZ.  Parents  and  pupils  are  urged  to  listen  for  the  fire 
alarm  and  radio  announcements  and  to  refrain  from  telephoning  the  broadcasting  sta¬ 
tions  and  school  officials,  as  telephone  lines  should  be  kept  free  for  necessary  calls.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  past  year  saw  many  important  developments  directly  concerning  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  your  School  Committee  members  and  requiring  more  than  twice  the  cus¬ 
tomary  number  of  meetings  held  in  other  years.  In  January,  with  the  impending 
retirement  of  Superintendent  Elmer  S.  Mapes  after  over  20  years  of  dedication  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  children  of  Weymouth,  Dr.  Herold  Hunt  of  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Education  was  engaged  to  launch  a  nation-wide  search  for  a  suc¬ 
cessor.  Over  70  applications  from  21  universities  in  17  states  were  received  by  the 
deadline,  and  from  these  Dr.  Hunt  recommended  6  for  personal  interviews  by  the  full 
School  Committee. 

After  numerous  meetings,  the  election  of  Dr.  Leon  H.  Farrin  of  Boyertown, 
Pennsylvania ,  was  announced  on  April  12 ,  to  assume  his  duties  in  Weymouth  during 
the  Summer  months. 

His  inheritance  from  Mr.  Mapes  is  a  staff  of  570  teachers  with  an  enrollment  of 
over  12,000  students.  In  1945,  Elmer  Stephens  Mapes,  the  new  Superintendent  from 
Bristol,  R.  I.  ,  inherited  a  school  system  with  an  enrollment  of  4,731  students  and 
194  teachers.  We  wish  him  god-speed  and  many  happy  years  of  enjoyment  with  every 
evening  from  here  on,  his  to  do  with  as  he  pleases. 

Several  years  before  the  coming  of  Mr.  Mapes,  young  Wallace  Whittle,  a  high 
school  teacher,  was  appointed  Principal  of  the  Weymouth  High  School,  a  four  year 
school  with  an  enrollment  of  1,358  and  a  graduating  class  of  245.  It  was  the  decision 
of  Mr.  Whittle  to  retire  this  past  year  following  32  years  of  teaching  and  serving  as 
high  school  principal,  having  seen  Weymouth  High  boys  head  off  to  World  War  n, 

Korea,  and  now  to  Viet  Nam. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  1965-66,  we  graduated  the  largest  high  school  class 
over  -  799  students.  Mr.  Whittle  has  seen  a  beautiful  new  high  school  built  and 
running  smoothly  and  now  he  has  earned  a  healthy  and  happy  future  for  his  favorite 
relaxation.  Our  best  wishes  to  him. 

In  May  the  Weymouth  Teacher's  Association  initiated  implementation  of  the  1965 
law  giving  to  municipal  employees  the  right  of  collective  bargaining  regarding  wages 
and  working  conditions,  and,  according  to  legal  procedure,  requested  recognition  of 
their  organization  as  exclusive  bargaining  agent  for  the  membership. 

Similar  procedures  were  followed  by  the  Custodians  and  Maintenance  men's  organ¬ 
ization,  and,  by  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  both  groups  were  so  designated.  This 
new  law  has  created  a  new  adult  "back-to-school"  movement  among  teachers  and 
School  Committee  members  throughout  the  State,  since  there  must  be  guide-lines  set 
up  for  each  group.  With  a  trial  and  error  system  inevitable  this  past  year,  we  look 
ahead  to  speedier  conclusions  and  fewer  misunderstandings  in  the  coming  year.  Our 
solemn  duty  of  providing  for  the  children  of  Weymouth  the  finest  educational  opportun¬ 
ity  sorely  tries  the  elasticity  of  the  tax  dollar. 

With  the  growing  population  bulging  in  our  present  school  buildings  and  the  threat 
of  double  sessions,  we  have  called  upon  a  dozen  outstanding  civic-minded  citizens  to 
form  a  School  Building  Needs  Committee.  We  are  looking  ahead  to  the  results  of 
their  studies  with  their  recommendations  for  accomodations  for  the  Weymouth  children 
and  projections  of  future  changes  needed.  May  we  express  here  our  deep  appreciation 
of  the  many  hours  they  have  given  to  this  task. 
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We  are  most  happy  at  Mr.  Mapes'  decision  to  remain  a  Weymouth  resident  and 
wish  to  offer  him  the  sincere  good  wishes  of  the  present  School  Committee  members 
as  well  as  those  of  the  many  past  members  whose  pleasure  it  has  been  to  work  with 
him. 


We  greet  Dr.  Leon  H.  Farrin  and  pledge  to  him  the  support  and  cooperation  of 
all  Weymouth  citizens  in  the  considerable  task  of  guiding  the  destiny  of  our  younger 
generation,  as  well  as  that  of  our  large  school  family.  We  are  proud  to  turn  over  to 
him  our  excellent  teaching  staff,  and  the  conscientious  non -teaching  groups,  all' of 
whom  are  deeply  concerned  with  the  welfare  and  progress  of  your  children. 

May  we  express  our  appreciation  for  the  privilege  of  serving  Weymouth  schools 
and  most  particularly  the  children  of  our  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  first  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  the  town  of 
Weymouth. 

Elmer  S.  Mapes  served  as  superintendent  for  most  of  the  period  covered  by  this 
report.  The  quality  of  our  school  system  can  be  attributed  in  large  measure  to  his 
twenty -one  years  of  outstanding  leadership.  I  am  grateful  to  him  for  his  counsel  and 
his  assistance  in  carrying  out  my  new  responsibilities. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  appreciation  also  to  the  Weymouth  School  Committee, 
Assistant  Superintendents  Francis  E.  Whipple  and  Harold  G.  Olson,  and  the  other 
members  of  the  administrative  and  instructional  staffs,  the  non -instructional  staff, 
and  all  those  citizens  of  Weymouth  who  have  made  me  feel  so  welcome  and  have 
helped  to  orient  me  to  my  new  position. 

The  past  few  months  have  been  busy  ones.  We  have  filled  a  number  of  key  admin¬ 
istrative  positions;  namely,  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr.  ,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools;  John  F.  Martin,  Principal  of  Weymouth  High  School;  Francis  J.  Cassani, 
Principal  of  Central  Junior  High  School;  John  F.  Cotter,  Principal  of  Bicknell  Junior 
High  School;  Richard  J.  Steele,  Assistant  Principal  of  the  Weymouth  High  School 
Annex;  Russell  H.  Mazzola,  Assistant  to  the  Principal  at  East  Junior  High  School; 
and  David  K.  Sylvester,  Assistant  Principal  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  School. 

The  budget,  a  carefully  thought  out  and  comprehensive  document,  required  the 
attention  of  many  people.  The  annual  report  is  the  result  of  many  hours  of  work  by 
many  staff  members. 

Education  today  is  big  business.  The  Weymouth  Public  Schools  enroll  over 
12,000  students.  We  have  a  professional  staff  of  570  and  a  supporting  group  of  183 
others.  The  budget  for  the  coming  year  exceeds  $6,000,000. 

I  have  found  in  Weymouth  a  dedicated  and  capable  School  Committee  and  staff,  a 
citizenry  that  expects  and  deserves  high  standards  of  performance,  and  a  community 
that  desires  quality  education  for  its  children. 

We  are  fully  aware  of  the  responsibility  that  is  imposed  upon  the  school  system. 

It  is  our  aim  to  provide  a  quality  educational  program  that  will  prepare  our  boys  and 
girls  to  take  their  places  in  the  world  of  today  and  tomorrow.  We  intend  to  provide 
the  best  education  possible  within  our  ability  to  pay  for  such  a  program. 

The  reports  that  follow  touch  upon  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  school  year. 
We  would  be  pleased  to  provide  additional  information  to  any  citizen  who  is  interested 
in  a  specific  program,  policy,  or  procedure.

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Excerpts  from  the  reports  of  directors,  supervisors  and  special  teachers  follow: 
1:  ART 

One  of  the  most  vital  and  inspiring  aspects  of  the  Weymouth  Teachers’  Conven¬ 
tion  this  year  was  the  program  on  Project  C.U.E.  Project  C.U.E.  (culture,  under¬ 
standings,  and  enrichment)  was  a  government-sponsored,  pilot  project  in  the  arts 
and  humanities  in  New  York  State. 

Mrs.  Grace  N.  Lacy,  Director  of  the  project,  presented  the  program.  A  dy¬ 
namic  person,  Mrs.  Lacy  made  effective  and  exciting  use  of  various  audio-visual 
techniques  to  show  the  story  of  the  project.  Through  her  use  of  synchronized  moving 
pictures,  dual  slide  projectors,  tape  recordings,  music  and  narration,  we  realized 
the  scope  and  importance  of  the  project.  Project  C.U.E.  was  a  revelation.  No 
longer  were  subjects  in  the  curriculum  isolated,  but  related  and  integrated  with  other 
subjects.  The  arts  and  humanities,  by  their  very  nature,  became  the  agent  best 
suited  to  achieve  the  interrelationship  of  all  areas  of  learning. 

Art  exhibitions  and  demonstrations,  and  a  variety  of  other  exhibitions,  field  trips, 
live  and  recorded  performances  in  the  dance,  operas,  concerts  and  drama,  personal 
participation  and  involvement  in  the  arts  and  humanities,  speakers  from  the  sciences, 
world  of  commerce,  government  et  cetera  -  all  became  important  and  meaningful  to 
the  project.  Newer  and  more  effective  use  of  all  audio-visual  media  for  instruction 
added  further  enrichment.  Project  C.U.E.  was  a  success.  Students  became  better 
integrated.  Understandings  were  intensified.  There  was  a  greater  awareness,  a 
deeper  appreciation  and  new  pride  in  our  cultural,  historical  and  scientific  heritage. 

It  must  be  made  clear  that  a  project  of  this  nature  does  not  deny  the  individual 
importance  of  academic  subjects.  It  does,  however,  point  up  the  importance  of  the 
arts  and  humanities,  for  it  is  through  these  that  one  learns  to  live  well. 

Two  questions  need  thoughtful  consideration. 

Has  Weymouth  a  need  for  such  a  program? 

In  our  rapidly  changing  world,  with  its  staggering  progress  in  technology,  where 
the  individual  is  reduced  to  a  set  of  numbers  on  a  computer  card  -  is  there  not  a  valid 
need  for  personal  involvement  in  the  arts  and  humanities?

Bicknell  Junior  High  -  Three  Awards  of  Merit. 

March  -  Conference  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art  concerning  the  training 
of  art  teachers.  Weymouth  was  one  of  several  school  systems  chosen  to  be 
training  centers. 

Members  of  the  art  staff  attended  the  Eastern  Arts  Convention  in  Boston. 

The  Art  Director  and  Mr.  Carl  Dolan  from  Central  Junior  High  were  on  con¬ 
vention  committees. 

Weymouth  High  was  well  represented  in  an  art  exhibition  held  at  the  South 
Shore  Art  Center  in  Cohasset. 

Mrs.  Edyth  Harribine  replaced  Mrs.  Jean  Geoghagan  who  resigned  from 
Central  Junior  High. 

May  -  As  part  of  the  Weymouth  Teachers’  Convention,  the  art  staff  prepared  an 
exciting  art  exhibition  representing  all  levels  of  creative  art  work. 

Weymouth  was  also  host  to  the  Massachusetts  Art  Education  Association  for 
their  May  Convention. 

September  -  Mr.  Earle  A.  Pithie,  a  former  Weymouth  student,  joined  the  art 

staff.  He  replaced  Mr.  Timothy  McSweeney ,  who  resigned  from  South  Junior 
High. 

October  -  Seven  high  school  students  from  the  Advanced  Art  classes  were  chosen 
to  attend  the  Saturday  art  classes  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Art. 

December  -  Students  from  the  Advanced  Art  classes  painted  Christmas  windows 
at  the  South  Shore  Hospital. 

2:  MUSIC 

The  instructional  program  in  music  provides  opportunities  for  a  wide  range  of 
experiences  in  both  vocal  and  instrumental  areas. 

At  the  elementary  level  the  basis  for  these  experiences  has  been  the  singing, 
listening,  and  creative  work  within  the  classroom  as  carried  on  by  the  classroom 
teacher  with  the  help,  guidance,  and  example  of  the  music  specialist  or  supervisor. 
Beginning  in  grade  four,  all  students  have  the  opportunity  to  begin  the  study  of  a  mus¬ 
ical  instrument. 

The  work  in  these  areas  at  this  level  continues  as  in  past  years.  Some  problems 
are  developing,  however,  relative  to  the  availability  of  the  music  specialist  for  this 
highly  specialized  type  of  teaching  and  supervision.  These  problems  underline  the 
need  for  additional  teaching  staff  in  music.  In  some  cases  only  by  doubling-up  on 
classes  or  starting  before  school  can  the  music  specialist  visit  the  classroom  at  all. 

In  fact,  it  was  necessary  to  discontinue  beginning  drum  instruction  this  fall. 

The  general  music  classes  at  the  Junior  High  School  level  are  taught  with  the  pri¬ 
mary  objective  that  every  student  continue  to  acquire,  maintain  and  develop  favorable 
attitudes  and  strengthened  interests  in  music.  To  approach  this  objective  more  ade¬ 
quately  would  require  at  least  two  class  periods  weekly,  the  national  average,  for  all 
7th  and  8th  grade  divisions  instead  of  the  present  single  class  meeting  weekly  of  all 
7th  grades  and  the  opportunity  for  8th  graders  only  on  an  elective  basis. 

The  instrumental  program  continues  to  develop  and  grow,  as  evidenced  by  the 
size  and  number  of  beginning  classes  as  well  as  the  growing  numbers  of  students  in¬ 
volved  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  instrumental  organizations.  Opportunities 
for  performance  were  again  provided  at  civic  and  school  events,  both  seasonal  and 
special,  in  addition  to  the  usual  assemblies,  concerts  and  music  festivals.  We  are 
particularly  pleased  by  the  musical  growth  of  the  students  in  the  North  Weymouth 
schools.  A  combined  concert  presented  by  instrumental  students  from  the  Athens, 
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McCulloch,  Johnson  and  Bicknell  schools  was  presented  to  an  enthusiastic  audience 
last  spring.  The  much  improved  facility  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  has  eased  a  space 
and  equipment  problem  which  had  become  quite  acute. 

Once  again  many  excellent  musical  performances  were  given  by  the  junior  high 
choral  and  instrumental  organizations,  and  although  "performance"  is  not  the  prime 
objective  of  our  music  program,  it  is  very  important  for  motivation,  and  certainly 
gives  evidence  as  to  the  quality  of  the  instruction  as  well  as  the  musical  development, 
of  the  student.  An  area  of  some  concern  to  the  music  department  is  the  rotating  as¬ 
sembly  schedule  now  in  effect  in  some  junior  high  schools.  Because  of  it,  the  schools 
lose  the  benefit  of  some  musical  performances,  and  student  motivation  provided  by 
regular  performance  is  greatly  reduced. 

The  music  program  at  the  High  School  is  still  limited  to  "performance groups," 
namely  orchestra,  band,  mixed  chorus  and  glee  club.  It  is  strongly  recommended 
that  this  be  expanded  to  include  at  least  one  Music  Fundamentals  course. 

The  High  School  organizations  functioned  well  as  in  the  past,  and  included  in 
their  program  of  activities  were:  football  games,  rallies,  civic  observances  and 
parades,  assemblies,  Kiwanis  and  Rotary  Club  appearances,  fulfilling  requests  from 
community  and  church  groups,  Exchange  Concert  with  Glastonbury,  Connecticut, 
concerts,  and  the  musical  production  "Brigadoon." 

Special  opportunities  were  provided  for  Weymouth  students  to  attend  the  Boston 
Symphony  Youth  Concert  Series,  and  performances  by  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Na¬ 
tional  Company.  It  is  hoped  that  these  opportunities  may  be  expanded  in  the  future. 

A  large  number  of  our  students  qualified  by  individual  competitive  audition  for 
one  or  more  of  the  very  selective  area-wide  festivals  and  concerts.  These  special

The  Weymouth  High  School  Music  Parents’  Association  presented  scholarships  in 
the  amount  of  $150.00  each  to  three  seniors  who  are  now  pursuing  musical  careers. 
They  are  Virginia  Dwyer,  Neil  McGonagle  and  James  Gutekunst. 

The  music  department  once  again  sponsored  a  Solo  &  Ensemble  Festival  at  which 
attendance  and  participation  reached  new  highs  in  the  eight  year  history  of  this  event. 

3:  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

The  main  emphasis  of  the  physical  education  department  has  been  to  stress  over¬ 
all  physical  fitness  in  all  grades.  The  two  required  weekly  periods  of  physical  edu¬ 
cation  do  not  alone  insure  this  result.  However,  by  testing  and  measurement  we  are 
attempting  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  pupils  and  parents  the  need  for  and  possible 
means  of  acquiring  increased  fitness. 
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In  compliance  with  the  new  state  law  that  there  should  be  a  supervised  physical 
activity  period  each  day,  the  elementary  schools  are  starting  the  day  with  a  ten  min¬ 
ute  period  of  exercises  in  the  classroom.  The  exercises  are  led  either  by  the  teacher 
or  by  a  competent  pupil  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.  The  response  has  been 
enthusiastic.  The  teachers  feel  that  the  pupils  are  more  alert  and  ready  to  settle 
down  for  their  academic  work.  This,  of  course,  is  in  addition  to  our  regular  twice  a 
week  physical  education  classes  in  the  gym. 

Lack  of  arm  strength  has  been  our  biggest  problem.  To  combat  this  we  have  in¬ 
stalled  chinning  bars  and  either  ropes  or  Medart  Phys-Educators  in  all  elementary 
schools.  In  addition,  some  classrooms  have  portable  doorway  chinning  bars  that  the 
pupils  use  frequently  during  the  day.  The  results  so  far  have  been  quite  gratifying. 

There  has  been  a  growing  interest  in  gymnastics  in  the  last  two  or  three  years, 
partly  because  of  Kathy  Corrigan,  our  Olympic  star.  Our  Junior  and  Senior  High 
Schools  are  doing  considerable  to  foster  this  interest.  The  gyms,  especially  the 
High  School  and  East  Junior,  have  been  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus  such 
as  uneven  parallel  bars,  horse,  ropes  and  balance  beams.  Incidentally,  the  balance 
beams  at  East,  Central  and  South  Junior  were  made  for  us  by  the  industrial  arts  de¬ 
partments  of  the  three  schools.  Interest  in  the  activity  at  East  Junior  has  been  so 
great  that  there  is  an  intramural  gymnastic  program  after  school  three  days  a  week. 

The  gymnastic  program  at  the  High  School  is  open  to  any  boy  or  girl  in  town,  re¬ 
gardless  of  age.  The  parents  must  give  their  consent  and  also  take  care  of  transpor¬ 
tation  to  and  from  the  school.  If  this  enthusiasm  continues,  we  can  look  forward  to 
having  some  real  champions  in  our  inter  scholastic  gymnastic  program — who  knows, 
maybe  another  Olympic  star!  ! 

The  increased  enrollment  in  the  Junior  High  Schools  is  curtailing  the  expansion 
of  the  program  and  as  a  result  there  are  now  pupils  in  these  schools  not  taking  the 
two  gym  periods  weekly  due  to  a  combination  of  the  need  for  additional  instructional 
personnel  and  additional  facilities.  The  physical  education  and  athletic  programs 
have  advanced  to  a  stage  where  there  are  more  teams  and  classes  than  available 
fields  and  indoor  area.  The  possibility  of  the  development  of  Libby  Field  as  an  athlet¬ 
ic  and  intramural  field  and  the  availability  of  Clapp  Memorial  Field  should  be  ex¬ 
plored.  At  present  we  have  three  football  squads  and  three  baseball  squads  with 
two  available  fields. 

In  High  School  Athletics  it  has  been  an  outstanding  year.  The  basketball  team 
was  a  finalist  in  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  and  State  Class  A  tournaments.  This  is 
the  first  time  for  Weymouth.  The  track  team  won  the  State  Class  A  indoor  champion¬ 
ship,  also  a  first.  Patty  Corrigan  emerged  as  the  individual  state  girls'  gymnastic 
champion.  All  other  teams  finished  high  in  their  respective  leagues'  competition. 

Although  our  main  emphasis  is  on  physical  fitness  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the 
fact  that  physical  education  also  includes  the  teaching  of  skills  that  will  enable  the  in¬ 
dividual  to  participate  in  and  enjoy  sports  throughout  his  active  life.  Our  aim  is  a 
well  balanced  program  of  activities. 

4:  GUIDANCE 

The  year  1965-1966  completes  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  the  Guidance  Depart¬ 
ment's  services  to  the  schools  of  Weymouth. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  performed  six  major  functions:  namely,  (1)  keeping  of 
individual  inventory  records;  (2)  the  administration  of  tests;  (3)  the  collection  of  edu- 
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cational  and  vocational  information  and  the  communication  of  this  information  to 
students;  (4)  counseling;  (5)  educational  and  vocational  placement;  and  (6)  the  follow 
up  of  graduates. 

Each  counselor,  by  having  personal  interviews  with  his  assigned  counselees,  has 
kept  the  students’  inventory  record  cards  up  to  date. 

Mental  ability  tests  were  administered  in  Grades  8  and  10  and  the  Differential 
Aptitude  and  Kuder  Interest  Tests  were  given  in  Grade  9.  In  October,  the  Prelimin¬ 
ary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  were  given  to  all  juniors  who  were  interested  in  taking 
a  nationwide  test  so  they  could  compare  their  own  results  with  nationwide  norms. 
Individual  tests  are  given  in  Grades  11  and  12  to  students  who  have  transferred  from 
other  school  systems  and  have  no  testing  records  available. 

» 

The  Guidance  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  Entrance  Examinations  (the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Tests  and  the  Achievement  Tests) 
which  are  given  in  December,  January,  March  and  May.  Those  who  wish  to  take  the 
tests  offered  in  July  may  take  them  at  Hingham  High  School.  We  also  administer  the 
Listening  Comprehension  Tests,  the  Advanced  Placement  Tests  and  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test.  We,  in  Weymouth,  should  be  proud  of  the  five 
pupils  who  became  Semifinalists  in  the  National  Merit  examination.  They  are  as 
follows:  Pauline  M.  Izdebski,  Robert  C.  Johansen,  Kevin  P.  Matthews,  JohnK. 
Olson,  and  Joanne  M.  Palmieri.  It  speaks  well  for  the  ability  of  the  students  and 
the  encouragement  and  help  they  have  each  received  from  their  parents  and  teachers. 

Each  year  we  subscribe  to  a  number  of  "news"  services.  These  services  provide 
current  data  on  educational  and  vocational  information,  and  this  information  is  avail¬ 
able  to  all  students  and  teachers  in  the  junior  high  schools,  the  high  school  and  to  all 
other  individuals  in  the  school  system  and  in  the  town.  These  ’’news”  services  pro¬ 
vide  complete,  comprehensive  and  up-to-the-minute  facts  about  colleges,  occupa¬ 
tions  and  scholarships. 


Counseling  is  the  most  important  function  of  all.  It  is  during  this  function  that 
the  counselor  gets  to  know  each  counselee's  aspirations,  ambitions,  fears,  prob¬ 
lems  and  ’’growing  pains.”  Each  counselor  has  been  trained  to  recognize  problems 
which  are  deep  seated  and  need  to  be  referred  to  a  nurse,  an  adjustment  counselor,  a 
rehabilitation  expert,  a  psychologist  or  a  psychiatrist.  Weymouth  is  fortunate  to 
have  contacts  with  all  of  these  services  and  we  work  very  closely  with  them. 


Each  year,  because  of  the  growth  of  our  graduating  classes,  educational  and  vo¬ 
cational  placement  has  grown.  The  following  tables  will  show  what  has  happened 
over  the  past  four  years:

The  tables  above  have  been  gathered  through  our  follow-up  studies  which  are  done  in 
March  following  each  graduation.  We  obtain  100%  replies  through  follow-up  letters, 
telephone  calls  or  contacts  from  immediate  members  of  the  families  of  our  graduates. 


During  the  course  of  the  year,  members  of  the  Guidance  Department  attend 
local,  state  and  federal  meetings  in  order  to  become  cognizant  of  the  changes  taking 
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place  in  the  field  of  guidance  and  to  share  experiences  with  counselors  and  directors 
of  other  systems. 

This  year,  we  have  worked  very  closely  with  Mr.  John  Hill,  who  is  the  coordina¬ 
tor  of  the  federal  program — Project  Asset.  This  program  provides  adjustment  coun¬ 
selors,  reading  specialists  and  a  course  for  high  school  juniors  and  seniors  who,  for 
financial  reasons,  need  to  work.  These  students  take  four  major  subjects  in  the 
morning  and  work  in  the  afternoons.  Mr.  Hill  keeps  in  very  close  touch  with  these 
students,  their  teachers,  and  their  job  supervisors. 

Personnel  changes  in  the  department  have  been  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Caroline 
Allen  as  a  full-time  counselor  in  place  of  Mrs.  Lofgren,  who  resigned,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Antonakos,  who  took  Mrs.  Allen's  place  as  a  part-time  counselor. 

The  director  has  been  appointed  to  the  State  Advisory  Council  for  Guidance  and 
has  been  made  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Women  Deans  and 
Counselors  for  two  years. 

The  Student  Council  and  the  Key  Club  of  the  High  School,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Guidance  Department,  held  a  School  and  College  Night  for  juniors  and  seniors  who 
are  very  much  concerned  about  college  life  such  as  "living  conditions,  study  condi¬ 
tions,  social  life,  kind  of  teaching  by  course,  recreation,  facilities,  influence  of 
fraternities  and  sororities,  press  for  grades,  etc."  Some  of  our  graduates,  now 
sophomores  or  juniors  in  colleges,  were  invited  to  participate  in  this  program  held  in 
the  high  school  cafeteria.  It  was  done  on  an  experimental  basis  this  year,  and  if  the 
students  feel  that  they  gained  from  the  discussions  with  the  college  students,  we  will 
try  it  again  next  year. 

Thus,  the  department  during  1966  has  tried  to  fulfill  its  many  functions  by  help¬ 
ing  students,  by  keeping  abreast  of  the  times,  and  by  being  active  in  organizations  on 
a  local,  state,  and  national  basis. 

5:  SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGIST  AND  ELEMENTARY  GUIDANCE  COUNSELOR 

"As  the  twig  is  bent  so  grows  the  tree." 

"A  stitch  in  time  saves  nine." 

"The  boy  of  today  is  the  man  of  tomorrow." 

These  and  similar  adages  sum  up  the  wisdom  of  prevention  and  intervention. 

Such  philosophy  underlies  the  program  of  guidance  and  counseling  at  the  elementary 
grade  level. 

Troubled  children  and  under- achievers  are  a  constant  challenge  to  the  public 
school  educative  process.  The  relationship  between  emotional  growth  and  intellec¬ 
tual  growth  is  a  very  close  one.  A  child  handicapped  by  inner  emotional  turmoil 
cannot  develop  his  intellectual  ability  to  its  optimum  level.  Frustration,  loss  of 
self-esteem,  and  repeated  failure  lend  to  negativistic  attitudes  of  resentment,  rebel¬ 
lion,  or  withdrawal. 

Early  identification  and  referral  of  pupils  with  problems  of  learning  and  be¬ 
havior,  may  prevent  the  greater  and  more  involved  anti-social  patterns  which  inhibit 
the  student  from  achieving  to  his  fullest. 

Consultants  from  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center  meet  weekly  with  school 
counselors,  principals,  and  teachers,  assisting  them  in  the  evaluation,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  children  presenting  problems  interfering  with  school  success. 
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During  the  year,  a  total  of  1,330  visits  were  made  to  the  South  Shore  Mental 
Health  Clinic  by  the  children  and  the  parents  of  children  having  problems  of  adjust¬ 
ment. 

Special  Education 

Special  education  means  providing  for  the  academic  needs  and  intellectual  abili¬ 
ties  of  the  trainable,  educable,  emotionally  disturbed,  physically  handicapped  and 
perceptually  handicapped. 

With  an  increased  school  population,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  in  need  of  special  services. 

Trainable 


At  present  we  have  three  classes  for  thirty-two  children.  In  the  state- supported 
nursery  classes  for  retarded  children,  there  are  fourteen  children.  When  these  chil¬ 
dren  become  seven  years  of  age,  they  are  eligible  for  placement  in  the  public  school. 
There  may  be  need  for  a  fourth  class  this  next  school  year. 

Emotionally  Disturbed 

There  is  no  class  for  the  emotionally  disturbed  child  within  the  school  system. 
Those  youngsters  who,  by  psychiatric  evaluation,  have  been  determined  to  be  so  dis¬ 
turbed  that  they  cannot  be  maintained  in  the  regular  classroom  are  recommended  for 
placement  in  one  of  the  schools  approved  by  the  Department  of  Education.  At  this 
time  thirteen  Weymouth  children  are  so  placed.  For  the  child  awaiting  placement  or 
receiving  treatment  on  an  out-patient  basis,  a  school  program  designed  to  meet  his 
needs  is  developed. 

Perceptually  Handicapped 

Recent  state  legislation  has  been  enacted  to  provide  assistance  for  those  children 
determined  to  be  perceptually  handicapped.  However,  the  State  Department  Bureau 
of  Special  Education  has  not  yet  made  known  the  procedure  to  be  followed  in  working 
with  these  children. 

Physically  Handicapped 

It  has  been  the  philosophy  of  the  school  to  maintain  the  child  in  as  normal  a  situa¬ 
tion  as  possible.  In  our  regular  classrooms  are  children  with  varying  physical  disa¬ 
bilities  for  whom  adjustments  in  program  are  made. 

Testing  Program 

The  annual  testing  program  provides  data  on  the  educational  development  of  the 
individual  child.  It  serves  to  draw  attention  to  those  aspects  of  the  pupil's  develop¬ 
ment  most  in  need  of  individual  attention.  It  facilitates  the  planning  of  a  remedial 
program.  It  identifies  those  areas  of  curriculum  in  need  of  increased  emphasis  and 
attention.

Individual  tests  were  given  to: 

a.  determine  eligibility  for  special  class  placement 

b.  re-evaluate  children  enrolled  in  special  class 

c.  secure  additional  information  on  those  children  who  score  low  in  group 
tests 

d.  obtain  diagnostic  information  on  children  presenting  learning  or  emotional 
difficulties 

e.  determine  ability  of  those  children  new  to  the  school  system  and  for  whom 
there  was  little  or  no  transfer  information 

The  team  approach  to  dealing  with  the  problems  of  learning  and  behavior  which 
inhibit  the  success  of  children  has  been  most  effective. 

The  cooperation  of  school  personnel  working  toward  the  goal  of  helping  children  to 
learn  effectively  has  been  most  rewarding. 

6.  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELOR 

The  school  adjustment  counseling  program  is  primarily  a  preventive  program 
which  encompasses  the  adjustment  of  a  child  to  the  educational  system.  This  requires 
a  cooperative  venture  with  the  child,  the  school,  and  the  family.  The  sooner  there  is 
detection  of  behavioral  symptoms  of  inadequate  school  adjustment,  the  earlier  a  pro¬ 
gram  of  intervention  can  be  instituted. 

The  main  areas  of  this  program  include: 

1.  Interpretation  of  the  basic  meaning  of  behavior  and  the  needs  of  the 
child  involved  to  teachers,  principals,  parents,  and  other  school 
personnel. 

2.  Consultation  with  principals,  teachers,  and  other  school  personnel 
regarding  adjustment  problems. 
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3.  Social  Casework  services  to  individual  children  and  their  families 
as  the  situation  demands. 

4.  Referral  of  pupil  and  his  family  requiring  intensive  and  concentrated 
assistance  by  specific  agencies. 

5.  Follow-up  of  the  child's  progress  through  the  school  system. 


GRADES  1-8 


Ninety-one  pupils  were  referred  for  individual  services  from  the  School  Adjust¬ 
ment  Counselor.  The  teachers  through  the  principals  were  the  main  source  of 
referral.  In  twenty-five  cases,  it  was  at  the  request  of  the  parents.  The  remaining 
referrals  were  made  by  other  school  personnel  such  as  nurses,  school  psychologist, 
speech  therapists,  guidance  counselors,  attendance  officer  and  probation  officer  from 
Quincy  Juvenile  Court. 

Contact  following  a  referral  is  made  to  all  parents.  This  is  usually  helped  by  pre¬ 
vious  conferences  from  the  referring  person.  Home  visits,  of  which  120  were  made 
last  year,  are  made  in  all  cases.  This  may  be  a  one-time  visit  or  may  be  a  sustained 
contact,  depending  on  the  child's  needs.  The  reasons  for  referral  vary  from  case  to 
case;  they  include  academic  failure,  poor  social  adjustment,  poor  attitude,  and  unu¬ 
sual  or  different  behavior  patterns. 

Consultation  and  conferences  with  principals,  teachers,  and  guidance  counselors 
constitute  another  area  of  the  school  adjustment  counselor's  service.  During  the  last 
year  300  conferences  of  this  type  were  held. 

REFERRALS 


Forty -four  children  and  their  families  were  referred  to  the  following  agencies: 
South  Shore  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic,  Children's  Hospital,  Neuro  Clinic,  Adolescent 
Clinic  at  Children's  Hospital,  Division  of  Child  Guardianship,  Family  Counseling  and 
Guidance,  and  Family  Service  as  well  as  to  the  local  welfare  and  veterans'  services. 

JUVENILE  COURT 

Fifty-six  Weymouth  children  appeared  in  the  Quincy  District  Juvenile  Court:  48 
boys  and  8  girls.  This  represents  less  than  1/2  of  1%  of  the  school  population.  Of 
this  group  37  were  first  offenders.  Many  of  these  cases  were  placed  on  probation  and 
later  dismissed  or  filed.  Four  were  sent  to  the  Youth  Service  Board. 

Problems  of  juvenile  delinquency  are  discussed  and  studied  more  than  any  other 
subject  dealing  with  children.  A  constant  rise  is  evident  in  crimes  involving  children 
below  the  age  of  16.  When  a  child  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cials,  they  agree  that  it  is  often  too  late.  The  attack,  a  preventive  one,  has  to  begin 
early  in  life. 

This  low  percentage  in  Weymouth  is  possibly  due  to  the  orientation  and  philosophy 
so  evident  within  the  school  system.  What  can  we  do  to  help  a  child  with  a  problem  so 
as  to  help  the  pupil  adjust  to  the  educational  program?  Often  times  for  the  child  with  a 
problem,  school  is  the  most  positive  experience  in  that  child's  life.  This  low  percent¬ 
age  is  effected  by  the  social,  cultural,  religious  and  economic  factors  of  the  commun¬ 
ity,  but,  most  of  all,  the  regard  for  the  child  as  an  individual  pupil  with  individual 
needs. 

School,  as  one  of  the  first  experiences  of  a  child,  is  an  early  and  important  source 
of  prevention.  The  school  adjustment  counseling  program  was  established  to  facilitate 
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early  detection,  intervention  and  prevention  of  adjustment  reactions  which  lend  to  more 
serious  problems  such  as  emotional  disturbances,  delinquency,  and  school  failure.  The 
program  provides  for  expert  counseling  in  the  school  years  so  that  the  school  child 
does  not  become  lost  to  society. 

To  facilitate  prevention,  close  teamwork  has  been  an  on-going  process  by  the 
Director  of  Elementary  Instruction,  the  School  Psychologist,  and  the  School  Adjust¬ 
ment  Counselor.  All  areas  of  a  child's  development  to  meet  the  increasing  demands 
and  pressures  of  society  today  are  given  consideration  in  the  close  cooperation  which 
this  teamwork  provides.  From  this  has  arisen  the  PREP  Program  for  Pupil  Readiness 
for  Education.  This  is  a  momentous  step  toward  early  recognition,  intervention,  and 
prevention  of  school  adjustment  problems. 

7:  AUDIO-VISUAL  INSTRUCTION 

The  twentieth  year  of  organized  services  to  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  by  the 
Department  of  Audio-visual  Instruction  was  marked  by  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Paul  C. 
Cleaves  as  Director.  Mr.  Cleaves  leaves  his  position  after  many  years  of  service  to 
the  people  of  Weymouth.  He  was  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Audio-Visual  Instruction 
and  his  accomplishments  have  been  recognized  nationally. 

The  Instructional  Materials  Library  continues  to  expand.  However,  the  rate  fails 
to  meet  the  demands.  The  following  chart  indicates  the  three  year  growth  of  individu¬ 
al  titles  available  from  the  Instructional  Materials  Center.

New  sound  film  catalogs  covering  all  subject  areas  and  grade  levels  were  dis¬ 
tributed  in  1966.  The  filmstrip  catalog  will  be  distributed  early  in  1967.  All  instruc¬ 
tional  materials  and  equipment  are  being  keyed  to  IBM  cards  for  cataloging,  inven¬ 
tory,  and  special  area  listings. 

Educational  television,  via  the  21-inch  Classroom,  WGBH-TV,  Channel  2  was 
continued  for  the  ninth  year.  Over  30  programs  were  offered  for  students  from  the 
elementary  to  the  high  school  level.  Improved  quality  of  both  the  television  lessons 
and  the  detailed  lesson  plans  supplied  each  teacher  have  assured  a  bright  future  for 
this  educational  medium. 

The  closed- circuit  television  facilities  in  the  high  school  were  used  quite  suc¬ 
cessfully  during  1966,  with  more  and  more  teachers  discovering  the  potentialities  of 
the  studio.  The  remaining  need  of  the  television  studio  is  the  acquisition  of  a  video¬ 
tape  recorder.  We  hope  to  make  Channel  13,  WHS-TV  even  more  active  during  1967. 

The  preview  and  evaluation  program  was  continued  during  1966  with  more  than 
250  evaluations  received  on  such  materials  as  sound  films,  filmstrips,  prepared 
tapes  and  recordings,  as  well  as  material  in  the  fields  of  programmed  texts  (also 
commonly  referred  to  as  teaching  machines,  automated  teaching,  programmed  learn- 
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ing,  etc.).  The  relatively  new  cartridge-loaded,  self- threading,  8mm  "single- 
concept"  motion  picture  films  were  very  well  received  during  1966.  This  material 
is  most  effective  for  small  group  or  individual  study  and  is  fast  becoming  one  of  the 
most  used  visual  teaching  tools. 

Transparency  and  copy  making  equipment  is  now  available  in  every  school  build¬ 
ing  in  Weymouth.  The  demand  for  material  received  at  the  Instructional  Materials 
Center  indicates  that  this  equipment  is  being  utilized  by  more  and  more  teachers  all 
the  time.  The  use  of  the  overhead  projector,  coordinated  with  duplicated  seat-work 
copies  of  the  same  materials,  offers  a  most  effective  instructional  tool  to  the  teacher. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  passed  by  the  Federal 
Government,  has  further  emphasized  the  great  potential  inherent  in  media  technology. 
Throughout  this  act,  educational  media,  with  their  multi-media,  multi- sensory  ap¬ 
proach  to  education,  are  given  high  priority.  Under  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965,  Weymouth  received  almost  $21,000  in  1966.  Of 
this  amount,  $5,000  was  allotted  to  the  Instructional  Materials  Center  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  films,  filmstrips,  and  study  prints.  This  act  could  prove  to  be  very  helpful 
in  solving  many  of  the  problems  facing  the  instructional  materials  program. 

The  future  is  bright  for  the  Instructional  Materials  Center.  With  increased 
teacher  awareness  of  the  materials  and  the  acquisition  of  new  and  improved  equipment 
and  supplies,  the  center  will  be  better  able  to  serve  the  schools  of  the  community  in 
the  years  to  come. 

8:  HANDWRITING 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  handwriting  consultant  to  provide  a  tenable  phil¬ 
osophy  for  the  teaching  of  handwriting  in  the  schools.  A  serious  effort  is  made  to 
provide  the  best  possible  handwriting  program  within  the  limits  of  the  financial  re¬ 
sources  available  in  our  schools. 

The  handwriting  program,  to  be  effective,  must  provide  adequate  instructional 
and  motivational  materials  for  the  pupils  and  teachers.  There  must  be  a  concerted 
effort  on  the  part  of  all  to  understand  the  handwriting  problem  as  it  exists  and  to 
cooperate  in  a  well-organized  and  unified  attack  that  will  insure  an  acceptable  hand¬ 
writing  product.  Teachers  must  be  fully  informed  of  effective  techniques  in  teaching 
well-defined  units  of  instruction.  They  must  understand  the  basic  fundamentals  of 
design  in  letter  construction  and  the  proper  tempo  for  the  organized  drill  at  different 
grade  levels  in  order  to  achieve  the  national  standards  in  speed  and  quality  of  writ¬ 
ing.  It  is  very  important  that  a  writing  consciousness  be  developed  on  the  part  of 
pupils  and  teachers  to  the  extent  that  both  are  competent  to  evaluate  the  handwriting 
product. 

A  good  handwriting  program  must  provide  sufficient  direction  on  the  part  of  the 
handwriting  consultant  to  keep  pupils  and  teachers  informed  of  the  progress  that  is 
being  made  and  the  areas  that  need  special  remedial  attention.  An  effective  hand¬ 
writing  program  functions  in  the  informal  handwriting  as  well  as  in  the  formal  hand¬ 
writing  lesson.  This  means  that  careful  attention  must  be  given  to  the  transfer  of 
good  handwriting  from  the  formal  to  the  informal  as  it  operates  in  spelling,  arithme¬ 
tic,  English,  etc.  The  handwriting  program  should  give  special  attention  to  desirable 
concomitants  such  as  neatness,  accuracy,  attention  to  details,  etc. 

The  handwriting  consultant,  teachers,  and  local  administrative  officials  should 
understand  the  psychological  effect  of  good  handwriting  on  parents  who  are  inclined 
to  use  the  handwriting  product  as  a  measure  of  the  effectiveness  of  teaching  in  gen¬ 
eral  in  the  local  schools.  The  handwriting  product  is  something  thatparents  can  see. 
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We  who  are  responsible  for  the  handwriting  product  in  the  local  schools  are 
fully  conscious  of  these  factors  that  are  inherent  in  the  handwriting  program  and 
constantly  strive  to  improve  our  techniques  and  provide  effective  motivation. 

Following  is  a  statistical  summary  of  the  handwriting  achievement  in  Weymouth 
recorded  in  June  1966:  87%  of  the  pupils  scored  Excellent  in  the  formal  handwriting 
tests  administered  at  the  close  of  school;  9%  scored  Good;  and  4%  scored  Fair. 

We  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  teachers,  administrators, 
and  pupils  for  the  splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  at  all  times. 

9:  HEALTH 

Mrs.  Norma  Kiley,  R.N.  was  appointed  as  an  additional  full-time  school  nurse 
this  year.  Mrs.  Kiley  has  been  with  the  Board  of  Health  for  several  years  and  her 
experience  with  School  Health  policies  has  been  an  asset  to  this  department  as  well 
as  easing  the  pupil  load  for  the  other  nurses. 

Mrs.  Christina  Archibald,  now  a  full-time  secretary,  has  also  been  of  great 
assistance  with  the  heavy  clerical  work  compiling  health  records  and  many  other 
statistical  reports. 

As  the  state  law  requires  physical  examinations  annually  for  grades  I,  IV,  VH 
and  X,  letters  were  sent  out  by  the  school  nurses  to  parents  of  pre-schoolers,  third, 
sixth  and  ninth-graders  this  past  June.  As  a  result  of  the  request  letters,  many  par¬ 
ents  had  their  children  examined  by  the  family  physician  prior  to  the  opening  of  school 
in  September  (see  statistics  for  results).  We  hope  this  next  school  year,  through  the 
availability  of  more  secretarial  help,  to  be  able  to  encourage  parents  to  treat  vision 
and  hearing  defects  more  seriously. 

As  defective  vision  and  hearing  seriously  interfere  with  a  child's  education,  an 
effort  is  made  each  year  to  test  the  vision  and  hearing  of  every  child.  The  instrument 
by  which  the  hearing  is  tested  is  the  "Maico"  Audiometer;  at  present  there  is  no  better 
screening  method.  This  instrument  can  discover  significant  hearing  loss  that  other¬ 
wise  would  go  undetected  and  untreated.  As  parents  and  teachers  know,  loss  of  hear¬ 
ing  may  result  in  undesirable  behavior  or  lack  of  scholastic  progress.  A  child  may 
be  scolded  for  seeming  stubborn  or  inattentive.  Vision  is  tested  by  a  Titmus  ma¬ 
chine.  This  instrument  is  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  is 
equipped  to  give  the  prescribed  Massachusetts  vision  test.  Parents  are  notified  if 
defects  are  found  and  are  urged  to  take  their  children  to  either  an  eye  or  ear  special¬ 
ist  for  advice  and  treatment. 

Finding  trouble  is  only  the  first  step  in  any  school  health  program.  Unless  re¬ 
ferrals  are  treated  seriously,  the  program  is  of  no  value.  Parents  are  invited  to 
discuss  these  matters  with  the  school  nurse  either  by  phone  or  by  personal  visit. 

As  emotional  disturbances  sometimes  spring  from  uncorrected  physical  problems, 
intelligent,  cooperative  treatment  may  mean  more  to  the  child  than  even  the  parents 
or  nurse  realize. 

The  school  nurses  had  many  interesting  speakers  this  past  year  for  in-service 
meetings. 

1.  Dr.  Nicholas  Fiumara,  Director  of  Communicable  Diseases  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  whose  subject  was  "Family  Living." 

2.  Dr.  Ira  Sherwin,  Neurologist,  Children's  Medical  Center.  Subject  and 
Film  on  Modern  Concepts  of  Epilepsy. 
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3.  Miss  Ann  MacKinnon,  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health.  Subject 
on  "The  Nurses'  role  and  responsibility  to  the  Hemophiliac  child  in  school." 

4.  Miss  Louella  Hennessey,  R.N.  from  Wrentham  State  Hospital  was  guest 
speaker  at  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Convention — nursing  section.  Her 
message  was,  "The  role  of  the  community  nurse  dealing  with  the  retarded 
child." 

At  the  Weymouth  Teachers'  Association  Convention  held  in  May  the  school 
nurses  attended  the  Personal  Services  Workshop.  Mr.  John  Collins,  Senior  Mental 
Health  Consultant  assigned  to  the  Quincy  Juvenile  Court  and  Court  Clinic,  described 
the  function  of  the  school  and  court  in  the  evaluation  of  the  deviant  child  and  in  the 
planning  of  a  program  for  his  treatment  and  re-adjustment. 

Pre-school  registration  was  held  in  May  for  children  who  were  to  enter  Grade  I 
in  September.  The  school  nurses  met  with  the  parents  of  these  children  to  urge  that 
complete  physical  and  dental  examinations  be  completed  during  the  summer  months. 
School  health  services  and  the  vision  and  hearing  screening  program  were  explained 
to  the  parents.  The  referral  policies  were  stressed  and  parents  have  cooperated  with 
the  school  nurses  in  this  area.  Each  year  more  and  more  children  have  had  the 
family  doctor  complete  the  health  appraisals  (see  statistics). 

Physical  handicaps  are  reported  to  the  State  Department  of  Education  annually. 
This  year  there  are  439  names  on  that  report.  Many  of  these  pupils  are  new  to  Wey¬ 
mouth  schools;  others  were  added  to  the  list  since  last  year.  Pupils  able  to  attend 
school  do  so,  but  they  are  watched  carefully  by  their  teachers,  and  any  deviation 
from  the  normal  is  usually  reported  to  the  school  nurse.  Some  are  confined  to  home 
with  special  tutoring,  as  recommended  by  the  family  physician  and  approved  by  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

In  February,  the  Tine  test  for  the  discovery  of  tuberculosis  was  given  in 
Grades  I  and  IX. 

All  school  personnel  were  X-Rayed  in  April  for  certification  of  freedom  from 
tuberculosis  by  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  Mobile  Unit. 

Last  May  students  in  Grade  I  received  a  Booster  dose  of  Sabin  oral  Tri-Valent 
polio  vaccine  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Health.  School  nurses  also  reached 
new  students  to  Weymouth  and  others  that  failed  to  complete  the  series  in  the  past. 

Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  immunizations  were  held  in  November  for  Grades  I,  V, 
and  X. 

10:  HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

This  year  between  January  and  December  fifty-eight  children  received  home  in¬ 
struction,  with  the  length  of  time  that  many  of  these  children  were  at  home  longer 
than  usual. 

Four  days  a  week  is  the  average  number  of  days  that  we  see  each  child  unless 
there  is  a  time  when  we  have  five  or  less  students.  Many  times  we  have  to  cut  down 
to  three  days  when  our  program  is  crowded.  These  are  the  times  that  we  especially 
appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  classroom  teachers,  particularly  when  they  share 
their  written  work  and  tests  with  us.  This  keeps  the  student  at  home  abreast  of  the 
class. 

The  disabilities  of  the  pupils  whom  we  saw  were  many  and  varied.  Many  were 
recovering  from  surgery,  while  others  were  suffering  from  diseases  such  as  rheuma- 
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toid  arthritis,  mononucleosis,  hepatitis,  muscular  dystrophy,  etc.  Broken  bones 
were  numerous  and  then  there  were  a  few  emotionally  disturbed  children  whom  we 
tried  to  help. 

The  work  we  do  is  rewarding  especially  when  we  see  pupils  return  to  school  and 
keep  up  with  their  classmates.  It  would  be  more  rewarding  if  we  had  another  teacher 
to  help  when  we  are  trying  to  handle  twelve  or  fifteen  children  a  week  and  finding  it 
an  almost  impossible  job. 

11:  SPEECH  &  HEARING  THERAPY 

During  the  1965-1966  school  year  239  elementary  and  junior  high  school  pupils 
received  Speech  and/or  Hearing  Therapy  for  delayed  speech  and  language  development, 
articulation  defects,  voice  quality  problems,  stuttering  symptoms,  mutism,  cleft 
palate  and  cerebral  palsied  speech,  defects  due  to  hearing  handicaps,  lip  reading  and 
auditory  training  for  the  hard-of-hearing  and  deaf,  difficulties  due  to  foreign  accent, 
and  neurological  impairment  of  speech  and  language  function  or  Aphasia.  Over  20% 
of  those  children  in  therapy  were  dismissed  as  corrected  in  June  1966. 

In  September  1966,  1,  089  children  were  referred  for  testing  and  diagnosis  by 
teachers,  principals,  nurses  and  guidance  counselors.  It  was  determined  by  the  two 
public  school  therapists  in  conjunction  with  the  Federal  Government  Project  ASSET 
therapists  that  640  pupils  in  grades  1  through  9  would  benefit  from  help.  However, 
the  State  Department  of  Education  regulations  limit  case  loads  to  100  students  per 
therapist.  At  present  389  students  are  receiving  therapy  twice  weekly  in  group  or 
individual  sessions  with  the  two  school  therapists  and  the  two  Project  ASSET  thera¬ 
pists. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  school  therapists,  three  Boston  University  seniors 
completed  their  clinical  training  with  children  in  two  elementary  schools  and  the 
Special  Classes  for  the  Educable  from  January  to  June  1966.  In  October  1966  three 
other  Boston  University  Speech  Pathology  major  students  began  observing  language 
development  and  teaching  speech  improvement  lessons  in  grade  1  classes. 

Diagnostic  reports  are  sent  to  teachers  and  parents  of  those  children  included  in 
the  program.  Progress  reports  are  sent  to  parents  in  January  and  June.  Parent 
conferences  are  encouraged  and  consultations  with  the  school  psychologist  and  ad¬ 
justment  counselor  concerning  children  who  have  emotional  and  intellectual  prob¬ 
lems  as  well  as  speech  and  hearing  difficulties  are  held  periodically.  Referrals  are 
made  to  outside  agencies  for  those  children  whose  needs  cannot  be  met  within  the 
school  situation. 

The  Speech  and  Hearing  Therapy  Department  working  closely  with  the  Project 
ASSET  therapists  has  as  its  goal  the  inclusion  in  the  program  of  every  Weymouth 
Public  School  pupil  who  evidences  need  in  this  area.  Hopefully,  the  Senior  High  School 
students  will  be  included  in  the  program  in  the  near  future.  It  is  believed  that  an 
early  approach  to  speech  problems  in  the  elementary  schools  will  decrease  the  num¬ 
ber  of  problems  in  the  upper  grades.  The  success  of  the  program  is,  in  large  part, 
due  to  the  constant,  fine  cooperation  of  principals,  teachers,  guidance  counselors, 
school  nurses  and  administrative  staff. 

12.  DRIVER  EDUCATION 

The  following  dealers  furnished  cars  for  the  driver  education  program  for  the 
year  1965-1966:  Jannell  Motors,  Inc. ,  Norfolk  Motors,  Inc. ,  and  Thorp  Motor  Co. 
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Students  are  required  to  attend  thirty  hours  of  classwork  as  well  as  behind-the- 
wheel  training  and  observation  time  in  the  car.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  instilling 
proper  attitudes,  safety  procedures,  and  driving  skills.  One  of  the  benefits  of  this 
training  is  a  substantial  reduction  in  insurance  rates,  especially  for  the  males. 

Beginning  January  1,  1967,  the  age  requirements  for  a  license  are  being  changed 
to  16-1/2  years  for  those  with  a  driver  education  certificate  and  to  17  years  of  age 


for  those  without  a  certificate.

13.  SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 


The  libraries  in  the  five  secondary  schools  experienced  a  year  of  unusual  growth 
and  activity  in  1966.  Federal  money  for  the  purchase  of  library  books  became  avail¬ 
able  for  the  first  time  under  Title  II  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act 
of  1966.  The  use  of  the  facilities  and  the  circulation  of  books  increased  sharply  at 
the  high  school  and  at  the  high  school  annex.  Clerical  assistance  was  provided  to  a 
greater  extent  than  in  past  years. 

The  impact  of  Title  II  money  -  $7,  316  at  the  High  School  and  $8,  600  at  the  High 
School  and  East  Junior  High  -  was  tremendous.  It  was  expended  for  materials  which 
support  and  enrich  the  curriculum  of  every  department  at  the  High  School  and  Voca¬ 
tional  Technical  High  School.  Many  large  sets  of  books  normally  out  of  reach  finan¬ 
cially  were  secured  and  additional  copies  of  some  reference  books  were  obtained  for 
loan  to  students  unable  to  stay  after  the  close  of  school.  At  the  High  School  Annex 
and  East  Junior  High,  the  number  of  books  was  doubled  in  1966,  with  over  70%  of  the 
added  books  being  bought  with  federal  money.  The  basic  reference  materials  were 
expanded  in  the  process  to  serve  more  adequately  the  research  needs  of  pupils,  and  a 
great  variety  of  books  to  support  and  enrich  the  expanding  curriculum  were  added. 

At  the  high  school,  a  significant  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library  for  research 
purposes  took  place.  To  prepare  their  students  for  group  projects  or  individual  re¬ 
ports,  teachers  bring  entire  classes  to  the  library  for  a  lesson  on  the  reference 
works  available  in  the  subject  area  of  the  assignment  and  on  the  correct  methods  of 
using  them.  Annotated  lists  of  the  reference  tools  are  given  out.  Later,  pupils  spend 
more  time  doing  the  actual  work  of  research  and  notetaking  under  supervision.  The 
pupil  then  pursues  his  topic  independently.  Improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  reports 
by  pupils  has  been  noted  as  a  result. 
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Clerical  assistance  was  provided  part  of  the  time  at  the  three  largest  libraries. 
The  librarians  request  expansion  of  this  assistance  along  with  additional  profes¬ 
sional  personnel. 

Library  service  clubs  flourished  in  all  the  libraries  and  book  fairs  were  held  in 
some.  Instruction  in  library  procedures  was  given  to  seventh  grade  classes  in  the 
junior  high  schools. 

The  guidelines  for  Title  II  indicated  that,  during  the  five-year  period  of  the 
legislation,  some  of  the  federal  money  must  be  spent  on  elementary  libraries.  Some 
serious  thought  is  needed  in  this  area  to  provide  space  for  the  materials  that  Title  II 
will  provide.

fl4.  EVENING  SCHOOLS 

Evening  classes  in  1966  attracted  an  average  number  of  adults:  799  registered 
and  all  but  10  were  placed  in  classes.  In  1964  the  registration  was  743  and  in  1965  it 
was  826.  Some  adults  participate  in  an  evening  class  one  year  or  possibly  two,  while 
others  take  advantage  of  classes  in  a  variety  of  subjects  over  a  period  of  several  years. 

For  at  least  a  dozen  years,  we  have  had  eight  clothing  classes  every  year.  This 
fact  indicates  that  a  real  and  continuing  need  is  being  met.  Next  most  popular  is  rug 
braiding,  with  four  classes  each  year  for  several  years.  This  year,  we  have  added 
a  class  in  Furniture  Refinishing  and  started  classes  in  Speed  Reading. 

Exhibits  of  articles  made  or  renewed  in  these  classes  were  held  both  at  South 
Junior  High  School  and  at  the  High  School  at  the  end  of  the  season  in  March.

Principals  for  these  evening  classes  are  Mr.  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr.  ,  at  the 
High,  Bicknell  Junior  High  and  Central  Junior  High  Schools  and  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Lambe 
at  South  Junior  High  School. 

Evening  classes  were  also  held  at  the  Vocational  School  and  are  listed  in  the  report 
of  the  Director. 

15.  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  eighth  session  of  the  Weymouth  Summer  School  opened  on  June  27,  with  614 
students  enrolled  in  a  total  of  745  courses.  As  usual,  the  session  ran  for  six  weeks, 
closing  on  August  5. 

On  May  17,  pre-registration  letters  were  distributed  to  all  students  in  Weymouth 
above  Grade  5.  Addressed  to  parents,  these  letters  told  of  the  basic  work  of  the  pro¬ 
gram,  listed  the  enrichment  courses  available,  and  carried  a  statement-of-interest 
form  which  could  be  returned.  On  June  1,  registration  began.  Booklets  which  had 
been  printed  by  the  Weymouth  Vocational  and  Technical  High  School  were  distributed. 

Teachers  are  concerned  about  the  most  effective  methods  for  meeting  the  particu¬ 
lar  needs  of  those  enrolled  in  summer  school.  Individual  attention,  continual  assess¬ 
ment,  standardized  testing  during  the  first  and  sixth  week,  the  three-week  report  card, 
and  a  genuine  effort  to  make  each  student  feel  that  summer  school  offers  him  the  best 
and  greatest  opportunity  for  self-realization,  mark  the  effort  of  all  our  faculty. 

But  we  realize  that  summer  school  is  no  miraculous  panacea,  nor  is  mere  attend¬ 
ance  therein  tantamount  to  receiving  credit  for  a  course  failed  during  the  previous 
school  year.  The  fact  that  so  many  do  achieve  so  much  during  these  six  weeks  is 
simply  an  indication  of  what  the  student  is  able  to  accomplish  under  certain  circum¬ 
stances!  Standards  are  rigid,  and  any  student  who  finishes  his  work  with  a  satisfactory 
grade  has  earned  it!

PROGRAM  OF  STUDIES 

The  program  of  studies  for  the  1966  session  duplicated  that  of  the  1965  session 
with  the  following  exceptions: 

1.  Courses  in  Bookkeeping,  French  II,  Chemistry,  and  Advanced  Trigonom¬ 
etry  were  not  offered  because  of  insufficient  interest. 

2.  A  course  in  Spanish  I  was  offered  to  meet  the  immediate  needs  of  13  students. 

3.  New  offerings  were  made  in  the  following  enrichment  areas: 

Children’s  Theatre:  14  students  studied  the  many  forms  of  dramatic 

presentation  with  emphasis  on  voice,  diction,  and  gesture.  Pantomine, 
recitations,  monologues,  original  skits,  and  two  short  plays  were 
vehicles  used  by  this  group. 

Preview  of  Geometry:  This  course  was  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  those 
who  would  be  entering  a  class  in  Geometry  in  September.  18  were 
enrolled. 

4.  One  additional  teacher  of  Developmental  Reading  worked  three  hours  daily. 
This  was  necessitated  by  the  increased  enrollment  in  this  area  and  by  the  increase  in 
numbers  in  English  II,  which  forced  us  to  divide  that  group  between  two  teachers. 

5.  Large  classes  in  English  II  and  in  English  III  were  divided  according  to 
curriculum  area,  i.e.  College,  Vocational,  Business,  General. 

6.  The  course  in  Typing,  offered  tuition-free  to  students  of  the  Graphic  Arts 
Division  of  the  Vocational  School,  was  not  given  this  summer.  Under  the  new  arrange¬ 
ment,  this  subject  will  be  taught  during  regular  school  time. 
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TEACHER-PUPIL  RATIO 

The  overall  class  average  for  courses  other  than  typing  and  Driver  Education  was 
12  students. 

In  grades  4-6  (one  hour  classes),  the  average  class  size  was  11,  with  a  minimum 
of  5  and  a  maximum  of  19.  In  1965  the  average  was  also  11.  Of  the  13  courses  offered, 
six  had  an  enrollment  of  10  or  fewer  pupils. 

In  grades  7  and  8,  the  average  class  size  was  12,  with  a  minimum  of  7  and  a  max¬ 
imum  of  18.  In  1965  the  average  was  14.  Of  the  13  class  offerings,  nine  had  enroll¬ 
ments  of  13  or  less. 

In  grades  9-12  (two  hour  classes),  the  average  class  size  in  academic  subjects  was 
14,  with  a  minimum  of  9  and  a  maximum  of  21.  The  average  class  size  for  the  years 

1964  and  1965  was  12. 

Despite  slight  variations  within  areas,  the  overall  class  size  settles  around  the 
figure  12.  .  .as  it  has  done  during  the  past  three  years.  Our  high  of  21  resulted  from  a 
last  minute  surge  in  English  I  enrollments.  The  teacher  felt  that  the  nature  of  the  work, 
together  with  the  two-hour  class  would  make  this  particular  situation  workable.  In 
English  II  and  in  English  III  we  were  able  to  divide  large  classes  because  of  available 
personnel  and  a  flexibility  of  schedule. 

The  program  of  testing  during  the  first  and  the  sixth  week  which  we  inaugurated  in 

1965  was  continued  this  year.  The  graphing  of  this  information  gave  us  a  clear  picture 
of  the  degree  of  achievement  of  each  pupil. 

Also ,  this  program  of  testing  and  evaluation  did  much  to  maintain  the  atmosphere 
of  diligence  and  purposefulness  which  characterizes  the  Weymouth  Summer  School. 

An  exhibit  of  the  work  of  students  in  the  Art,  Sewing,  and  Theatre  groups  was  held 
on  Thursday,  August  4,  in  the  lobby  of  the  O’Donnell  Auditorium  and  in  the  Theatre 
Workshop.  Invitations  were  block-printed  by  the  students  in  the  Art  classes  and  dis¬ 
tributed  to  parents  and  school  administrators.  Attendance  was  most  rewarding.  We 
feel  certain  that  everyone  concerned  felt  a  genuine  sense  of  accomplishment. 


THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


Helen  C.  McGovern,

"Understanding  children  is  paramount  to  good  teaching.”  Research  studies  show 
that  teachers  must  be  sensitive  to  the  feelings,  needs,  and  goals  of  children  and  make 
piovision  for  them  in  their  teaching.  We  feel  that  the  teachers  and  principals  in  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools  are  particularly  attuned  to  the  feelings  and  needs  of  the 
children.  They  have  worked  cooperatively  with  the  School  Adjustment  Counselor,  the 
School  Psychologist,  and  the  Director  of  Instruction  in  a  team  effort  to  develop  the 
best  possible  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual  child.  It  has  been  most 
gratifying  to  work  with  such  a  professional  group  of  people. 
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CURRENT  PROGRAMS 
Curriculum 


Over  the  years  the  term  curriculum  has  had  many  and  varied  definitions .  At  the  ' 
present  time  it  is  commonly  defined  as  "  all  the  learning  experiences  which  are 
planned  and  sponsored  by  the  school."  These  experiences  must  be  constantly  devel¬ 
oped  and  thoughtfully  evaluated.  These  experiences  must  prepare  the  child  not  only  for 
the  world  in  which  he  lives  today  but  also  for  the  world  in  which  he  will  live  in  the  future. 

During  the  past  year,  two  areas  of  curriculum  have  been  selected  for  study,  eval¬ 
uation,  and  development;  these  areas  are  science  and  social  studies. 

1.  Science 


Although  the  work  of  the  science  committee  is  not  complete,  progress  has  been 
made  to  the  point  that  aims  have  been  established  as  follows: 

1.  to  establish  some  broad  general  statements 

2.  to  establish  the  various  areas  to  be  covered 

3.  to  establish  specific  concepts  to  be  developed  in  each  area  at  each 
grade  level 

4.  to  develop  enrichment  materials 

5.  to  establish  methods  of  evaluation 

The  first  two  of  these  aims  have  been  accomplished  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
third  will  be  developed  in  depth  during  a  summer  institute. 

2.  Social  Studies 


The  social  studies  committee  has  worked  diligently  during  the  year.  Thus  far  it 
has  established  outlines  of  the  areas  to  be  covered  in  geography  and  history  for  each 
grade  level. 

Future  plans  of  the  committee  involve  the  development  of  curriculum  guides  plus 
the  development  of  a  map  program  for  each  grade  level. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

In  the  area  of  special  education  are  included  the  services  provided  for  those 
children  who  require  special  help.  Among  these  services  are  special  class  teaching 
for  those  children  who  are  unable  to  keep  up  with  a  regular  class  situation,  speech 
therapy,  home  instruction  for  children  unable  to  attend  school  due  to  a  physical 
disability,  and  remedial  reading  instruction. 

At  present  ten  remedial  reading  teachers  are  working  in  our  elementary  schools 
helping  those  pupils  who  have  reading  problems.  Through  the  effective  use  of  diagnos¬ 
tic  tools  and  corrective  methods,  the  improvement  shown  by  the  pupils  is  impressive. 

FUTURE  PROGRAMS 

First  Grade  Readiness  Program 

For  some  time  we  have  had  concern  for  those  children  in  our  first  grades  who  were 
not  quite  ready  physically,  socially,  or  emotionally  to  cope  successfully  with  the  many 
activities  of  the  grade.  Rather  than  allow  the  children  to  develop  habits  and  attitudes  of 
failure  and  frustration  which  would  affect  all  of  their  future  school  life,  we  have  planned 
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a  pre-first  grade  program  which  will  start  early  in  January  of  1967.  This  program, 
which  will  be  carried  on  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act, 
will  provide  for  the  children  a  well  planned,  suitable  program  of  readiness  development 
which  will  make  their  new  start  in  first  grade  in  September  a  more  successful  exper¬ 
ience  for  them. 

More  and  more  attention  is  being  drawn  to  the  early  child  development  years,  par¬ 
ticularly  3-6  when  attitudes  and  the  climate  of  learning  are  established.  This  is  be¬ 
coming  a  concern  nationwide  and  many  new  federal  programs  will  focus  on  this  area, 
for  without  a  solid  foundation,  no  education  program  can  be  structurally  sound.  This 
will  involve  closer  ties  with  the  child,  home,  and  school. 

PROJECT  ASSET 


Project  Asset  is  a  federally  financed  program  under  Title  I  of  Public  Law  89-10, 
better  known  as  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of  1965.  The  purpose  of 
Title  I  is  to  improve  the  education  of  deprived  children.  A  deprived  child  is  any  child 
who  has  a  learning  problem . 

At  this  time  fourteen  specialists  are  working  under  the  Asset  Program  in  both  the 
elementary  and  secondary  schools.  They  include  three  elementary  remedial  reading 
teachers,  one  secondary  remedial  reading  teacher,  two  speech  therapists,  two  adjust¬ 
ment  counselors,  a  work-study  coordinator  and  five  first  grade  readiness  teachers. 

It  is  too  soon  to  attempt  a  thorough  evaluation  of  the  Asset  Program  but  a  few  ob¬ 
servations  may  be  made  at  this  time.  One  clear  advantage  of  Title  I  programs  is  that 
they  bring  some  needed  flexibility  into  the  public  school.  Every  one  who  has  taken  edu¬ 
cation  courses  has  heard  again  and  again  that  a  teacher  should  "meet  the  child  where 
he  is."  This  means  that  the  teacher  should  determine  the  educational  level  of  each  child 
and  design  a  plan  of  study  that  is  suitable  for  each  child’s  educational  level  in  each  sub¬ 
ject.  In  a  classroom  with  one  teacher  and  thirty  children  at  various  educational  levels, 
this  is  difficult  to  do. 

Title  I  money  allows  the  public  school  to  hire  some  specialists  to  work  with  small 
groups  of  children  who  have  special  learning  problems.  These  specialists  have  time  to 
focus  on  the  individual  child  and  his  individual  educational  problems.  This  time  is  just 
not  available  to  the  classroom  teacher. 

Another  point  that  may  be  made  at  this  time  is  that  learning  difficulties  of  children 
are  extremely  complex.  Both  the  diagnosis  of  the  difficulty  and  the  methods  of  correc¬ 
tion  are  hard  to  identify.  Educational  research  has  made  great  strides  in  the  past  few 
years ,  but  there  is  still  a  great  deal  we  need  to  know  if  we  are  to  really  help  all 
children. 
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WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  John  F.  Martin,  Principal 

The  first  report  to  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Col¬ 
leges,  as  required  by  the  evaluation  process  in  1965,  will  be  made  in  June,  1967. 
Some  of  the  Evaluation  Committee's  recommendations  have  already  been  acted  upon. 
Others  are  either  in  the  process  of  being  completed,  or  are  under  consideration. 

The  final  report  will  be  due  in  1970. 

The  I.B.M.  Center  is  functioning  very  well.  The  addition  of  an  assistant  has 
increased  its  service  to  the  point  that  programs  for  the  10th,  11th,  and  12th  grades 
and  reports  for  all  grades  in  the  junior  high  schools  as  well  as  the  Weymouth  High 
School  and  the  Weymouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School  are  now  processed  there. 

This  school  year  has  seen  the  organization  of  all  senior  college  preparatory 
English  classes  in  the  team  teaching  program.  It  also  marks  the  completion  of  a 
fourth  area  of  curriculum  development,  a  six-year  comprehensive  composition  pro¬ 
gram.  The  most  effective  development  within  the  English  Department  has  been  the 
limitation  of  teacher  load  to  approximately  120  students. 

The  Remedial  Reading  Program  continues  to  expand  its  services  and  this  year 
has  included  students  from  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  has  innovated  a  new  instructional  facility,  the 
Social  Studies  Laboratory.  In  the  past  year  students  have  been  afforded  on-the-scene 
experience  by  this  department  in  other  ways.  Forty- three  high  school  students 
traveled  to  New  York  for  a  one-day  tour  of  the  United  Nations.  In  March,  Weymouth 
was  host  to  a  group  of  New  Bedford  Vocational  High  School  students  who  attended  the 
Town  Meeting,  and  our  students  visited  New  Bedford  later  to  study  city  government 
and  attend  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council.  Currently,  two  teams  of  student  news¬ 
casters  prepare  and  present  weekly  news  programs  via  the  closed  circuit  television. 

Team  teaching  was  introduced  in  the  Home  Economics  Department  this  year  in 
Clothing  Design  and  Nutrition.  This  has  enabled  more  students  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  program.  The  scope  of  offering  in  this  department  now  includes  Nutrition, 
Clothing  Design,  Chefs'  Course,  Foods  I  and  n,  and  Clothing  I  and  II. 

A  "new"  mathematics  curriculum  is  emerging  at  the  entire  secondary  level. 
Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  unifying  themes  or  ideas  in  mathematics  and  its 
structure.  The  new  curriculum  encourages  students  to  uncover  general  laws  and 
principles.  The  approach  is  that  of  search  and  discovery;  the  goal  is  an  understand¬ 
ing  of  "why"  as  well  as  "how."  Old  courses  are  being  streamlined  and  expanded  to 
include  new  topics  which  are  pertinent  to  modern  needs. 

Additional  Foreign  Language  laboratory  equipment  has  been  installed  to  bring  the 
total  to  two  thirty-position  laboratories  where  students  may  listen  to  native  speakers, 
record  and  listen  to  their  own  voices,  perform  quick-change  grammatical  and  pro¬ 
nunciation  drills,  take  comprehension  tests,  and  practice  the  foreign  language  of 
their  choice  in  a  much  more  intensified  manner.  Russian  I  and  Spanish  III  are  new 
courses  that  have  been  added  to  this  curriculum. 

The  Business  Department  is  in  the  process  of  revising  the  Course  of  Study  to 
keep  up  with  current  trends.  New  machinery  has  been  added  with  money  received 
from  the  Vocational  Education  Act  and  is  being  utilized  to  enable  the  more  advanced 
student  to  practice  at  a  rate  of  speed  higher  than  normal,  as  well  as  to  enable  the 
slow  learner  to  proceed  at  a  more  moderate  rate. 
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The  Science  Department  has  added  Applied  Biology  in  the  12th  grade.  Earth 
Science  is  being  offered  to  one  section  as  a  General  Physics  course.  Science  teach¬ 
ers  have  sponsored  field  trips  and  extra-curricular  science  activities  of  many  types 
such  as  clubs,  project  work,  student  conventions  and  symposiums.  Several  teachers 
are  experimenting  with  a  multitext  approach  in  Chem  Study.  Two  teachers  attended 
National  Science  Foundation  Institutes  in  the  summer  of  1966.  Another  has  been 
selected  for  an  In-Service  National  Science  Foundation  Institute  this  year  to  work 
with  people  who  are  developing  the  Harvard  Project  Physics  course  for  Secondary 
Schools.  As  a  result,  the  department  is  aware  of  current  thinking  in  the  field  and 
new  ideas  will  be  adopted  whenever  advisable.

WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Report  of  John  F.  Collins,  Director 

The  enrollment  of  this  school  on  October  1,  1966,  was  359.  This  increased  to 
364  on  December  1,  1966.  Of  this  enrollment,  fifty- two  are  non-resident  students 
coming  from  sixteen  surrounding  towns. 

There  were  several  changes  in  the  faculty  this  year,  namely  Benjamin  Nighelli, 
who  is  teaching  first  and  second  year  algebra,  trigonometry,  geometry  and  physics 
in  the  Electronics  Department;  Michael  Fucillo,  who  is  assigned  to  the  electronics 
laboratory,  teaching  the  junior  and  senior  classes;  Donald  Guay,  a  teacher  in  the 
Cabinetmaking  Department;  and  Kenneth  Perez,  who  is  the  instructor  in  charge  of  the 
Auto  Body  Shop. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  requires  that  vocational  students  learn  under 
trade  conditions  and  through  doing  productive  type  jobs.  With  this  accent  on  learning 
by  doing,  the  total  value  of  the  production  accomplished  was  $145,  976.  52.  Students 
who  take  advantage  of  this  type  of  instruction  have  had  no  difficulty  in  being  placed  in 
the  trade  for  which  they  were  trained,  or  in  continuing  their  studies.  Of  the  eighty- 
five  members  of  the  graduating  class,  three  entered  the  service,  ten  continued  in  full 
time  schools,  and  the  balance  entered  the  world  of  work  with  a  median  hourly  salary 
of  $1.98. 

The  Auto  Body  Department  completed  155  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $21,  283.  50. 
The  Auto  Repair  Department  repaired  359  cars  for  a  total  market  value  of  $51,335.08. 
The  Cabinetmaking  Department  manufactured  many  articles  of  furniture  for  the  school 
department,  as  well  as  constructing  the  kitchen  cabinets  for  the  house  building  pro¬ 
ject.  They  completed  144  jobs  with  a  market  value  of  $11,360.65.  The  Carpentry 
Department  completed  316  jobs  for  a  market  value  of  $27,  375.  66.  Carpentry  stu¬ 
dents  design  homes  and  various  woodworking  projects.  As  part  of  their  skill  train¬ 
ing,  carpentry  students  receive  instruction  in  house  construction.  The  home  com¬ 
pleted  this  year  was  a  seven  room  custom  Cape  with  a  detached  garage  for  Mr.  and 
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Mrs.  Harold  M.  Allonen.  The  house  presently  under  construction  is  an  eight  room 
Colonial  Garrison,  with  breezeway  and  two  car  garage  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert 
Richards. 

The  Electronics  Department  worked  on  thirty-one  projects  with  a  market  value 
of  $370.50.  Because  instruction  in  this  trade  is  basically  a  laboratory  situation,  pro¬ 
ductive  work  is  not  used  extensively.  The  Graphic  Arts  Department  produces  most 
of  the  school  department  printed  material.  This  year  they  completed  402  jobs  having 
a  market  value  of  $25,  676.  60.  Because  the  offset  branch  of  the  industry  is  growing 
so  rapidly,  the  school  must  make  changes  to  remain  effective.  This  year  a  25  inch 
offset  press  was  added,  along  with  a  mercury  vacuum  frame  and  line-up  table.  Most 
of  this  new  equipment  was  purchased  with  Public  Law  88-210  monies.  The  Sheet 
Metal  Department  completed  219  jobs,  having  a  market  value  of  $8,  574.  53.  This 
department  fabricates  and  installs  the  forced  warm  air  heating  system  in  the  house 
project  as  one  of  its  jobs.  The  related  instructor  designs  the  heating  system  and 
various  other  metal  projects  that  are  manufactured,  and  the  students  prepare  the 
necessary  drawings  as  part  of  their  class  activity. 

The  counterpart  of  any  effective  trade  training  program  is  the  academic  offering 
which  parallels  the  shop  instruction.  Our  students  receive  instruction  in  English, 
civics,  history,  and  problems  of  democracy. 

To  insure  that  the  instruction  given  meets  the  requirements  of  industry,  an  ad¬ 
visory  committee  meets  annually  at  which  time  the  individual  committees  review  the 
course  being  offered  and  make  recommendations  for  improvement.  In  conjunction 
with  the  close  relationship  of  industry  and  school  for  better  instruction,  the  school 
received  two  new  automobile  engines  with  necessary  tools  from  local  garages  this 
past  year. 

Visits  to  industry  and  exhibits  are  important  phases  of  instruction,  for  students 
are  able  to  observe  new  trends  and  requirements  of  the  trade.  This  past  year  the 
Auto  Repair  Department  attended  a  trade  show  at  Suffolk  Downs.  The  Auto  Body  De¬ 
partment  visited  the  Chevrolet  Assembly  Plant  in  Framingham.  The  Cabinetmaking 
Department  visited  a  kitchen  cabinet  manufacturing  concern.  The  senior  Graphic 
Arts  students  were  guests  of  the  Mead  Paper  Company  and  Rourke-Eno  Paper  Com¬ 
pany  at  a  luncheon  and  tour  of  the  paper  manufacturing  plant  in  Lunenberg.  The 
Electronics  students  toured  the  National  Cash  Register  plant.  The  Sheet  Metal 
classes  visited  the  Limbach  Company,  and  observed  ventilation  and  air  conditioning 
construction. 

Seven  students  from  the  first  class  to  be  graduated  from  the  Structural  Design 
course  were  awarded  certificates  at  the  exercises  in  June.  This  is  a  two  year  post 
graduate  course  in  architectural  design  and  drafting.  All  graduates  were  placed  in 
drafting  positions,  and  the  reports  received  at  the  school  indicate  that  they  were  well 
trained  and  were  proving  successful.  All  have  earned  raises  above  the  average  be¬ 
ginning  salary  of  $92.00,  and  many  are  attending  company  sponsored  courses  at 
nearby  colleges.  As  a  result  of  this  achievement,  fifteen  students  were  inspired  to 
enroll  this  September,  making  a  total  of  twenty-one. 

As  part  of  the  curriculum,  driver  education  is  offered.  This  course  has  proved 
to  be  successful  and  records  show  that  sixty-four  students  received  classroom,  plus 
behind- the-wheel  instruction,  after  which  they  received  their  licenses.  Each  de¬ 
partment  of  the  school  presented  an  assembly  based  upon  how  that  particular  trade 
affects  the  lives  and  jobs  of  others.  In  most  instances  guest  speakers  from  industry 
were  featured.  The  Auto  Repair  Department  participated  in  the  annual  Plymouth 
Trouble  Shooting  contest  held  at  Newton.  Weymouth  was  the  eleventh  team  to  remedy 
the  malfunctions  of  the  car  and  drive  around  the  track. 
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The  Boston  Club  of  Printing  House  Craftsmen  held  their  monthly  meeting  here 
in  cooperation  with  the  Graphic  Arts  Department.  Over  ninety  craftsmen  were  in 
attendance,  as  well  as  representatives  from  the  State  Department  of  Education,  and 
the  Weymouth  School  Committee.  Factory  representatives  demonstrated  the  modern 
equipment  of  this  department  and  the  craftsmen  were  able  to  view  the  outstanding 
work  produced. 

Each  term  the  Weymouth  Vocational  Teachers  present  Merit  Awards  to  those 
students  who  excel  in  school  citizenship  and  scholastic  achievement.  Through  a  rat¬ 
ing  system  one  student  from  each  department  is  selected  for  the  annual  award. 
Winners  this  year  were:  Richard  Anderson,  Auto  Body;  Charles  Lees,  Auto  Repair; 
Cabinetmaking, Glenn  Pelrine;  Andrew  Jacobs,  Carpentry;  William  Crooks,  Elec¬ 
tronics;  Howard  Dempsey,  Jr. ,  Graphic  Arts  and  David  Bittner,  Sheet  Metal. 

Dr.  Beatty,  president  of  Wentworth  Institute, was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  voca¬ 
tional  workshop  as  part  of  the  Weymouth  Teachers'  Convention. 

The  School  participated  in  four  federal  programs  which  were  financed  by  Public 
Law  88-210  federal  funds.  They  were: 

a.  A  summer  work-study  program  in  which  fifteen  vocational  students  were 
able  to  earn  $45.00  a  week  assisting  the  school  electrician,  plumber, 
painters,  ground  crew,  and  custodians.  This  program  helped  immeasur¬ 
ably  in  solving  a  critical  manpower  shortage,  and  at  the  same  time  gave  the 
students  work  experience. 

b.  A  work-study  program  conducted  during  the  school  term  whereby  nine  stu¬ 
dents  were  able  to  earn  $45.00  a  month  assisting  the  custodians  in  maintain¬ 
ing  the  larger  schools.  In  both  programs  applicants  had  to  meet  the  federal 
requirements  for  assistance  and  be  able  to  maintain  a  proper  scholastic 
standing. 

c.  A  program  for  indentured  apprentices  in  the  automotive  industry.  This  is  a 
joint  program  with  Chrysler  Motor  Corporation  and  the  Federal  Government 
in  which  the  students  receive  related  instruction  at  the  school  two  evenings 

a  week  and  on-the-job  instruction  at  the  automobile  agency. 

d.  A  Manpower  Development  Training  program  (MDTA),  in  which  eight  students 
completed  a  1250  hour  course  in  electronics  in  August.  Currently,  twenty- 
one  men  are  being  trained  for  entry  into  the  electronics  industry  as  electron¬ 
ic  mechanics.  Underwriting  this  particular  program  is  $18,022.00  in  fed¬ 
eral  funds.  This  class  meets  six  hours  per  day  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
regular  day  school.  This  particular  section  will  run  forty- three  weeks. 

Evening  School  classes  were  conducted  in  the  following  areas:  Cabinetmaking 
and  Carpentry  for  the  home;  Machine  and  Photo  Composition;  Apprentice  Carpentry; 
Building  Technology;  Offset  Press  Work;  Offset  Lithography;  Basic  Electronics. 

There  was  a  total  enrollment  of  140. 

Student  representatives  of  each  department  of  the  school,  along  with  Mr.  Mahn, 
guidance  instructor,  visited  each  of  the  junior  high  schools  and  presented  an  orienta¬ 
tion  program  to  aid  ninth  grade  students  in  making  course  selections.  In  conjunction 
with  this,  trips  were  arranged  by  the  junior  high  schools  to  the  vocational  school.  A 
guided  tour  was  arranged  to  acquaint  students  with  the  various  vocational  offerings.

The  Library  and  its  branches  are  open  for  circulation  of  books,  reference  serv¬ 
ices  and  reading  as  noted  above,  except  on  Sundays  and  legal  holidays. 

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary  residents 
are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents.  Non-residents  may  bor¬ 
row  books  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $3. 00. 

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines,  pamphlets  and 
pictures  for  home  use.  Phonograph  records  may  be  borrowed  at  the  Main  Library, 
and  the  North  Branch  now  circulates  children's  records.  The  Library  card  must  be 
presented  when  books  and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children's  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children's  Departments  at  the 
Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for  the  boys  and  girls.  Chil¬ 
dren  under  Senior  High  School  age  are  entitled  to  a  card  if  the  application  is  signed  by 
a  parent  or  guardian.  Story  hours  for  the  younger  children  are  held  throughout  the 
winter  months: 

Main  Library:  Pre-School,  Thursday  9:30  and  10:30  A.M. 

Grades  1-up,  Thursday  2:15  and  3:20  P.M. 

North  Branch:  Pre-School,  Friday,  10  A.  M. ;  Grades  1-4,  Friday,  3:15  P.M. 

Reference  Service  is  available  at  the  Library  or  by  telephone. 

For  the  convenience  of  residents  in  the  various  part  of  the  Town  there  is  a  week¬ 
ly  exchange  of  books  from  all  Branch  Libraries.  A  Library  card  is  valid  at  any 
Branch  or  at  the  Main  Library.  There  is  also  a  weekly  exchange  of  books  with  the 
Fogg  Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  library  personnel  are  delighted  with  the  new  Tufts  Library  building,  and 
judging  by  the  tremendous  increase  in  library  use,  the  public  are  also. 

Now  that  library  needs  have  been  taken  care  of  in  Weymouth  Landing,  the  next 
move  should  be  to  provide  better  library  facilities  in  East  Weymouth.  This  branch 
library  is  located  in  an  old  rented  building,  where  the  lack  of  space  prevents  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  many  library  functions  which  are  a  part  of  a  modern  library. 

The  Trustees  have  made  no  definite  commitment  concerning  what  to  do  at  East 
Weymouth,  but  it  seems  logical  to  devote  the  year  1967  to  a  consideration  of  possible 
sites  for  a  new  branch  library.  The  possibility  of  securing  money  from  Federal  Aid 
should  also  be  investigated  and  applied  for. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  and  commend  the  citizens  of  the  Town  who  were  ap¬ 
pointed  to  serve  with  them  on  the  Building  Committee  for  the  new  Tufts  Library 
building.  Their  work  was  outstanding  and  they  gave  of  their  time  and  talents  unstint- 
ingly.  We  refer  to  Miss  Christine  Evarts,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Miss  Rosa¬ 
mond  Cunniff,  Secretary,  Mrs.  Lucille  M.  Geever  and  Mr.  Lester  R.  Fulton.  Also, 
Mrs.  Barbara  S.  Thayer,  who  was  later  elected  to  the  Library  Board. 

Thanks  and  best  wishes  to  Dr.  Wallace  H.  Drake  who  retired  from  the  Library 
Board  early  in  1966.  Dr.  Drake  had  served  as  a  Trustee  of  the  Tufts  Library  for  a 
total  of  forty-two  years,  in  two  terms,  1920-1932  and  1936-1966.  During  these  years 
he  contributed  much  time  and  effort  on  behalf  of  the  library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  LIBRARIAN 


How  have  the  townspeople  of  Weymouth  responded  to  the  opportunities  offered  in 
the  new  main  library  building?  We  have  now  occupied  the  building  at  46  Broad  Street 
for  a  full  year  and  can  report  some  interesting  facts  about  its  use.  Many  more  people 
are  coming  to  the  library,  drawn  by  the  attractive,  spacious  facilities,  including 
parking  space.  They  are  borrowing  more  books,  making  more  use  of  the  reference 
materials  in  the  library,  attending  meetings  and  story  hours  which  were  not  possible 
before. 

Two  thousand  new  borrowers  applied  for  cards  at  the  Main  Library,  nine  hundred 
more  than  last  year.  Circulation  of  books  increased  31%  over  the  number  borrowed 
for  home  use  in  1965,  when  eleven  months  of  that  year  were  spent  in  the  old  building. 
The  same  rate  of  increase  in  use  applies  to  both  children  and  adults. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  service  in  the  new  building  is  the  Reference  Depart¬ 
ment,  where  a  trained  staff  member  is  always  available  to  help  the  public.  Here  an 
hourly  check  of  attendance  shows  13,041  people  using  this  room  during  1966.  While 
most  of  the  patrons  found  their  own  material  on  the  shelves,  the  staff  answered  1,969 
questions  involving  the  use  of  reference  materials.  Much  informal  instruction  was 
given  on  the  spot  to  students  who  wanted  to  use  the  periodical  indexes,  the  card  cata¬ 
log,  the  microfilm  reader  and  other  reference  tools.  The  investment  services,  the 
business  and  telephone  directories  available  in  the  Reference  Room  have  received  ex¬ 
tensive  use.  When  we  cannot  find  needed  material  within  our  own  collection,  we  turn 
to  other  libraries  for  help.  This  past  year  we  borrowed  138  books  to  supplement  our 
resources.  In  turn  we  loaned  35  volumes  to  other  libraries. 

When  the  Young  Adult  Department  settled  in  its  new  room,  seventh  and  eighth 
graders,  formerly  limited  to  the  Children's  Department,  were  allowed  to  use  this 
room.  The  junior  high  grades  have  now  become  the  almost  exclusive  users  of  this 
area  during  the  afternoon  hours.  Material  to  meet  their  needs  has  been  transferred 
from  the  Children's  Room  collection.  The  Young  Adult  Librarian  notes  that  "Par¬ 
ents  and  children,  singly  and  together,  come  frequently  to  make  use  of  the  college 
catalogs  and  other  college  selection  tools.  The  librarian  receives  a  fair  number  of 
inquiries  in  this  area,  also  some  by  phone.  Additional  college  catalogs  are  sent  for 
when  requested.  The  career  pamphlet  file  and  non-fiction  career  books  are  well  used 
during  school  guidance  program  career  selection  periods." 

The  Children's  Department  reports  a  most  successful  and  interesting  year.  It 
has  been  very  busy  making  new  friends,  circulating  more  books  and  maintaining  a 
close  schedule.  Activities  made  possible  by  the  new  building  are  weekly  visits  from 
classes  at  the  Hunt  School,  story  hours  for  pre-school  children,  evening  hours  on 
Mondays.  Fifty- nine  groups  visited  the  Children's  Room  for  instruction  in  the  use  of 
the  library  and  a  tour  of  the  building.  Pre-School  story  hours  proved  so  popular  that 
two  sessions  are  held  on  Thursday  mornings.  We  hope  to  open  an  additional  evening 
in  the  future,  since  so  many  parents  and  teachers  are  now  coming  on  Monday  even¬ 
ings.  The  long-standing  programs  of  cooperation  with  the  elementary  schools  by 
loaning  classroom  collections  of  books  and  by  issuing  reading  certificates  to  pupils 
who  completed  a  reading  project  has  continued.  8,870  volumes  were  loaned  to  the 
schools  in  1966,  and  2,  541  reading  certificates  were  presented  last  June. 

Programs  in  the  Meeting  Room  have  brought  people  from  all  parts  of  town  to  the 
library.  Various  civic  groups  met  twenty-five  times  here,  and  one  hundred  eighty- 
six  library  sponsored  programs  have  been  held,  including  the  above  mentioned  story 
hours,  visits  from  school  groups,  Great  Books,  Decisions  discussion  group,  film 
programs,  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries  programs,  three  professional  meet- 
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ings  of  librarians,  meetings  of  the  Weymouth  Landing  Seniors,  a  group  of  senior 
citizens  who  meet  twice  a  month,  and  the  Weymouth  History  Study  Group.  This  last 
group,  co-sponsored  by  the  Council  for  the  Aging,  has  evolved  an  interesting  series 
of  discussions  on  the  history  of  Weymouth  and  related  topics.  Material  available 
in  the  library's  Weymouth  collection,  including  microfilm,  has  been  of  great  value 
to  this  group.  In  turn,  the  interest  aroused  by  these  programs  has  brought  several 
gifts  of  books  and  pictures  to  the  library's  local  history  collection. 

Better  facilities  for  display  have  increased  the  use  of  audio-visual  materials. 

Now  that  the  phonorecords  are  housed  in  bins,  convenient  for  the  public  to  examine 
the  albums,  circulation  increased  from  2,264  discs  in  1965  to  3,923  discs  in  1966, 
this  with  only  normal  additions  to  the  phonorecord  collection.  Borrowers  also  en¬ 
joyed  our  8mm.  films,  available  for  home  use;  thirty  films  were  used  280  times. 
16,036  people  viewed  16  mm.  films  from  the  library;  some  of  these  were  seen  at  our 
own  story  hours  and  film  programs,  others  were  viewed  at  meetings  of  twenty  or¬ 
ganizations. 

Two  important  additions  to  the  book  collection  are  the  World  Book  Encyclopedia 
in  braille  and  a  collection  of  books  in  large  type  for  readers  with  limited  vision.  The 
World  Book  will  be  most  useful  to  blind  students,  but  will  be  of  interest  to  blind  adults 
as  well.  The  Weymouth  Lions  Club  contributed  generously  toward  the  purchase  of 
this  set;  library  trust  funds  supplied  the  remainder.  Several  publishers  are  now  is¬ 
suing  worthwhile  titles  in  eighteen  point  type.  The  library  expects  to  expand  its  col¬ 
lection  of  these  books  in  the  next  year,  for  they  are  useful  both  to  older  and  younger 
readers  with  poor  vision,  and  to  many  others  who  find  the  large,  clear  type  more  ap¬ 
pealing  than  that  found  in  other  books. 

The  five  branch  libraries  located  in  elementary  schools  continued  their  work  as 
usual.  All  five  gained  in  circulation  of  books  as  the  school  population  increased. 

The  North  Branch  Library  maintained  its  normal  circulation  of  books  and  did  much 
work  with  school  children  and  their  assignments.  The  East  Branch  Library  was  also 
busy  with  reference  work,  but  experienced  a  drop  in  circulation  when  many  of  its 
regular  borrowers  turned  to  the  Main  Library  where  the  facilities  were  more  attrac¬ 
tive  and  the  book  collection  more  varied. 

The  Eastern  Regional  Library  System  officially  commenced  operation  in  the 
autumn.  Inter-library  loans  are  functioning  smoothly.  The  Thomas  Crane  Public 
Library  in  Quincy  is  serving  as  the  sub-regional  center  for  our  area.  Our  requests 
go  first  to  that  library,  then  are  forwarded  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  if  they  can¬ 
not  be  satisfied  by  the  Quincy  library.  Reference  questions  also  follow  the  same 
course.  As  this  system  develops  and  becomes  more  sophisticated,  it  will  mean  that 
the  local  library  can  summon  all  kinds  of  information  beyond  its  own  resources  for 
the  use  of  its  patrons. 

Many  local  organizations  have  shown  their  interest  in  the  public  library  by  their 
gifts  and  by  their  services.  We  especially  appreciate  the  service  to  shut-ins  offered 
by  the  Friends  of  the  Weymouth  Libraries,  who  bring  books  to  those  unable  to  come 
to  the  library.  To  all  we  express  our  thanks. 

Early  in  1966,  when  the  old  library  had  been  emptied  of  its  contents,  the  trustees 
turned  the  building  over  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  In  August  it  was  demolished. 
Although  many  may  feel  nostalgic  about  its  passing,  the  new  building  offers  so  much 
more  that  it  would  be  hard  to  regret  the  step  from  the  old  to  the  new.  The  new  build¬ 
ing  challenges  the  staff  to  provide  better  service  and  greater  resources  to  our  public. 
We  hope  to  meet  this  challenge  in  the  succeeding  years.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY 


The  Building  Committee  of  the  Tufts  Library  herewith  presents  its  final  report 
to  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

As  reported  one  year  ago  the  new  library  building  was  accepted  by  the  Building 
Committee  as  substantially  completed  on  November  15,  1965,  and  was  occupied  by 
the  library  and  opened  to  the  public  on  November  27,  1965. 

An  Open  House  and  dedication  ceremony  was  held  in  the  library  on  January  16, 
1966.  Formal  presentation  was  made  on  this  occasion  of  gifts  to  the  Tufts  Library, 
including  the  pictures  painted  by  Mr.  Carroll  Bill  and  donated  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Weymouth  Libraries  and  two  American  flags  given  by  the  Susannah  Tufts  Chapter  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  and  by  the  Fore  River  Grange.  Mr.  Milton 
E.  Lord,  former  Director  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  President  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Library  Association,  spoke  to  the  gathering  and  brought  the  greetings  of  the 
profession. 

During  the  year  the  contractor  completed  the  work  for  which  he  was  responsible; 
furniture  and  equipment  contracted  for  was  delivered  and  installed,  and,  in  the  spring 
and  summer,  the  landscaping  around  the  building  was  completed. 

The  Building  Committee  feels  that  great  appreciation  is  due  to  the  Friends  of  the 
Weymouth  Libraries  for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  entire  construction  of  the 
building  and  especially  for  their  interest  and  help  on  the  occasion  of  the  Open  House, 
when  they  acted  as  guides  and  served  refreshments.  Their  gifts  to  the  library  and 
their  continued  interest  are  deeply  appreciated. 

The  colorful  floral  arrangements  contributed  by  the  Weymouth  Gardeners  and  the 
Weymouth  Garden  Club  for  the  Open  House  were  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  public.  The 
Garden  Club  also  has  planted  bulbs  under  the  shrubbery  at  the  front  of  the  building. 

Appreciation  is  also  due  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  a  gift  of  two  pink 
dogwood  trees  planted  in  front  of  the  library;  for  directional  signs  and  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  walk  through  the  park  to  the  rear  entrance  of  the  building. 

The  Building  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  Tufts  Library  has  been 
completed  within  the  appropriation  made  by  the  Town  for  its  construction  and  furnish¬ 
ing.  When  final  bills  have  been  paid  in  January  of  1967,  a  small  balance  will  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Town  Treasury. 

The  Committee  sincerely  hopes  that  the  new  Tufts  Library  will  serve  the  future 
needs  of  the  people  of  Weymouth  throughout  many  years.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 

January  17,  1967

Gentlemen: 

It  is  the  privilege  of  the  Park  Commission  to  submit  to  you  our  annual  report  for 
the  year  1966. 

The  year  1966  followed  precedent  as  more  persons  of  all  ages  took  advantage  of 
the  facilities  and  participated  in  the  over- all  recreation  program  than  in  preceding 
years. 

With  the  purchase  of  the  Ammunition  Depot  from  the  Federal  Government  for 
Park  and  Recreation  purposes  the  Town  has  begun  to  fulfill  its  requirements  for  Park 
acreage  for  the  needs  of  the  present  population.  The  Park  Commission  appreciates 
the  support  and  achievement  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  Naval  Ammunition  De¬ 
pot  Land  Development  Committee,  and  those  Town  meeting  members  who  realize  that 
as  the  population  expands  in  the  future,  the  recreation  needs  will  increase  proportion¬ 
ately,  while  land  will  seem  even  more  scarce.  The  addition  of  this  facility  has  been  a 
giant  step  forward  in  our  park  program. 

The  Park  Commission  has  continued  its  policy  of  evaluating  community  needs 
with  the  aim  toward  providing  varied  recreational  programs  for  every  interest. 

The  summer  playground  program  included  activities  at  twenty-three  supervised 
playgrounds  for  an  eight  week  period  which  started  on  July  5th  and  concluded  on 
August  26th. 

The  playground  staff  included  two  supervisors;  specialists  in  archery,  tennis  and 
crafts;  specialists  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  blind  children;  two  drivers;  and  forty 
instructors.  The  annual  competitive  examination  was  given  to  ninety- six  applicants 
to  fill  seventeen  vacancies. 

A  three  day  training  institute  was  conducted  for  all  instructors  and  in-service 
training  was  obligatory  on  the  few  rainy  days  during  the  season. 

An  eight  week  program  for  the  mentally  retarded  children  was  offered  at  the 
South  Junior  High  School  and  playground.  An  eight  week  program  for  the  blind  child¬ 
ren  was  conducted  at  Negus  Park.  The  children  who  participated  in  these  two  pro¬ 
grams  were  included  in  the  swimming  instruction  program  at  Wessagussett  Beach. 
Transportation  for  all  in  attendance  was  provided  via  two  School  Department  carry- 
alls  and  a  rented  bus.  The  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the  incurred  expenses  of  the 
programs  by  the  Commonwealth,  as  provided  by  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws. 

An  Awards  Night  became  an  additional  feature  of  the  program  in  1966.  The  event 
was  conducted  at  Legion  Field  on  August  17th  at  which  time  the  Park  Commissioners 
presented  trophies  and  awards  to  children  who  had  excelled  in  the  various  sports  and 
activities. 

The  continued  drought  was  cause  for  the  Public  Works  Department  to  include 
Whitman's  Pond  as  an  additional  supplement  to  the  Town's  water  supply.  This  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  temporary  curtailment  of  swimming  at  the  Lake  Street  Beach.  All  of  the 
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equipment  and  personnel  of  this  facility  were  transferred  to  Wessagussett  Beach  to 
accommodate  the  anticipated  increase  in  attendance  which  would  result  from  the 
closing  of  the  Pond. 

The  program  at  Wessagussett  opened  on  June  24th  and  continued  through  Septem¬ 
ber  5th.  Swimming  instruction  was  given  to  2,  214  children  and  adults.  The  adult 
swimming  classes  showed  proportionately  the  largest  increase  over  previous  years 
of  any  of  the  various  types  of  classes.  Many  mothers  who  regularly  took  their  child¬ 
ren  to  classes  decided  to  learn  to  swim  or  improve  their  water  skills  and  joined  the 
program. 

Many  warm,  sunny  days  made  our  beach  a  busy  recreation  area.  An  estimated 
160,000  bathers  used  our  facilities  this  past  summer.  The  number  of  pullouts  18  was 
less  than  the  past  few  years.  This  maybe  as  a  result  of  the  emphasis  on  water  safety 
in  our  swimming  instruction  program  and  the  exceptionally  tight  control  of  possible 
dangerous  swimming  situations  by  our  lifeguards. 

An  excellent  job  of  sand  distribution  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  resulted 
in  a  marked  decrease  in  first  aid  cases.  The  extended  sanding  covered  the  clam 
shells  and  rough  stone  which  had  been  responsible  for  many  injuries. 

The  beach  program  was  climaxed  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  with  our  annual 
water  carnival.  This  year  the  theme  was  "Waterlogue"  and  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Mary  Hoyle  was  the  most  successful,  in  terms  of  quality  and  audience  appeal, 
that  we  have  thus  far  presented. 

The  annual  swimming  and  life  saving  tests  were  given  to  20  candidates  to  fill  4 
vacancies.  Testing  was  conducted  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  Through  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  Red  Cross,  instructors  and  guards  received  advanced  training  at  Aquatic 
School  in  Hanson,  Massachusetts. 

Field  permits  were  issued  fairly  to  control  the  heavy  use  of  the  baseball  and 
softball  diamonds  by  the  many  leagues  within  the  Town.  Permits  were  also  issued  to 
avoid  conflict  of  the  many  organizations  within  the  Town  who  use  the  parks  for  annual 
outings  and  field  days. 

We  remain  very  grateful  to  the  School  Department  for  the  continuation  of  their 
policy  granting  us  the  use  of  school  facilities  for  our  fall  and  winter  programs. 

The  ever  increasing  Senior  Citizens  group  enjoyed  a  year  round  program  of 
recreational  activities. 

On  November  30,  1966  the  Park  Commission  accepted  with  regret  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  the  senior  member  of  the  Board,  Joseph  D.  Slattery.  Mr.  Slattery  served  on 
the  Commission  for  fourteen  consecutive  years,  having  been  elected  to  office  in 
March  1952.  Mr.  Slattery's  efforts  were  most  instrumental  in  the  design  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  many  of  our  new  playgrounds  and  the  expansion  of  our  over-all  recreation 
program.  Mr.  Slattery's  decision  to  vacate  the  office  was  deemed  necessary  by  him 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,  whereas  increasing  business  commitments  were 
in  demand  of  his  time. 
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The  vacancy  on  the  Commission  will  be  filled  pending  the  results  of  the  annual 
Town  election. 

The  Park  Commission  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  appointed  commit¬ 
tees,  and  all  town  officials  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

January  16,  1966

Gentlemen: 

The  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  submit  it’s  third  annual  report.  The 
board,  meeting  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesdays  at  the  Public  Works  Office  Building 
on  Winter  Street,  has  been  active  in  promoting  conservation  on  many  fronts. 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  see  the  Town  take  title  to  the  237  acre  Great  Esker 
Park  area.  Through  the  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Alfred  Cadman  and  transfer  of  town 
owned  land,  a  ten  and  one  half  acre  Nature  Preserve  was  established  in  Weymouth 
Heights.  Twenty  nine  acres  of  fresh  water  marsh  and  sloping  upland  in  the  Forest- 
Randolph  Streets  area  of  South  Weymouth  was  transferred  by  Town  Meeting  action  to 
the  Commission  for  watershed  protection. 

An  attractive  brochure,  "Conservation  in  Weymouth,"  was  published  in  an  effort 
to  answer  questions  concerning  local  conservation  and  to  increase  public  awareness 
of  the  urgency  of  conservation. 

The  Weymouth  Junior  Conservation  Commission,  first  of  it’s  kind  in  the  state, 
under  the  energetic  guidance  of  Miss  Mary  Toomey  has  received  statewide  recogni¬ 
tion  and  was  the  recipient  of  the  "Youth  Conservation  Award  of  the  Year"  given  by  the 
Massachusetts  Wildlife  Federation. 

To  help  prevent  violations  of  new  conservation  Legislation,  copies  of  the  Inland 
Wetlands  and  Coastal  Wetlands  Laws  were  sent  to  builders  and  contractors  doing 
business  within  the  town.  Applications  for  four  variations  from  the  Inland  Wetlands 
Law  were  processed  by  this  Board. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan¬ 
ning  Council  and  a  townwide  survey  of  natural  resources  was  completed  and  submitted 
to  this  group. 

Exhibits  were  prepared  and  displayed  at  both  the  Weymouth  Teachers  Associa¬ 
tion  Convention  and  the  annual  Weymouth  Fair. 

Groundwork  for  the  1967  Program  which  includes  acquisition  of  the  Cavern  Rock 
Area  between  Whitman’s  Pond  and  Pleasant  Street,  expansion  of  the  Bird  and  Wildlife 
Sanctuary  behind  South  Junior  High  School  and  extension  of  the  Conservation  Educa¬ 
tion  program  in  the  Weymouth  schools  has  been  initiated. 

The  aforementioned  programs  are  a  phase  of  a  long  range  program  which  has 
been  formulated  by  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  recognize  the  valuable  professional  contributions  of 
Mr.  F.  Gilbert  Hills,  regional  forester  for  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural 
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Resources.  His  extensive  volunteer  efforts  have  resulted  in  considerable  financial 
savings  to  the  town. 

For  the  courtesy,  cooperation  and  efforts  extended  by  citizens,  Town  Boards  and 
officials,  we  sincerely  express  our  grateful  appreciation.

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SOUTH  SHORE  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
STATE  RECLAMATION  CONTROL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weymouth: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project's 
activities  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth  for  the  year  ending  October  31,  1966. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  appropriated  $8500  for  mosquito  control  in  1966.  Along 
with  this  $500  was  appropriated  for  maintenance  of  salt  marsh  ditches.  Both  appro¬ 
priations  were  expended  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in  effort  toward 
a  better  control  of  mosquitoes  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

The  South  Shore  Mosquito  Project  functions  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  252  Section  59  mosquito  control  provisions  and  Chapter  112  salt  marsh  ditch 
maintenance.  It  is  a  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy  and  the  Towns 
of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Norwell,  Scituate 
and  Weymouth,  covering  a  total  area  of  172. 21  square  miles,  serving  a  population 
in  excess  of  223,000. 

The  project  operates  year  round  continuing  to  base  its  operation  on  a  three  phase 
reduction  program,  giving  priority  in  this  order: 

Source  reduction,  by  proper  ditch  maintenance  and  water  manipulation  the  mos- 
quitoe  breeding  areas  are  eliminated. 

Reduction  at  the  source,  with  small  amounts  of  insecticides  applied  at  breeding 
source  millions  of  mosquito  larvae  and  pupae  can  be  destroyed. 

Reduction  of  the  source,  or  adult  control,  by  space  spraying  or  fogging  the 
elimination  of  many  flying  mosquitoes  of  one  generation,  thus  reduce  the  next. 

With  this  as  the  basic  plan  for  control  the  following  was  accomplished  in  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  this  past  year. 

SOURCE  REDUCTION 

9,400  feet  of  drainage  ditch  were  reclaimed,  1800  feet  of  existing  drainage  ditch 
were  cleared  of  their  blockages.  All  this  to  prevent  water  from  becoming  stagnant 
enough  to  produce  mosquitoes.  1800  feet  of  brushing  was  necessary  to  allow  access 
to  ditch  or  spray. 

REDUCTION  AT  THE  SOURCE 

325  acres  of  small  isolated  woodland  swamps  were  prehatch  treated  with  dust 
upon  ice  in  winter  months  to  prevent  the  development  of  mosquito  larvae  as  it  hatches. 
1650  acres  of  larger  swamp  areas  were  larval  treated  in  the  spring  of  the  year  by 
air  from  a  helicopter  aircraft  to  control  mosquitoes  of  the  early  season. 

During  the  summer  season  many  wet  areas  have  to  be  checked  continually,  such 
as  salt  marshes,  quarries,  rock  pools  and  roadside  ditches  and  wherever  mosquito 
larvae  was  contained  they  were  treated.  684  gallons  of  insecticides  were  applied  for 
this  larval  control. 

The  mosquito  giving  the  most  problem  this  year  was  the  Culex  pipien,  or  more 
commonly  known  as  the  house  mosquito.  The  reasons  for  such  problems  are:  They 
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can  breed  in  almost  any  type  of  container  of  standing  fresh  water.  They  are  many 
brooded  with  short  hatching  cycle,  breed  in  great  numbers  around  the  home  and 
readily  seek  inside  shelter  for  their  resting  places.  With  the  deluge  type  rain  show¬ 
ers  of  the  past  summer,  the  many  areas  capable  of  breeding  culex  mosquitoes  were 
impossible  to  keep  up  with.  The  project's  concentrated  efforts  were  centered  around 
spraying  storm  catchbasins,  roadside  drainage  ditches  and  poluted  water  holes,  such 
as  quarries,  these  being  the  greatest  sources  of  this  species.  It  was  necessary  to 
expend  527  gallons  of  insecticide  to  treat  4474  catchbasins  in  the  Town  of  Weymouth 
this  year,  along  with  treating  many  small  wet  areas,  as  much  as  six  times  through¬ 
out  the  summer. 

REDUCTION  OF  THE  SOURCE,  OR  ADULT  CONTROL 

With  the  culex  mosquito,  the  mosquito  that  breeds  around  the  home  and  seeks  to 
rest  within  the  home,  large  scale  space  spraying  and  fogging  is  not  too  effective.  It 
became  mostly  a  problem  of  educating  the  public  as  to  what  they  could  do  around 
their  own  homes  to  keep  mosquitoes  from  breeding  and  what  and  when  to  spray  within 
the  home.  This  project  had  four  articles  published  in  local  newspapers  and  radio 
this  year.  It  met  with  some  success.  However,  there  still  remained  our  annual 
amount  of  a  thousand  calls  requesting  neighborhood  spraying  or  fogging. 

In  the  Town  of  Weymouth  1144  gal.  of  insecticides  were  space  sprayed  for  adult 
mosquitoes  by  hydraulic  sprayers  or  mist  blowers. 

When  weather  and  other  conditions  were  favorable  an  insecticidal  thermal  fogger 
was  used.  71  gallons  of  insecticide  and  oil  in  a  fog  were  applied  at  the  rate  of  15 
acres  to  the  gallon. 

The  insecticides  used  in  the  past  year  by  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Pro¬ 
ject  were: 

DDT  Dust  Nailed  DiBrom  14  in  fog  oil 

DDT  Emulsions  Baytex  Emulsion  (catchbasins) 

Malathion  Emulsion  Abate  #4  Emulsion  (larval) 

Malathion  Miscible  in  fog  oil  #2  oil 

All  these  insecticides  are  registered  and  are  labelled  for  use  in  mosquito  con¬ 
trol.  When  they  are  formulated  and  applied  in  accord  with  and  at  no  greater  amounts 
than  their  labels  recommend  to  be  proper  for  mosquito  control  operations  they  pose 
no  hazard.  However,  in  the  foreseeable  future  there  shall  be  some  curtailments  or 
restrictions  to  the  use  of  many  chlorinated  hydrocarbon  insecticides,  such  as  DDT. 

To  replace  these  are  many  newer  insecticides  coming  into  use  each  year.  These  have 
all  been  developed  with  the  purpose  of  offsetting  the  disadvantages  and  ill  side  ef¬ 
fects  of  many  of  the  older  insecticides.  These  new  insecticides  shall  cause  some 
changes  to  mosquito  control.  The  main  one  being  their  cost.  They  are  a  good  deal 
more  expensive.  They  are  also  limited  in  their  use  and  effect. 

These  changes  must  be  made  for  as  it  is  the  project's  duties  to  make  the  area  as 
free  of  mosquitoes  as  possible,  it  is  also  duty  bound  to  operate  in  such  a  way  never 
to  be  a  hazard  to  persons,  wildlife  or  environment. 

The  project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials  and  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  town  and  sincerely  hope6  that  benefits  derived  by  these  departments  as 
a  result  of  this  cooperation  ^re  as  great  as  those  derived  by  the  project.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  ZONING  APPEALS

Gentlemen: 

Once  again,  the  Board  of  Zoning  Appeals  is  pleased  to  forward  a  report  of  its 
activity  to  you. 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1966,  hearings  were  held  by  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Appeals  in  a  total  of  83  cases ,  representing  a  decrease  by  five  cases  when  compared 
to  1965.  In  each  case,  hearings  were  held,  after  being  properly  advertised  and  all 
interested  parties  being  notified,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Chapter  40A,  General 
Laws.  The  Inspection  Department  sent  a  total  of  1,720  notices  to  interested  parties 
during  the  course  of  the  year. 

During  1966,  Chapter  40A  remained  unchanged  by  the  legislature,  as  did  our  own 
by-laws.  We  anticipate  some  considerable  change  during  the  coming  year,  due  to 
the  committee  now  studying  a  complete  revamping  of  the  present  by-laws  under  which 
we  operate. 

This  year,  only  12  of  the  petitions  dealt  with  the  problem  of  apartments,  and  the 
good  majority  of  the  Board's  considerations  were  in  regard  to  subdivisions,  expan¬ 
sions  of  residences,  conflicts  on  side  lines  and  the  like.  We  find  that  many  of  these 
somewhat  minor  matters  that  come  before  us  could  be  avoided  by  adjustments  in  the 
by-laws  and  thus  relieve  homeowners  from  payment  of  the  filing  fee  for  what  are  in 
many  cases  trifling  affairs.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Rezoning  Committee  is 
directing  some  of  its  effort  in  this  regard. 

By  far  the  most  serious  petitions  presented  to  us  were  those  involving  apartment 
construction.  It  should  be  remembered  that  we  control  only  residential  zoning  in  this 
regard,  since  these  undertakings  are  allowed  in  business  and  industrial  zones.  We 
believe  that  this  is  a  serious  weakness  in  the  present  by-law,  mostly  because  we  anti¬ 
cipate  a  rather  large  growth  in  the  populace  of  Weymouth  in  future  years.  With  the 
near  absence  of  really  suitable  land  for  single  family  construction,  this  growth  will 
undoubtedly  reflect  itself  in  apartments  in  the  future. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  a  proper  board  should  exercise  some  control  in  all  the  zones 
in  Weymouth  and  it  is  our  hope  that  this  will  be  the  case  shortly.  Of  the  347  apartment 
units  requested,  98  units  were  granted,  and  the  rest  denied  or  withdrawn  in  the  face  of 
heavy  opposition.  Of  the  98  granted,  89  were  allowed  in  the  old  Arnold  Last  Factory 
location,  an  industrial  zone,  where  the  question  before  the  Board  was  parking  and  not 
really  apartment  usage.  These  probably  would  not  have  been  granted,  except  that  the 
Board  found  itself  faced  with  the  dilemma  that  the  owner  could  build  a  high  rise  complex 
on  the  site,  but  wished  to  avoid  thus,  offering  a  compromise  of  a  greater  number  of 
units.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  these  pockets  of  spot  zoning,  now  secured  by  passage 
of  time,  will  be  regulated  within  the  foreseeable  future. 
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Of  the  83  cases  presented,  58  were  granted,  16  denied,  1  partly  granted,  and  8 
were  withdrawn,  either  prior  to  a  hearing  or  prior  to  a  vote.  Fees  collected  and  de¬ 
posited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  were  $1,925.  00. 

Finally,  we  must  call  your  attention  to  the  continued  competence  and  understanding 
demonstrated  by  the  Building  Inspector  and  his  staff,  both  in  relation  to  the  Board  and 
the  general  public.  Their  functions  and  aid  are  inestimable.
